ciently, he oughtto haue a ſtrong body,ſound. free from 
{ickneſſe, and ofa good complexion : So thall he be able 
to reſiſt the continuall toile and traue!l, which of necefli- 
tic he muſt daily rake, as continuall and extreame cold in 
the winter, immoderate heate in the ſummer, in march- 
ing in the day, keeping fentinell in the night, and in his 


cold cabben, in ſecret ambuthes, and in trenches , where 


perchance he [hall ſtand a number of houres in the wa- 
ter and nyige vp to the knees : and beſides vpon bal- 
warkes, breatfes in eſpialls, in ſentinels, ckves, and 
ſach like, when occaſion requires and neceffitic con- 
ſtraines: of all which exploites and diſcommodities hee 
muſt perforce be partaker. | 

Wherefore that man which is not of ſuch ſufficiencie 
in body (to theend he ſpend not his timein vaine) it is 
very requilite he reſolue himſelfe to exerciſe ſonie other 


profeſhon, for although ſame doe hold that few men be. 


ftrong by nature, but many by exerciſe and induſtrie : 


yet that notwithſtanding ſtrength of body is firſt tobe - 
+ required, inreſpe& that a 5Souldier muſt be aſwell ac- 


quainted, and as able to beare continuall trauell, as a bird 
can endure to flie, yea and to put on a reſolute minde,.to 
beare all the miſeries and hazardes of warlike affaires. 
A Souldier is generally to be choſen betwixt 18., 3nd 
46. yeares. TY - 
Moreouer, I ſuppoſe it moſt neceſflarie,that enery man

poſition before the qualitie of his perſon; it is very nece(- * 
{aric heexerciſethat weapon ke makes choiſe of, to the 
intent he may attaine vnto a moſt perfe& praftiſe of the 
ſame, for as no man atthe firſt tine when he takes any | 
roole or inftrament in his hand ,.growes immediately ar 
that inſtant to be a perfe&artificer : cuen (o it is with a 
Souldier,vntill experience hath inſtructed him : touching 
which I meaneto ſay ſomewhar. | 4 

He which ſeekes to attaine and attribute to himſelfe 
the honourable name of a Souldier, mult firſt employ his 
time in praftiſe of thoſe armes wherewith he meanes to 
ſerue, and (6 apply his time, that when any enterpriſe 
ſhall call him forth to make proofe thereof, he may be a- 
ble to handle his peece with due dexterity , and his pike 
with an aflured agilitie : ſince thoſe be the weapons wher- 
with now Mars doth moft commonly arme his warlike | 
troupe, and trie each doubtfull fight of bloudy bartaile: 
forin this ourage experience and praftiſe makes appa- 
rant that Archers amongſt forreine Nations be neuer v-. | 
ſed, and the halberd but either amongſt few or few in | 
number. The Archer ſerues to ſmall purpoſe, but when :; 
he is ſhadowed with ſome trench or bulwarke free from 
hargabuſe or musker-ſhot : Or that lyning a band of 
Hirgabuſiers, hce doth ſecond” them in any invading 
onſer, and then a whole flight of arrowes, ſo that they be 


light and able to flie aboue twelueſcore, will maruclloul- 


ly gaule any maine batrell of footemen or Squadron of 
Hotlemen. The Halberd likewiſe doth onely ſerue ” 
| | B 2 the 
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the ſackeof atowae, inabreach, ina ſally, or canuiſado, 
to enter a houſe, orin the throng of a ſtroken battell to 
execute ſlaughter ; wherefore touching theſe two wea- 

ns, valeſle neceffitic conſtraine, and that Hargabuſiers 

><wanting, Archers may well be ſpared : and thele grear 

numbers of Halberdicrs and Bill-men, which are and 
haue beenc in times paſt vſed in Expland, may well be 
left of, ſaue a few to guard cuery Enligne, and to attend 
vpon the Colonell, or Captaine , which in an armie will 
amountro a ſufhcient number to depreſle the ouercome 
and flyingenemy. 

Therefore a Souldier muſt either accuſtome himſelfe 
to beare a peece or Pike : if ht beare a peece, then muſt he 
firſt learneto hold the ſame, to accommodate his match 
betweene his two formoſt fingers and his thombe,and to 
plant the greatend on his breaſt with a gallant Souldier- 
like grace : and being ignorant, ro the intent he may bee 
moreecncouraged, let him acquaint hirhſclfe firſt with the 
firing of touch-pouderin his panne, and ſo by degrees 
both to ſhoote off, to bow and beare vp his body, and ſo 
conſequently to attaine to the leuell and praiſe of an 
afured and ſeruiceable ſhot, readily charge, and with a 
comely couch diſcharge, making choiſe at the ſame in- 
ftant ofhis marke with a quicke and vigilant cie. | 

His flaskeand touch-box mult keepe his pouder, his 
purſcand mouth his bullers : in skirmiſh his left hand 
muſt hold his match and peece, and the right hand vic - 
the ofhce of charging and diſcharging. 

Being againſt the enemie, whilſt with an indented 
courle he doth trauell his plaine ground, or elſe takes ad- 
uantage of his place and inualion, as vnder the (afegard 
of'a trench, the backe of a ditch, old-wall, tree or _ 
D432 ike : 
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like :let him euer firſt load his peece with poudetont of. 
his flaske, then with her bullet, and laſt with amuring,' 
and touch-pouder, foreſeeing cuer that the panne bee 
cleane, the couer cloſe, and the tutch-hole wide, orelſe 
well proind : ſo thar ſtill obſeruing modeſt order in his 
craucrſe , neither ouerſlow, nor ouer-ſpeedy, to the en- 
renthe become not each mans marke through his flup- 
giſhneſle, nor runne himſelfe out of breath through his 
owneraſhneſle, for the moſt part keeping his {ide to- 
wards his enemie: let him diſcharge going, but neuer 
ſtanding : ſo hall ke the better ſhunne the enemies ſhot 
and chuſc his aflured aduantage. 

A ſouldier ought tro be carefull thathis furniture bee 
good, ſubſtantiall and ſtaunch from raine, the charge of 
his flaske juſt for his peece , and the ſpring quicke and 
ſharpe: Thepipe of his couch-box fomewhartwide, that 
the pouder. may haye free paſſage, which otherwiſe 
would choake vp. | 

Intime of marching, and trauelling by the way leg 
him keepe a paper in the panne and tutch-hole, and in 
wet weather haue acaſe for his peece ſomewhat portable, 
orelſe of neceſhitie he muſt keepe the ſame from wet vn-" 
der hisarme-hole or caſlocke, or by ſome other inuenti- 
on free from damage of the weather, and his match his 
pocket, onely thar except which he burnes: and thar like- 
wiſe ſo cloſe in the hollow of his hand, or ſomeartificiall 
pipe of pewter hanging at hisgirdle , as the coaleby wet 
or water go not out. 

It is moreouer requifite, that a foulgierkeepehis cocke 
with oyle free in falling , and his peece bright without 
ruſting, neither muft he want his neceflarie tooles, as a 
. cowrer,tirebale andworme, hauing eycry oneaviceto 
= RN | 3 : mm: 
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turne into the end ofthe ſcouring ſticke, ſo that if through 
wet weather or any other accident, his peece will not be 
diſcharged, the skilfull Souldier may with his tireball pull 
out his buller, with the worme, the paper and wet pou- 
der, and with his ſcourer make his peece cleane within: 
His ſcourer muſt be trimmed on the end with a linnen- 
cloth ofa ſufficient ſubftance , therewith to make cleane 
the cannon of his peece within. The one end ofthis ſcou- 
ring ſticke ought ro haue a round end of bone of iuſt big- 
acme monk of his peece, therewithall at his 
pleaſure toramme in pouderand paper, or in ſteed of pa- 
per, ſuch ſoft haireas they ſtuffe ſaddles withall, the dan- 
ger whereof is not like : but this the Souldier muſt vſe 
when time permits. During the time of his ſcruice ler #| 
him exer haue a diligent care to keepe his peece cleane | 
and bright within, and once a fortnight, or at the leaſt | 
oncea month take out the breech and throroughly view 
and waſh the barrell within , to ſee whether it hath am 
flawes, brackes, chambers, frettings, or ruptures , which 
would endanger the breaking thereot, eſpecially if before 
hand the end of his bare ſcourer haue giuen him any 
cauſe to ſuſpe ſuch faults, to the intent he may change 
the ſame fora new for fearc of ſpoiling himſelfe. 

He that loues the ſaftic of his owne perſon, and de- 
lights inthe goodneſle and beauty of a pecce, lethim al- 
wales make choiſe of one that is double breeched, andif 
it bepoſhible a myllan peece, for they be of a tough and 
perfet temper, light, ſquare, and bigge of breech, and 
very ſtrong where the peuder doth lic, and where the vio- 
lent force of the fire doth conlift, and notwithſtanding 
thinne at theend. | 

OurEngliſh peeces approach very necre vato them 
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ingoodneſſe and beaurie (their heauinefle only excep- 
red ) ſo that they be made of purpoſe, and nor one of 
theſe common ſale peeces with round barrells, whereun- 
to a beaten ſouldier will haue great reſpet, and chooſe 
rather to pay double money for a- good peece, then to 
ſpare his purſe and endanger himſelte. 

Bur to returne to my matter, let a ſouldier haue hang- 
ing cuer at the ſtrings of his tutch-box,or ſome other rea- 
die part of his garment, a couple of proyning pinnes at 
the leaſt, that if by fortune the tutch-hole of his peece be 
{topped or furred vp, hee may therewith both make his 

an cleane, and yecld a ready paſlage that the fire may 
i aue her courſe, by incorporating both the tutch-pouder 
without, and the corne-pouder within together. But a 
ready Souldier will alwaies fore-ſee that the tutch-hole 
be ſo wide, as the pouder without in the pan may haue 
free concourle to that withitrthe peece, thereby to haſten 
more ſpeedy diſcharge, con{idering a ſouldier cannot 
haue leaſureand commoditie to proine his peece at all 
times, bur muſt of neceflitie vſe a great dexterity. 

- Bur ſince Iam falne into the ſpeech ofa quicke charge, 
and nimble diſcharge,l will by the way declarethe opini- 
on of cerraine nations therein. | 

Experience of late daies hath taught vs , that thoſe 
Nations which follow the warres, inuent enery way how 
they may endomapge theenemie in all their enterpriſes, 
bur eſpecially in skirmiſh, which tor the moſt part con- 
fiſts in thot, and by ſuch as can with the eye of his minde 
makean afſured leuell, and with a nimble diſcharge, both 
chooſe our and kill his enemie. | 

And therefore thoſe ſouldiers which in our time haue 


beene: for the moſt part leuied 'in the Low-countries, 
eſpecially 


$ T be Firſt Booke of 
eſpecially, thoſe of 4rtoyes and Henault, called by the ge- 
nerall name of Wallownes hane vied to hang about their 
neckes, vpon a baudricke or border, or at their girdles 
certaine pipes which they call charges, of copper and tin 
made with couers, which they thinke in skirmiſh to bee 
the moſt readie way; But the Spaniard diſpiling that 
order, doth altogether vic his flaske. 

The Frexch-man, both charge and flacke. But ſome of 
our Englih-nation, their pocket, which in reſpe&of the 
danger of the ſparkes of their match , the vncertaine 
charge, the cxpence and ſpoile of pouder, the diſcom- 
moditic of wer, I account more apt for the ſhow of a 
criumph and wanton skirraiſh before Ladies and Gentle- 
women, then fit forthe field, in a day of ſeruice in the 
face ofthe enemy: andin like ſortthe charge which either 
doth ſhed and looſe his pouder whilſt a Souldier doth 
erauerſe his ground, orelſeis fo cleddered and rammed 
together, that he ſhall be forced ſometimes to faile of 
balfzhis charge. Therefore I conclude with the Spaniard, 
thata good flaske is that which is moſt warlikcand ready 
in ſeraice without the curious helpe of any extraordinary 
tnuention. | To | 

One of the greateſt helpes conſiſts in pouder and, 
matck : for aSouldier muſt euer buy his pouder ſharpein 
caſte, well incorporate with fſalt-peter , and not full of 
coole-duſt. Lethimaccuſtome to dric his pouderif hee 
can inthe ſunne, firſt ſprinkled ouer with 4qua-vite or 
firong Claret-wine &c. Let him make his tutch-pouder, 
being finely farſed and fifted, with quick-pale, which is 
to be boughtat the Pouder-makers or Apothecaries: and 
lethis match be fo boiled in aſhes, lyeand pouder, that it 
will both burne well, carrica long coale, and that will 
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not breake off with the touch of your finger. The prepa- | 


rations will at the firſt touch gue fire, and procurea vio- - ; 


lent, ſpeedy,and thundering diſcharge. Some vſe brim- 
ſtone hnely poudered in their tutch-pouder, butthat turs 
and tops vp your breech and tutch-hole. 3:2 
 Thebullet ofa ſouldiers peece muſt be of a juft big- 
nefle with the mouth of the fame, ſo thar falling in 
ſmoothly, it may drive downe, and cloſe vp the mouth 
of the pouder. Some contrary to the lawes of the field 
vie chaine- ſhot, and quarter-ſhot, which is goodin the 
detence ofa breach , to keepe a tortreiſe, or vpon ſhip- 
board: but being daily vied, it will gaule a peece within, 
and pur itin hazard to breake, ſpecially in a long skirmiſh 
when the barrell is hdr. | ; 
Note that atter his peece is very hoate, let the Soul- 
dier if he can, giue ſomewhat a letle charge for feare of 
buriting his peece, vnleſſe he haue good triall thereof. If 
the ſtocke of his peece be crooked, heoughtto placethe 
end iuſt before aboue his lett pappe: it long and ſtraight, 
as the Spamards vie them,then vponthe point of his righr 
ſhoulder, vling a ſtately vprighr pace in diſcharge. 
* Irisnotin vaineto aduertiſe him, that in skitmiſh hee 
muſt hold his peece betwixt his thombe and the ends of 
his fingers, which I accounta ſure meane, betwixt gri- 
ping of the barrell, and laying the ſame onely: vpon his 
foremoſt fingerand thombe, for the oneis ouer dange- 
rous, and the otheraltogether vnſteedy. | 
Tiudgeit likewiſe moſt conuenient for him, to take 
hold of his peece with his left hand in that part of the 
wood ( wherein the barrell lies) there as the peece is of 
moſt equall ballance. Although ſome accuſtome them- 
{clues to hold it iuſt vader the cocke , by ———

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| heſhallbeenforced to change his hand if he charge 6ur 
of a flaske, into the midſt of the peece, to bring downe 
the mouth to his flacke which is great delay and hinde- 
rance in skirmiſh. So ro conclude; he that meanes to be 
accompted a forward and perfe& good (hot, by continu- 
all exerciſe muſt be ſoready, that in all particular points 
rouching h1s peece, pouder, match , bullets, and the vie 
of them, that he neither be to ſecke, nor grow amazed 
in the furious rage of Bellonas fiery skirmiſhes, her fud- 
daine ſurpriſes, and bloedy {laughter of dangerous al- 
faults of cruell battailes, 

The Musket is to be vied in all reſpeRs like vntothe 
Hargabulc, ſaue that in reſpe& he carries a double bul- 
| ket,andis much more weightie. He vſeth a ſtaffe breaſt - 
high, in the oneendapike to pitch inthe ground, andin 
the other an iron forke to reft his peece vpon, and a hoale 
alittle beneath the ſame in the ſtafte : whereunto he doth 
adde a ftring, which tied and wrapped about his wreſt, 
yeelds him commodity to traine his forke or ſtaffe after 
him whilſt he in skirmiſh doth charge his Musket afreſh 
with pouderand bullet. 

Now to ſpeake ſomewhat of a Pike-mans charge, a 
Rw words ſhall ſuffice, becauſe I will not be ouer-tedi- 
ous, Let him earneto tofſe his pike, couch and croſle 
the ſame * to recejue the violent charge of Horſe-men, 
to front the furious ſhocke of foote-men, and beableto 
furniſh our his fight both a farre-off and neere hand : 
Which Notes with the like will be ſufficient, by reaſon 
thac he is forthe moſt part pur to ſtand in a maine and 
fquare-battaile. Both the Hargabulier and Pike-man 
muſt weare a ſhortrapierand a ſmall poinado : for if in 
the middeſt of Encounters and Skitmiſhes , they be dri- 
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uen to vie them, their length is an accafion they cannot * * 


be drawne, vnlefle he abandon his peece or pike, where- 
by he ſhall either looſe his pike, or want his rapier,which 
at the Seraandcloſc is very neceſſarie both for defence 
and offence : contrary to the carelefle cuſtome of ſome, 
whom I haue feene come into the field without rapier or 
dagger, which was an aflured argument, that their heeles 
ſhould be their target, and their thamefull flight their 
ſafety, when their pouder was ſpent, 

Now as theſe careleſſe perſons farre miſle the marke 
with ouer great ſecuritie , ſo ſome bring in a cuſtome of 
too much curiolitic in arming Hargabukiers, for beſides 
a peece, flaske, tutch-box, rapicrand dagger : they loade 
them with a heauie ſhirt of male, and a Burgaaet : ſo that 
by that time they haue marched in the hear of the ſom- 
mer ordcepe of the winter ten or twelue Engliſh-miles, 
they are more apt to reſt, then ready to fight , whereby it 
comes to paſle that either the enterpriſe they go about, 
which requires celerity, ſhall become fruftrate by reaſon 
of the ſtay they make in refreſhing themſelues, or elſe 
they are in dangerto be repulſed for want of luſtineſle, 
breath, and agjlitie. 

Whereforein mine opinion it is not neceſlar'e, that 
this extraordinarie arming of ſhot ſhould be vied, bucin 
ſurpriſes of Townes, Eſcalades, and aſſaults of breaches, 
to defend the Souldiers heads from ſtones,and ſuch ftufte 
as they belicged hane prepared to driue them from their 
enterpriſe: Or elſe in ſame ſpeciall ſet battaile againſt the 

_ cutand thruſt of weapons : which exploits, forthar they 
be not ſoordinary as is the skirmifh, ſo are theſe armes 
nothing ſo am » but rather a burthen more beautt- 


tull then beneficiall, and of greater charge then commo- 
dC 2 _ ditie; 
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 ditie; ſpecially a ſhirt ofmale, whichis very dangerons, 
for ſhot, if a number of thoſe ſmall peeces ſhould bee 
driven into a mans body by a bullet. © 

The furniture due to a Pike-man beſides his pike, ra- 
pierand dagger, conſiſting of a common corleler,hauing 
acoller, curiar, taſes, back-part, poldrowes,wambraſles, 
and burganets for the head, for tha they be ſufhciently 
knowae, becauſe I will not be ouer prolixe_ vpon euery 
particular point, I will onely ſay thus much more touch- 
ing the Pike-man, that he ought to haue his pike at the 
pointand middeſttrimmed wich handſome taſlels, and 
 ahandle, nor ſo much for ornament as to defend the 
Souldiers body from water , which in raiae doth runne 
downealongft the wood. 

Euery Souldier ought to carry his Hargabuſe, Pike or 
Halberd, vpon that ſhoulder and (ide, which is outward 
in ranke, for that {ide which is diſcouercd inward is more 
defended by thegenerall orderxhar is kept, then. any of 
the other. Which order of carrying armes, is not onel 
ready and commodious to vie atall occalions, bur alſo 
doth makea gallant ſhew, anda generall forme of good 
proportion, and true proſpe& : a thing moſt neceſlarie 
for a man of valour to vic in all his doings. 

He ought likewiſe euer to haue good: regard to weare 
his weapon of like length the other Souldiers vie, which 
In marching doth make the rankes to be of one iuſt line, 
and in ſhew of a ſeemely and ſtreight proportion, cauling 
the whole band to carry a brauc and {ingular grace. 

A Souldier onghteuer to retaineand keepe his armes 
in faftie and forth comming, for he is more to be detelted 
thena Coward, that will looſe or play away any part 
thereof, or refulc it for his caſe, or to auoide paines:

Wherefore ſuch a one is to be diſmiſſed with punifh- 


ment, or made ſome abie&t Pioner. Therefore during 

his ſeruiceand after his returne'home, let him till bee 
weddedto his weapons and armour , that when heis cal- 
led vpon againe to ſerue his Prince,he be not enforced to 
furniſh himſelte againe with new Armes , ſometimes 
01d, of little value, and lefle goodneſle: as ſome ſouldiers 
now adates to their great diſcommendation doe vie. A 

cuſtome altogether different from the true exerciſe of 
armes, and varying from the rule of other warlike-nati- 
ons, which make true profeſſion of armes : amongft the 

which the Spaniards and ZuitFers at this day are to bee 

commended ; the one for obſeruingan apr, ſumptious, 

and warlike choiſe therein, and the other for that they 
beare all ſorts of armes with great aduantapge, both in 
length and ſtrength, the which vnro them becomes very 

familiarthrough theabilitie of body they poileile. 

Thoſe Souldiers which cannot endure the toile and 
trauel! ro bzare armes of defence, namely the Pikeman 
and Halberdierare made ſubieX to receiue both blowes 
and death by the hands of rheir eneraies, or through 
their diſaduantage to take a ſhamefull flight,or at the firſt 
encounter to remaine their priſoners. 

1 herefore it is very neceflarie for a Souldier to take 
paines in daily practiſe , & to acquaint himſelte chrough= 
ly in the exerciſe and carriage of armes, whereof hee 
ought to vie praQtile, ſpecially of thoſe that be oftenſiue, 
and in thoſe which ordinarily we are accuitomed to car- 
rie, as theRapier, and Dagger, Pike,.and Halverd and 
luch like, without making open and apparent profeſſion 
of thepraCtiſe thereof, but-ſecrer and ſeuerall trom the 
wide ſ(ght of the world, that afterwards he may put the 

| C 3 ſame. 
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ſame in praiſe to his greater aduantage and commen- 
dation.  - #3 | 

- Finally the Halberdier, who is armed either with bri- 
gandine or corſlet, ought of duty to artend with his hal- 
berd when his turne comes about his Enſigne, in march- 
ing, and ſet ſquares, in the Captaines wr. ab and tent 
forhis guard, and at the entrance of a houſe &c. to be 
the foremoſt perſon to force the paſlage. 

_- Butinaday of battaile the old Komraxe ſhield and a 
ſhort ſharpe-pointed ſword, to execute in a throng of 
men, exceedes the Halberd and browne-bill. 

Beſides the Pikeman which is armed all ouer with a 
corflet, and is to performe his duty in a maine ſquare, 
ſtand, or battaile, to receiue the ſhocke of horſemen , or 
charge of the enemies infantery ; 

There be yet another ſort of ——_— Pikes, which 
onely hane the fore-part of a cor{let, and a head-peece, as 
| is the A/wazneriuet, or good light-iacke, or plate-coate : 
{| theſe ſometimes may be ſent amongſt the forlorne-hope 
{| of Hargabuliers, to defend them from the inuafions of 
Horſe-men. | | 

. But touching ſhot, I would wiſh our Nation, being 
men of ſtrong conftitation of body, to bearea Peece be- 
twixtthe boare of a Caliuer and a Musket, the which 
j| with ſmallvſe they would be able to weeld very well 
| arthearmesend ; which would cary agreat aduantage 
 inskirmiſh : the which like vnto the Hargabuſe, they 
might (as I ſaid before) exerciſe, and with a gallant and 
aflured railing-vp the crooked end of the ftocke, to his 
breaſt, hauing before-hand fitted the coale of his match 
to giue quicke and iuft fire , whereof euer he muſt take 
the certaine meaſure, muſtthen diſcharge amidſt his _ 
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deft tranerſe, to his greateſt aduantage, and to endomage 
his enemies: Which done he muſt firſt fold-vp againe the 
falne matchina ready and conuenient ſort berwixt his 
fingers, hauing both the ends of his match lightaronce, * 
that whilſt the one is ſpent, and inkindling againe, the 0- 
ther may ſerue his turne. 4. 

Beſides theſe forelaid weapons I would not thinke it = 
inconuenient, to haue in a Band certain targets ofproofe 
to march in the front, which were very neceſfarie to de- 
fenda ranke of men in a ſtreight-lane, paſſage, breach or 
other place from the enemies ſhot, they all cloſely and 
in a low order marching vnder the fauonr and ſhade of 
them : as ina skirmilh I ſaw put in praiſe, when Caſiz- 
mire did march with the STAaTtEzs armie vnder Zo- 
waine, 1578. 

The Capraine is to ſet downe by the Generals appoint- 
ment, the ſumme of all their paies, and the difference 
therein, according to euery mans weapon and qualitie. 
But to ſpeake of other dire&tions and militarie obſerua- 
tions; | 

A foot-man that isa Souldier, ought aboueall things 
to be obedientto his Captaine and officers, and neuer a- 
bandon his Eni1gne, nor be abſent from his companie 
without leaue or ſpeciall let. In his march hee oughtto. 
be modeſt, ready in his ranke , obſeruea long diſtance in 
his Laumbaing, and keepe an equall ſtay in his Alta. 

It words of aduertiſement doe paſſe ouer from ranke 
to ranke along the marching band, lethim deliner thoſe 
words plainelyand with diligence, which the Captaine 
glues ouerto be pronounced from mouth to mouth,asto- 
palle Parole appertaines. - | | 

Iftheenemie caule ſodaine Arme,lethis bale en _— | 
and: - 
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F andthis match inthecocke ſhew his ready good-will'ei- 
ther ro receiue repulle, orgine charge. | 
; Iheither tor pleaſure ina muſter, or inany other ſhew 
in ſport orearneſt, his Company be commanded to dif- 
charge certainevolies of [hot, or a Salua, he muſteither 
hold his peece {idelong the rankes, whilſt he doth pre- 
pare the fame, or with the end higher then their heades, 
and diſcharge ouer the toppes ofthe tormoftrankes, for 
feare of hurting his Companions : which rule they ought 
ro obſeruc, and thereunts be conſtrained , vpon paine of 
ſenere puniſhment. | 
If any enterpriſe be madein the night, lethim not on- 
ly keepe his match cloſe from open {hew, or falling 
i but be vigilant and keepe lilence, ro the intent 
that through his negligence and noile their actions be not 
diſconered. 2f 
If he keepe Sentinelh, and haue the watch-word , let 
him giuecare diligently to all rumours, noiſes, and view 
warily all ſuſpe&ed places, tothe intent if he heare any 
trampling, neying of horſes, or approaching enemie 
( which he may the more eaſily heare by making a hole 
' Intheground, and laying his care to the ſame) orthat he 
deth ſcethe twinkling light of: matches, or perceiue any 
other preſumption of the enemie, hee may either by diſ- 
charging his peece, and crying Saint George , arme, arme, 
giue warning to the next Corpes of guard , that the cne- 
miedoth approach, or elſe it his ſuddaine inualion re- 
quire not preſent aduertiſement, he may deferre the re- 
port thereof vntill the comming of the next round, vnto 
whom he muſt from point to point declare what he hath 
ſeeneand heard. 
During the time of his Sentinell, hee ought to keepe 
| _— himſelfe 
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himſelfe very cloſe, wakefull, ſecret, and without noiſe 
or rumour, his match cloſe and ſure from ſeeing, and his 
peeceready charged, loaden with her bullet, and proind 
with cutch-pouder. | 

If the Round or any other Officer come to ſearch to 
watch and-Senrinels,when he doth tirft heare or ſce them 
approach, let him lo ſoone as he dothperceiue them, de- 
maund with aloud voice, 2#ivala ? Who goes there? 
to which when anſ{were is made, Friends, and that they 
draw neerer, then lethim call to them and commaund 
thatall the whole troupe, buc onely one with the watch- 
word, to make preſent ftay , vntill the word be giuen. 
And if atthe ſame inſtant another Round ſhould come 
another way, let him cauſe the one of them to pauſe and 
abide ſtill, vatill he haue receiued the word of the other, 
that thereby he may auoide the inuironing ſnares of for- 
raine or priuie enemies, which might by that meanes ſur- 
priſe him. 

Therefore in this reſpe& let him take great care, eſpe- 
cially before a Towne belieged, or about thecircuit of 4 
Campe, and that he alwaies remember to-receine him 
that giues the word at the end ot his peece or pike, and. 
out ot danger, hauing his match ready in his Cocke, rea- 
dy to giue fire, thereby to reward him with a bullet as an 
encmie, if he give a wrong word, orentertaine him as 4 
friend it he giue theright : tor vader colour of giving the 
word, many Sentinels hauc loſt their lives, and ſudcaine 
ſurpriſes and canuiſados haue beenegiuen. 

If in the night Arme beginen in the Campe, hemuſt 
make repaire immediately with his peece and furniture ts 
his Enligne, where he ſhall be employed as occalion 


doth offer, | 
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| -  -Thathe maybe the more ready at any ſuddaine Arme, 
{| Iyinginatownein Garriſon, and being furried and lodg- 
| edina houſe, heoughtto haue all rhe nighe burningin 
his chamber by kim a candle or lampe, orat the leaſt his 
fire ſo well raked vpas ke may lighta candle at the coales 
witha match of brimſtone, or otherwiſe : that thereby 
hee may the more ſpeedily not onely finde his armes 
(which of purpoſehe oughtto lay readily in an ordina- 
rie place) but alſo be better ableto prepare himſelfe, and 
Kindle his match with all ſpecde. 

Note that a Souldier in Garriſon being furriced in 2 
houſe, is allowed the beſt bed and chamber faue one, 
faire ſheetes, board-clothes, plates, napkins, towels, 
drefling of his meate, ſeruiceat the table, oile, vincger, 
falt, muſtard, candle-light, fire, &c. 
 Whileſta Souldieris in the Campe, he ought neuer to 
lie out-of his clothes , his peece ready charged muſtlye 
by his {ide, his furniture at his girdle, which is his flaske, 
match and tutch-boxe, his rapier very ready , and his 
* poinado likewiſc at his girdle, which if they ſhould be (6 
monſtrous daggers, or ſuch a Cutlers ſhoppe as out 
Engliſh Fencers are accuſtomed to weare, they would be 
both combrous in cariage, and troubleſome to his Com- 
panions , and to himſelfe, eſpecially when they lye'in 
their Cabbins, | 

A Souldier in 'Campe muſt make choiſe of two or 
three or more Camerades, fuch as for experience, fideli- 
tie, and conditions, doe beſt agree with his nature , that 
be tried Souldiers and truftie friends, to the intent that 
like louing brethren, they may fapport one anotherin all 
aduerſe fortune, and ſupply'eachbthers wants, As for 
example, hauing marched all day, and comming at night 
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to the place where they muſt encampe , one of them 
chooſeth out the drieſt and warmeſt plot of ground he 
can get in the quarter, which 1s appointed to his band tor 
lodging place, doth keepe all their Clakes, Armes , and 
Baggage, whileſt another makes prouiſion with one of | 
their boies, in ſome adioyning village ( if timeand ſafety - 
trom the enemie doth permit) for long ſtraw , bothto 
couer their cabbin, and make their bed of : during the 
time that an other with a little hatchet ( which with a le- 
ther bottle for drinke, a little kettle.to ſeeth meate in, and 
a bagge of (alt, which are to be borne of the boyes a- 
monegſt other Baggage, and are meſt neceſſarie things for 
encamping ) doth cut downe forked bowes and long 
poales to trameand reare vp their cabbin withall, and 
prouidetimber, or firewood, if it be in winter, or when. 
need requires, whilft anocher doth vilite vniandiers and 
victualers (if any follow the campe) for bread, drinke, 
and other cates, if otherwiſe they be not prouided by 
forrage or picorec, and makes a hole in the earth, where» 
in hauing madea hre, ſtroken two forked ſtakes at either - 
fide, and hanged his kettle to ſeath vpon a cudgell of 
wood vpon the ſame, or that for roſt-meate hee makesa 
ſpit, wodden ganberds, &c. And whilſt thus eucry one 
is occupied about their neceſlarie occaſions ar one initant, 
they may in due time make prouilion for all their wants, 
and by meanes of this league of amitie amongſt them, 
enioy a ſufficienttime to reft their wearied bodies, which 
otherwiſe would be hard to be done. | | 

Therefore indge it very requiſite that the wholenum- 
ber vnder the charge ofa Deſnier or cheite of a chamber, 
ſhould linke themſclues togetherin perfe& friend{hippe, - 
andaſiyellin skirmiſh and fightaide one another, as _ all 
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other a&Qions, by which invincible knotthey fhonld re- 
ceive wonderfull commoditie. — 51199 G1 
It imports much that a Souldier ſhould be tratable, 
for a man cannot imaginea thing either more ingenuous 
or better, then due and conuenient ciuility. Therefore 
let him accuſtome himſelfe rather to be of a Saturnine 
and ſeuere condition then a common Skofter, and an 
orvinarie make-ſport, that he may continue in friendfhip 


with his companions, and continually remaine in thetr 


amitie. 
| Moreouer, he is much to be commended, which aptly 
with facilitie and great dexterity can be conuerſant with 
eucry one : wherein if a man doe nor with preat iudge- 
ment very circumſpe&aly gouerne himſelfe, hee ſhall tor 
the moſt part incurre the euill will of thoſe in whoſe 
companic hee remaines. The which dealing is of great 
importance, aſiyell forthe intereſt of his lite, and proper 
honour and credite , by which meanes the oneand the 0- 
ther doth hang in ballance, as alſo for thathe cannor, be- 
ing drawneaway with debates, apply himſelfe diligently 
to follow the warres and feruice ot his Captaine : the 
which ought to be his chiefeſt obie& and end. For diſ- 
cord amongſt men of this Honourable profeſhon, doth 
haſten, and occaſion very much the deliouftion of their - 
well doing; and altogether hinder whatſocuertheyrake 
in hand, by reaſon of the ſuſpicions, diſcordes, deſpite, 
and other reſpe&ts which of necefliticare commonly ac- 
cuſtomed to grow and enſue. 2 KO" 220 
-  Beſlides,hemuſt be ſo moderate in fpeading his wages, 
that he be not.conftrained beforethe midit of his pay; et- 
ther to follow the ſpoile, or borrow of orhers : whereof 
 fpringethanaughtierepuration and agreatdiſcredir:tyer 


not 
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notwithſtanding hemuſt not ſuffer himſelfe tobe noted 
for acouctous perſon, oras ſome lay, theenemie of him- 
ſelfe: thatis, by ſparing nigardly , .to finde a great want 
and extremitie in neceſ{arie things appertaining to his ap- 
patelland victuals, whoſe expences ought cheify to bein 
galant Armorand furniture, : | 

Notethat the pay and wages which he receiues of his 
Captaine and Treaſurer, muſt not beraken or thoughtto 
ſerue or ſupply forany other vſe , but to ſuſtaine lite with 
vicuals, keepe him apparelled, and maintaine his armes, 
Therefore oughtitto be gouerned diſcreetly and order- 
ly at all rimes, in what place ſocuer he ſhall remaine, ei- 
ther inthe campe, ciuill cities, or in his properhouſe, as, 
wellto keepe himſelte inhealth, as cheifly ro make appa-, 
rantto his Captaine the noble motion of his minde : $0 
that pricked forward by this ſpurre of honour, and not. 
for any other extraordinarie and baſe occaſion, a-good 
ſouldier is continually conſtrainedto win credite,.deſpi- 
ſing all other dealing which ariſeth from hope of com- 
modity and greedy gaine, the way to make a manefteem=- 
edto carrie a baſe minde, and almoſt nor diſagreeing 
from brate breafts withour reaſon. For. theſe priuare 
Souldiers which ſeeke by ſuch meanes as be extraordina- 
ric, to aduance themſelues aboue theirproper pay, with» 
out doubr giue an cuill preſage ofthemſelues,and ſo cuill 
. thatirſhonld be better for them to apply their time in 
ſome otherſort, as about merchandiſe-and other occu- 
parions, rather then follow the. honourable exerciſe of 
Armes, which is altogether grounded: vpon' a noble 
minde; valiant courage, and extreametraueltof body. ': 

He mult diſpoſe himfelfe to be very: diligent in-what 
excrciſe or enterprife ſocuer he ſhall-be pur vato', as.to 
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make Sentinel! : wherein it is conuenient , as I hane 
touched before, that he be very vigilant when iris his 
lot to be commanded thereunts , that in doing the con- 
traric, there ſucceed nota moſt rigorous chaftiſement by 
leauing his body dead behind him, as it may very well 
fallout, andto whom it may be ſaid, I left himas I found 
him, ſince {leepe is the image of death. 

A good Souldier ought continually to accompany the 
Enfigne, and haue ſpeciall regard, that the ſame fall not 
in danger of ſurpriſing by the enemie, and that he endea- 
uour himſclfe by all meanes withoutany reſpe& of dan- 
ger to preſerue and recouer the ſame: for the loſle there- 
of isa perpetuall ſhame to the whole band. And there- 
fore he oughtar no time to abandon the ſame for any oc- 
ca({ion, but lodge himſelfe ſo neere it as he can, to the in- 
tent that amongſt the reſt, if it be poſhble, he may be one 
of the firſt at all rumours ofarmes,and ſodaine alarums, 
aſwell by day as night. And being armed with the wea- 
pon he caries, hauing condutted his Enligne to the place 


appointed, by the head Officers, he may in the ſight of 


his Captaine (ſhewing a moderate forwardnefle and de- 
fire ) breed an opinion of his courageand valor : ſo that 
when occafion doth offer , his Captaine amongfſtthereſt 
. may makeſpeciall choiſe of him. 

He muft for no occafion abſent himſelfe, or go to any 
far diftant place aboutany enterpriſe or booty of picarce, 
without the expreſle licence of his Captaine : for he that 
15 once becomea Souldier is now no morc his own man, 
buthis vnder whoſe gouernment he is paide : who de- 
firing to ſerue his turne when occaſions be miniftred in 
tine of warres, not hauing his valiant and beſt Souldiers 
preatand ready abouthim , ſhall not onely be made 


fruſtrage 
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fraftrate of that he would performe, bur ſometimes allo |} 
ſuffer and ſuftaine damage, and onely in reſpe& ofthoſe 
which be abſent abroad at their owne pleaſure, contrary 
to the conſent and knowledge of the Captaine. | 
He ought ſufficiently to cate, reft and fleepe, whileſt 
time doth permit, to the end he be not called for vnpro- 
uided, and that he may the more readily performe all en= 
terpriſes needfull, without any diſcommodity or wantof 
abilitie, which commonly doe fall out valooked for, and 
vpon the ſodaine, for in ordinary and accuſtomed en- 
terpriles, it isan ca(ie thing to finde cuery ſouldier prout- 
ded, bnt in ſodaine ſurpriſes not. Beſides, I thinke it ap- 
pertaines and is proper to a good Souldier, to follow the 
warres ſo longas hepoflibly can, forthe increaſe of his 
experience. But being conftrained to returne into his 
Countrey, or intoany Citie, fortrefſe or other place of 
defence, by reaſon of ſome truce, ſeconded by peace, or 
through any other accident, which doth conſtraine him 
to abandon the watres : then it is neceſlary he fall ro ex- 
erciſe that Art, wherein he chiefly hath been brought vp, 
either in merchandiſe, handicraft, or huſbandrie, or<lſe 
whatſocuer, thereby to ſupply his neceffities, ro exerciſe 
his body, and to liue honeſtly : and by that meanes flie 
idleneſle, a thing moſt incident to youth : who being al- 
togetherignorantin treading the fteppes of a ſtaied life 
(through the ſmall experience hee hath of the world, 
which by tra& of time is obtained , and by long pra&le, 
ſpecially in the exerciſe of armes ) perſwades himſelte be 
thall winne credit and commodity through the meancs 
of infolentaRions, whichaltogether ought to be abbot- 
red : through raſh and prodigall brauerie, which often- 
umes torments .innocent Families and poore Parents _ 
| and. 
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and through galant garments and ſumptuons attire, 
whereby they grow Bankerout : ſo thar they are brought 
| intime(being incangled in thoſe ſivcete traps ſaueſt and 
ſharpe ſhowers ) to runne headlong into a thouſand and 
moſt miſerable raines. Therefore good Souldiers ought 
ſpecially to endzauour themſelues by ſome commenda- 
ble induftrie to gaine the good grace of valorous and va- 
liant Captaines, and mightie Princes, the true Poſſcflors 
and fathers of warre, through whole authoritie and com- 
mendation they may be preferred : for the faith and af- 
ſured credit ofall warlike and worthy Souldiers doth de- 
pend vpon men of valour, and not of weake authoritie, 
ſmall valor, and great abuſe of the ignorant and com- 
mon-people, called the beaſt with many heades. T here- 
fore ler them eucrobſerue the honor of the good and ver- 
tuous : for (ince thatin time of warres cuery ſouldier of 
good conditions doth ſharpen his wit, and willingly ad- 
venture his life, not reſpe&ing toyles or trauell, expences 
or danger, but dorh imploy his induftrie to preferre his 
Princes profite, by great reaſon intime of peace he ought 
to be aduanced and maintained by them : and much the 
more for himſclte, is to vie all his indeauour to compalle 
his owne commoditie, and thereby make maniteſt his 
proper vertue, the which doth nor conliſt in outward ap- 
pearance of valour and diſcretion : but in the true ation 
thereof; agreeable to his honourable profeſhon, 

A ſouldier muſt apparell himſelfe in the warres with 
cloth of freſh colour , profitable and commodious : a- 
mongſtrhe reſt, red, murry , tauny and ſcarlet makes a 
galanr ſhew in the held, which he muſt weare to honour 
the militarie profefhon, and for his moſt fir and apt 
— —— 
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bers, as doth our great bumbaſted and bolſtered hoſe, 
which not many yceres {ince hath'beene vſed : but in 
ſteed of them a ſtraite brabantie and gaſcaine is to bee 
worne, together with a cloſe callocke, which may ſhield 
both bis flaske, tutch-box, his match and peece from 

raineif need be, whereby he may be ready to execute a- 
ny enterpriſc he is commanded to performe, and that of 
neceffitic he ought to doe : and ſoarme himſelfe in other 
 reſpetts, thar he may readily doe any ſceruice hee is af- 
{igned vnto. ' 

He muſt be willing to put in proofe all things comman- 
ded, without making reply, or denying any one thing, or 
deterring the matter from one time to another, either for 
feare of ſpoiling or ſpotting his apparel! in foule-way, or 
foule-weather, or tharhe ſhall nor be able to inioy com- 
modious lodging, ſtore of viftuals, and ſuch other re- 
- not to be efteemed of, but worthy great reprehen- 
ton. Therefore itis requiſite he praRiſe himſelfe firſt of 
all ro be a perfe& priuate Souldier, before he be drawne 
to thedelire of bearing office, which were to ſet the carr 
before the horſes, and worke by contraries : for firſt wee 
mult learne to obey, and then it is lawfull to gouernes 
But itis no new thing, nor to be maruelled at, that ſome 
men are accuſtomed to obtaine charges by vnlawfulland 
indirect meanes, I will not ſay, that they vie them accor- 
dingly. Therefore to merite a charge, itis alwaies farre 
more excel[entand more conuenient to winnethem by 
deſert, then to enter theteintoby intruſion: for thoſe that 
doc not begge them doe feele in themſelues their proper 
ſuthciencie : where contrariewiſe they are a heaute bur- 
thento thoſe that know them not, although with great 
inftance they have procuredand ſoughtfor them. Which 
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want and vawarie dealing in this our age, peraduenture 
proccedes of the {mall neede the world ſeemes to haue 
of good Souldiers at this day, and of the little experi- 
ence moſt men in our time haue of the Art of warre or 
at leaſtwiſe wur Superiours are blinded with the {weete 
baites of couctouſneſle, cheife cauſe of ſuch eleftions. 
. Yer this notwithſtanding we ought to retaine with all re- 
uerence, the honour and credite due to an expert and 
good Souldier, who with diligence being ſought forand 
{ele&ed, as neereas is pofhble, ought to have the moſt 
choſen charges, and expeditions giuen to their gouern- 
ment. Tothe end thoſe affaires may fall out happily , to 
the honour of their Nation and profit of their Prince. 
Whilſt hedoth follow the warres,or is in Campe: lethim 
carrie as little baggage with him as is poſſible,that he may 
be the more nimble and light of body , ſpeedy in his 
_ or marching, and the more apt for all enter- 
riſes. 
: During the warres{ or elſenot)) he ought to wearein 
ſome conuenient place of his garments, that is moſt ap- 
parant to the view of the band, a token, red croſle, or 
ſcarfe, whereby in skirmilhes and other attempts he is ro 
be knowne of what part he is ( the Emperials vſe ared 
ſcarfe, Engliſhmen Saint Georges Croſſe , the French the 
Whitc-croſ/e, &c.) or ſuch a {igne as the Generall of the 
field ſhall make choiſe of, which he ought to do willing- 
ly, thereby toremoue ſuſpition out of the minde ot his 
Captaine and Cheifteines, that they need not to ſtand in 
doubr of him..: and for divers other worthy reſpe&s, 
ſincethatby theſe and like maniteſt meanes, the Souldier 
ſhewes inward faith and loialty ro the Officers and Cap- 
taines which gouerne, But if otherwiſe they carrie the 


ſaid 


faid token and marke looſe at their necke, breaſt, armes, 
or any other place, it giues matter and occaſion of doubr 
touching their fidelitie : ſpecially being but newly enter- 
tained, {incethat being not made faſt, they may cally 
caſt away or hidethe ſame in time of perill or doubttull 
fight : Which ſuſpition ought diligently to be remoued 
by him which carrieth an entire delire and full intentto 
deale truely and lojally. 

He ought likewiſe to beware, vnder paine of great pu- 
niſhmentr, for running from one campe to another, tor 
what occaſion ſocuer ſhall vrge himto it, but is bound 
to ſerue that partie with which hee doth firſt place him- 
felfe,euen vnrill the end of the wars. 

I haue ſeene it likewiſe not law:ull, that a Captaine 
ſhould receiue into his ſeruice a Souldier thatis departed 
from another Captaine of the ſame faQion, and this was 
obſerued, to theend that Souldiers ſhould be kept obe- 
dient and ſtedfaſt vnder their Enligne , where firſt they 
haue placed themſelues. Prouided alwaies, that their 
Capraines intreat them honeſtly and well , which is tobe 
decided by the Marſhall of the field. Neuertheleſle, {o 
often as a Souldier is forced of necefhitie to leaue the 
warres, he ought not to depart out of his ſeruice, but by 
the ſpeciall licence of his Captaine, accompanied with 
an autentike paſport of his good ſeruice, ſo ſhall he ſhun 
many confulzons whichare great occalions of ſcandals 
and infinitetroubles, by meanes whereof he may freely 
make relation ofthe good ſeruice he hath done,and bold- 
ly ſhew himſelfe before any mans face. 

Heought to take ſpeciall care, thar he be not the be- 
ginnerand occafion of any diſcords and mutinies, nei- 


ther conſent thereunto , what reaſon ſocuer ſhould lead 
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him therennto, fince that ſuch peruerſeproceeding doth 

not agree with the worthy , noble, and famous Art of 

warre, which is a dangerous diſcredice to ſuch maleta- 

Qors, and forthe moſt part without any recouery doth 

procure the generall ruine of many valiant Captaines 

and mighty armies. And therefore Ruthans and co.1- 
mon Hackers that liue idle in the {treetes at home, and 
follow the wars onely for ſpoile , are moſt vnfit to make 
. Souldiers, forexperience makes manifeſt, that they are 
the onely cauſe of mutinies, ſo that one ſuch is able to 
corruptand diforder a whole band. Whereforea good 

Souldier -ughtrather to apply himſelte to ſufferthings 

impoſſible, then commit ſo great an error, for by the one 

great honourand praiſe thall redound vnto him, and by 

the other vile athelha!l gaine manifeſt blameand atlur- 

ed death : for ſuch no:ableerrors, without any remiſſion, 

orany pitie (as inpart I haue before touched, and here- 

afterin the marſhail lawes ſhail ſer downe) are ſcucrely 
tobe chaſtiſed. 

When the Companie doth diſband, and cuery ſouldier 
isto go to his lodging or cabbin, ir is very requiſite hee 
ſtay vntill ſuch time as he ſee the Enligne lapt vp and 
lodged, to theinrent, if he be of the gard abour the ſame, 
that nigh: he mayattend to doe his dutie, otherwiſe hee 
may lawtully depart, and thereby ſhunne the {hametull 
name of aſtubborne, licentious and diſobedient perſon. 
He muſt learne to-vnderitand the aſſured found of the 
dramme, thereby to know alwaies whereunto he is ap» 
pointed, and whatthing is to be doneand obeied, which 
of duty is accuſtomed to bedone, fincethat with this in- 
ſtrument Souldiersare giuen to vnderftand , doring the 
watres, what things be neceſlarie to. be executed : One 

| | | thing 
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thing beſides is moſt neceſlarie for a Souldier, which is, 
that helearnepertitly to ſwimme, both for that waters 
cannot alwaies be paſſed with wading, neither at all times 
boates and bridges can be conueied with the campe, by 
reaſon of naughtie paſſages, as alſo in diuers enterpriſes 
aan is both more ſafeand more bold, knowing what 
he can doe: whereof young Shelley made a moſt famous 
proofe, who at the victualing of XMidleborow, when their 
nauie was afaulted by the Flnfhinoers , haning all his 
companieſlaine, ſwam a ſhore with his armes, being the 
laſt man leftaliue a thipbord : and as the Spaniards arthe 
pailage of rhearme of the ſea, when they went to beliege 
Siricke-ſea, Belides the notable attempr made at the 
great river of Alba in Saxornie,the yeere 1547. where the 
Imperialiſts had ſo famousa vidorie. 

Now therefore let no man perſwade himſe!fe, that the 
ſeucrall and particular experience which belongs toa per- 
fe& good Souldier, can be perfely and duely obtained 
by any other way, butby a continuall dzlighr, exerciſe, 
and obſeruation. For no man doth bring any worketo 
perfection, whereof he hath notthe Art: euery Arcdoth 
ſpring of experience and knowledge, and knowledge 

oth ariſe by meanes of ſtudie and continuall praRiſe, 
Military profefhon being then more =o and aboue 
all other Arts, conſequently it is neceſfarie wee vſe inthe 
ſame greater ſtudie, and more continuall exerciſe then is 
to be vied in any other Arr : for ſo much as itisa moſt 
auncient and prudent ſentence : All arts doe confift in 
exerciſe : and therefore continually at idle times it is ve- 
ry fit and neceffarie fora ſouldier, to pratiſeand exerciſe 
himſelte amongſt his Companions inthe'campe, in run- 
ning, leaping, throwingthe barre, 'or ſuch like, tomake 
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him aQtue, and to auoide ſuch idle paſtimes as Soul- 
diers commonly now adaies vie, contrarie toall good 
order. | 
Beſides which, as I haue partly touched before, cuery 
priuate Souldier ought not onely to be well able to vie 
the weapon hee ſerueth withall, bur alſo ſuddainely to 
 vnderſtandall commandements ofhis Gouernors, whe- 
therit be by voiceor ſound of drumme ox otherwiſe,and 
to know how to maintaine himſelfe in order without 
breaking aray, not onely marching , but alſo turning ina 
troupe or retiring. For that Souldier which knoweth his 
dutic how to behaue himſelfe in the campe, in watch, 
ſcout &c. and likewiſe in marching , turning, retiring, 
and fighting or skirmiſhing to obſerue the order pre- 
ſcribed by his Captaiue, may be called a trained and old 
Souldier : Whereot it hebe ignorant, although he haue 
beenetwentie yeares in the warres,he is not to be eſtcem- 
eda Souldier. But in theſe exerciſes the Sergeants and 
Officers.are daily and duely to inſtru gencrally and 
priuately each ſouldier, which Officers ought of necelh- 
ty to haue knowledge in reading, that both what is writ- 
ten before, and ſhall bewritten after in this baoke, ſpeci- 
ally touching the Marſhall lawes of the fielde , they may 
eucrread asa Lecture to their ſouldiers , being in corps de 
£erd , Orat other fitand conuenient times. For theſe be 
things ſo neceſlarieto be knowne and obſerued, thar it 
doth both import very much that each ſouldier ſhould 
hauethem by heart, and ifit were poſſible , ſowed vpon 
their garments to be a perpetuall glaſſe to looke into, 
whereby they might guideall their ai6ns, that thereby 
they might ſee what they ought to ſhunne for feare of 
puniſhment, and what toimbraceto increaſe credit. & | 
0 
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To knit vp this our firſt diſcourſe, he that findes him- 
ſelfe ſufficient and well inclined to exerciſe this molt ex- 
cellent profcfion, ought with all modeſt hamilitie , and 
good intention, frame himſelte to a perfect obedience, 
aſwellto oblerue order, a thing ſo conuenientand neceſ- 
frie in this exeaciſe, as alſo to execute that which ſhall 
be commanded him by his Captaine. 

Before a Souldier binde himſelfe to ſerue ina band, he 
ought aduiſedly to conſider, and expreſly to perſwade 
himſelfe, that vnder an expert, valorous, and worthy 
Captaine, ſeldome or neuer our trauaile in-well doing is 
forgorren or loſt : when as the contrarie doth chance vn- 
der thoſe that be vaine, vicious, and of ſmall experience, 
who through want of perfetion and prattiſe, doe not 
know the merit of the valiant and valorous as of a good 
Souldier : ſo that conſequently they neglect all toile and 
trauell done in any honourable enterpriſe. Therefors 
it behouesa Souldier to makea good choile at the firſt, 
for after whatſocuer he be, he muſt ſtill obey him : and 
likewiſe alwaies haue reſpe&, and carrie a reverence to 
the iuſtice of Marſhall law, and the Miniſters of the ſame, 
though they be of baſe condition, ſince both by the law 
of Nature and Nations, they oughtto be obeyed and ob- 
ſerued, and particularly knowne, and had in memory of 
euery priuate ſouldier :' for thereby both horſemen and 
footemen are kept in perfe& order. | 

But aboue all things a ſouldier ought not to forget his 
dutie and deuotion towards the goodnelle of our Lord 
God, and our ſacred Chriſtian religion, by which the true 
gift. of vertue, valourand fortitude, and all good things 
beſide, we moſt certainely receiue, and areaſlured toar- 
taine whilſt our determinations be lawtfull and honeſt. 
| And 


And for that a ſouldier being ſybie&to athouſand daily 
dangers,it behoues him continually to liuc as he dare die, 
and oftentimes to reconcile himſelfe to God by confe 
ſion of his finnes, and receiue the benefit of the moſt 
bleſſed Sacrament. EY 

1 haue beene ſomewhat more copious in this firſt 
diſcourſe rouching a ſouldier, then perchance I meane to 
bein any of thereſt, by reaſon this is the firſt teppe and 
degreea man ought to ſet his feete vpon,before þe mount 
the throne of perfe& gouernment in Marſhall affaires: 
forif a ſouldier can obtaine tried experience in this firſt 
point, he may with moreeaſe aſcend theother, fincethis 
3s onely the ground-worke of all the reſt.

The Office which appertaines to aCorporall, Cape de 
Squaare, Diſnier, or chiefe of Chamber, 


T is not to bedoubted, but that all notable errors de» 
pend onely of idleneſſe, and thatall worthy and com- 
mendable acts fpring of vigilant warineſle. "Therefore a 
Corporall, Cape de Squadre, Diſnier, or chiefe of Chame 
ber, orhow youliſtto terme them, ought to be no lefle 
prudent and carefull ouerthe gouernment of his people, 
thena fatherin ruling of his family : and as euery parent 
doth paſſcin age his children, cuen ſo a Corporallthould 
be ſuch, that he may exceede any fouldicr, it not by ex- 
perienceand yeeres, at leaſtwiſe withdiligence and ſharp 
neſie of wit. Through which endeauour and exerciſe, 
ioyned with a feryent deſire and delight, to attaine to —_ 
_ perfix 
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perfittip of this honourable profeſhon , he ſhall eucry 
day become more capeable , and of greater experience: 
wherefore I would as neereas is polhble, not onely haue 
him expreſly acquainted with the aduertiſements and 
Martiall lawes following, bur alſo indued with the beft 
of tho!e conditions which I haue ſer out in my former 
diſcourle of a priuate Souldier, fince that to mount vp 
to this ſecond degree, itis very neceflary and requiſite, 
that he haue madc longabode in the praiſe and expe- 
rienceinthe firſt t:p of ſeruice appertaining toa priuate 
Souldier. The Captaine muſt ſeie&t and chooſe toare of 
the moſt skilfull Souidicrs , which be honeſt, loyall, and 

rfe& religious Chriſtians, out of cuery Hu: dreth in 
bis band : whereof ewo are to haue charge of the ſhot, 
the other two of the pikes, cuery one guiding 24.4 piece, 
the which oughtall of them to be lodged together, and 
the Corporall himſelfe in the middeft of his charge, wher- 
by when any ſecret ſcruice is to be done, they may call 
and aflemble by the appointment ot the Superiour oth- 
cers, their whole ſquadron, or what lefle numberelle, 
without the ſound of any drumme. 

Now then a Corporall with his ſquadron of 25. or 
more, according to the diſcretion of the Captaine, lodg- 
ing together with his company, mult prouide generally 
forali thcirreaſonable wants of wages, match , pouder, 
and other munition, and muſt inftrut them how to han- 
dle their weapons. He muſt likewiſe remember perfe&t- 
ly how eucry one is armed and furniſhed when he receiu- 
ech themin charge, and to ſee that no part thereof be 
ſpoiled but preferucd neat and trimme : and aboue all 
things to looke well to the behauiour of his companie, 
not (uffering them to vie vnlawtull and prohibited gam- 

F Ing, 
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\ ing, neither ro giue themſelues to drinking and ſurfering, 
bur to ſpare of their pay to furniſh themſelues brauely 
and ſurely againſtche enemie,wherein he ought to vſe his 
chiefe indeauour. Andit it happen that any tauit is com- 
mitted, his part is not violently to punith the Souldier 
himſclte, as hereafter is touched : but to make it knowne 
to his Captaine, who muſt not neither, as ſomeralhly do, 
reuenge himſclte, bur communicate the ſame with the 
Marſhall or his Prouoft , who onely have vnder the Ge- 
nerall authoritie to puniſh : and this due courſe of iuftice 
ſhall be more terrible to the Souldier, and breed leſle 
euill-will in them to the Captaine and Officers : general- 
ly in theſe reſpe&s,the Corporall muſt rouching the fore- 
[iid cauſes or ſuch like, or it any Souldier be ſicke , hurr, 
or abſent, by way of impriſonment or death, immediate- 
ly make report thereof, finding any thing worthy rela- 
tion, and ſpare no man, but deliver over the truth to the 
Sergeant, the Sergeant from him , or together with the 
Corporall tothe Lieutenant; and he or they all iointly to 
the Captaine, who is to take order in the cauſe. T hus 
ſhall dignitie of Ofhcers be maintained, and Officers 
and faulrs redrefled, to the great example of the euill,and 
comfort of the good. But ſomewhat more amply to ſer 
downethe forelaid reſpets together with certaine orher 
aduerriſements. A Corporall muſt alwaies fore-ſee and 
examine, that the ſouldiers of his Squadron keepe their 
armes in order, cleane and intire : and the Hargabuliers 
ſtored with match, bullers and pouder, and ſuch like ne- 
ceflaries: a thing worthy to be noted and obſerued in 
this profeſſion : the which makes thew that the ſame is 
of a good ſouldier not onely vicd intime of warre, but 
inall othertimes and places, being a knowne difference 
betwixt 
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betwixt the legitimate, and leud Profeſſors of armes. He 
ought of neceſlity ſtillro inſtru and exhort them , that 
they liue together friendly, without diſcord : that they be 
modeſt and ſparing in their vituals, profitable in their 
appare)l, and that generally they doe ſhun ſwearing, and 
blaſpeming vpoh greeuous puniſhment, by-which a& of 
blaſpheming and {wearing by the boly name of the (a- 
cred Trinitie, they cemmit greater villany and offence 
before God , then if before the world they did commit 
moſt wicked a&s, or infinite errors. Likewiſe let him 
prohibite. all vnlawfull games , for the performance 
whereof he oughtto proceede with as great dexteritie * 
and curteſie as he can, that alway in matters of impor- 
tance, he may haue that due obedience which is required, 
and not through crueltie gaine the hate and euill-will of 
thoſe perſons, which in many other things belide are to 
obey him: tor to chaſtiſe them, lies neither in his power, 
neither in the arbitriment of other Officers, although 
they be of degrees higher then he, but doth iuſtly appere 
taine tothe Office of the Maſter of the Campe, and Mar- 
ſhall of the field. The which point is to be noted and 
obſcrued, tothe diſcredite of ſome Captaines , which at 
this day delight to imbrew their murthering hands in the 
bloud of ſouldiers, and men perchance of honeſt beha- 
uiour, being moued thereunto through ſome hatred,toy, 
or beaftly paſhon. 

Therefore he muſtalwaics be mindfull to obſcrue this 
honourable rule of divers good and diſcreet Othcers, 
who ſometimes doe ouer-ſce and winke ar light faults, 
and proceed with a-certaine modeſtie and lenitie, al- 
though in matters of greater inſolencie, with ſcueritie. 

Notwithftanding theſer and ſach like authorities, the

- Corporall ought to be no kfle obedicne to-euery leaft 
point of the Marſhall lawes: and in rankeandaray;' orin 
other places where thoſe of greater gouernment be, he 
rr and obſerue the part and dutie ot a priuzte 
euldicr,and retaine like order and obedience : for where 
our betters be, the lefle giue place. 
But when alone with his ſquadron heis cenduted ro 
the place where he is to make watch and ward : then muſt 
herake vpon himhis office, and make prouilion of wood 


' . ercokes, that he may alwaies haue hre burning in his. 


corps of gard, aiwell in the day as in the night, andx- 
wellinthe ſummer as in the winter : without which hee 
oupht neuer to keepe watch, becauſeit is amolſtneceſla- 
ric munition for the Hargabuſiers, to light their match 
withall, and for other ncedfull reſpe&s. Likewiſe hee 
muſt prouide for oyle, for candles for the nighttime, for 
lant-hornes and ſuch like at the Sergeant Maiors hands, 
or of ſome others, whe haue charge ro prouide for thoſe 
things, and are accuſtomed to diſtributethe ſame. If hee 
keepe his corps de gard inan open-and plaineplace or 0+ 
therwiſe : he mult conforme rhe company of his ſqua- 
gdron, according to the order appointed by his betters: 
and with the moſt ſpeedy and artificiall manner that he 
can, muſt armeand tortihtie with ditches, trenches, and 
fentinels, the place where he muſt make his abode with 
this his ſmall band and troupe of ſouldiers, the better to 
xeſiſt the enemics furie, or any ſurpriſe he mighraſffaulr 
him withall, conlidering that ſometimes, yea and thar ve- 
xy often, being ſet vpen, the Sentinels and corps de gard 
be repulſed and haue their throates curt,to the greatdiitur- 
bance and vniuerſall domage of the whole 'Campe. He 
muit ordaine his watch inſucha place, thatin the fame - 
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all rmes he may remaine waric and vigilant, placing 
himfelic in the moſt-high and eminent Kate of -all che 
corps de gard , to the intent that hee may know and 
diſcernc- in due time cuery particular accident that ſhall 
happen or ſucceede : and thereof immediately aduer- 
tife his Captaine of all, that he may prouide remedy 
with ſpeed, accordingas the caſe requires warily and lc- 
cretly, cuen arthecloling of the night, vatill-the bright 
ſpring of the Diana, and faire day-hight: he muſt ordaine 
and place Scntinels, and often ſearch and viiite them, 
with theaide of rwo of the Captaines Gentlemen of his 
company,.called of the 1taliars Lan7e Spezzate,or might 
_ betcarmed'moreaptly, extraordinaric Lienenants , that 
he may alwaics remaine vigilant and aſſured, tothe intent 
ke be not aſſailed vnprouided, to his great domage, and 
before he.can giue warning of the enemie to the campe, 
which doth reſt and lie in faferiein that quarter where he 
3s, vnder his charge, care, and diligence. In ſuck caſes he 
ought therefore to imploy the beſt men he hath, thathee 
neucr reft deceiued in a matter of ſo great importance, 
fince tharof thoſe which be but meane Souldiers, or as [ 
may well tearme them, negligent perſons, nothing elle 
is to be looked for at their hands , ba error, loſle;, and 
danger. | 
Morcouerhe muſt atthe leaſt-cauſe the third part of 
his ſquadron toremaine and ſtand continually armedar 
all points, both night and day, conſiſting of greater or 
tefle quantity of people, according as the ſuſpition doth 
argue the neede of them to be ſmall or great : the Har- 
Yabulters hauing their flaskes and furniture tied to their 
= and their peeces ready charged, that vpon aſud- 
e they may contend by skirmiſh, accordingrto need- 
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full occaſign, and readily reſiſt the enemie without lacks 
ing oranty remiſſion of rime, vatill all the ſquadronbe

' Hemuſt bexery circumſpeR, that the reſt of the foul 
diers, weapons, and principally his owne, be laid vpand 
placedin ſuchorder, one kinde being diuided fromano- 
ther, thatin one inſtant they may be ſpecdily and readily 
armed : the which he-muſt daily putin praRiſc,and inure 
them withall, by. fained.alarmes, by ſpeciall commande- 
ment and of ſet purpoſe, which be moſt neceflarie tobe 
praRiſed before hand for diuers honourable and impor-

- Therefarelet him haue and carie a continuall care, that 
theirarmes neuer remaine in any confuſed 'order, the 
which ii he ſhould, ſuffer, he ſhould find no doubtto be 
a great,want : but che ſame may bepreuented, and-made 
ealie, by accommodatingthe Hargabuficrs in rancke one 
by one, ypona boord er banke : the Pikes and Corſlets, 
in orderreared and hanged vpon ſome wall or other apt 
placeinthe corps de gard,and vpon each particular wea- 
pon and peece, cucry-ſouldicr {houldhaue aproperand 
ſpeciall marke before hand made whereby to know the 
ſame. He oughtdaily to inftru& his ſquadron euery one 
apart, how to handle the weapon wherewith they lerue: 
the Hargabukier to charge and diſcharge nimbly , the 
Pikemante tofle his pike with great dextericie. | © 
Sentinels ought with great reaſon to beplacedabour 
the corps of gard, to the intent. the ſame may be defen- 
ded and kept with more ſafety and ſecuritic. Hee him- 
ſelfeat the cloſing of the night , muſt place the firftSer> . 
tinel], and ſo conſequently thereft , infirufting them ar- 
derly what mannerthey haue ta. obſerue, and how _ 
ought 
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onght to gouerne themſelues in ſuch accidents as might 
inſue : whoare to remaine in Sentinell in winter and cold 
weather, but one houre, or two at the moſt : butin ſom. 
mer, two or three houres before they be changed : for 
which reſpe&,that euery one may be taxed with #quity, 
let him firit make a juſt diuilion of his number; according 
ro the number of the houres in thenight , and following 
that proportion, let him ſeethe ſame performed, with- 
out tauouring or emitting any, the which hee may rhe 
more cettainely performe, if the names of his Souldiers 
be written in aroll, and when the houre glafſe hath runne 
their time { which is neceſlarie for him to haue in his 
corps degard ) then to pricke their names, and place new 
in their roomes, ſo ſhall each Souldier be partaker of the 
trauaile, and reſt maruelloufly well ſatisfied. Bur for that 
in wars, canuiſados, ſurpriſes , (allies, ſuch like caſualties 
and aduertiſements be infinite, I wiilleaue the reſt to his 
owne vigilant diſcretion, and ſuppoſe 1t needlefle to ad- 
| nertiſe him of eueryparticular point 3 more then that I 
haueand will touch in this my firſt booke-of -Militarie di- 
rections, as cates moſt proper for private Souldiers. 1 
therefore at this preſent thinke it ſufhcient fora Corpo- 
rall ro know, thar it is neceſlarie he ſhould ſodiſpeſethe 
matter through -his prouident prouilior, that all his peo- 
ple may be reduced-inro order , and already haue taken 
their weapons in theiw-hands, before the enemie giue 
charge vpon them. And therefore in time and place of 
ſuſpition and danger, he muſt place loſt Sentinels with- 
out the watch-word, # good diſtance off, from the corps 
de gard, in places moſt ſuſpet. Bur in other places not 
needfull ſo much to be ſuſpeRed,andthar be necrer him, 
he ought to ſer Sentinels with the watch-word, ſo farre 
ig 0:1C 
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> one from an other, as it ſhall ſcteme vnto him reaſonable 


or requiſite, and that they may inuiron the ground ane 
withinthe {ight of an other, or ſo that the enemy canner 
enter, or any eſpion iſſue without their knowledge. - If 
eat occalion ſodemaund, let him place together one 

gabulicr, and onearmed Pike, to the intent that the 
one may keepe the enemie farre off, and in a certaine fort 
ſaſtaine his fury at the point of his pike, whillt the Har- 
gabuſier with the diſcharge of his peece, giues Armets 
the corps de gard and campe, which exploir may bethe 
better performed, if-a corporall-fhippe ef Pikemen bee 
wana, rogether with an other of ſhot. Sometimes with- 
out makingany noyſcor rumour, Arme is giuen tothe 
campe, for one of the two Sentinels may retire,and maxe 
relation to the Corporall what hath appeared,been lince, 
heard or happened, whereby he may ſpeedily with great 
. filencegiue Armeto the gard, withour leauing the place 
of the Sentinell diſarmed , which they ought neuerto a- 
bandon, bur at ſuch times as the encmic is maniteftly 
diſcoucred, the occaſion of thealarme being cerraine, at 
whichtime beingretired, they muſt vnite themſclues to- 
gether with the ſouldicrs of the gard, that they may all 
wholy in ene company execute that which ſhall fall out 
beſt tor their purpoſe, which is, toretire fighting or skir- 
mithing to the campe, according to otdinarie cuftome, 
notwithſtanding by the order and appointment ofthoſe 
which haucauthority to commaund them, astheir Cap- 
taine, Sergeant maior, &c. but neuer otherwye. 


 Heought moreouerto be circumſpet, thatin thebo- 


dy of the watcha ſolemne ſecret ſilence be kept, without 
ſinging, brawling, orany rumour or noiſe, and ſpecially 
inthe night, both ia reſpect of the enemic, to heare w _ 
p h & 
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thealarme is giuen, and to the intent that thoſe which 
reft and ſleepe, and are not yer in Sentinell, may be the 
more apt toreſt{t and apply themſeluesto theſe ations 
and exerciſes, which are required of them with vigilant 
wartchfulneſle, ſince a man cannot without great dificah 
tie remaine without ſleepe or reſt, any much longer time 
then our nature is accuſtomed by ordinarie courſe ta 
beare, and therefore at the entrance of the corps de gard, 
he ought likewiſe to keepe a proper Sentinel! apperrain- 
ing to the gard, that neither friend nor enemie comming 
out of the campe or elſewhere, ſhall be able to enter with- 
out yeelding the watch-word : and in this fort muſt the . 
Corporall proceed, euen vntill the diaua bee ſounded 
through a!lthe Campe. For other reſpects, I finally re- 
ferre him ro my following diſcourſe , which together 
with thar writren before , it is requiſite he haue in pertit 
memorieas well as the priuate ſouldier.

[: is written in the hiſtory of Pietro Bizari, touching 
the incredible and maruellous obedience of the Tur- 
kiſh ſouldiers, that a certaine Gentleman at his returne 
from Conſtantinople did declare vnto the Earle of Salma, 


= thachehad ene foure miracles in the Turkiſh domint- 


ons : Which was, firſt an infinite armiealmoſt without 
number, conſiſting of more then foure hundred rhou-. 
land men, Secondly, thatamongftſo many men, he ſaw 

G not 
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not one woman. T hirdly , thac there was no mention 
made of wine. And laſt, at night when they had cried 
with a hie-voice 47, which is God : there continued ſo 
great a (ilence through the whole campe, that euen in the 
pauilions they did not {pzake but with a low ſoft voice, 
a thing wercay to be admired,to the great thame of Chri- 
ſtians : thereforeif the Infhidels obſerue ſuch tric diſci- 
pline, why ſhould not wee that be Chriftians indcauour 
our {elues co ſurpaſſe them therein ? recommending our 
ſelucs and affaires to God, with reuerence and filence, 
which I would wiſh to be continued vnrill the diana, 
when together with the ſound of the drummes, the ſame 
might be with a cheeretull crie renued. Bur together 
with ſilence to ſet downe certaine other vertues , take 
them here as I tinde them written, 


SILENCE. 


In all places of ſeruice ſuch filence mnſt be vſed, that 
fouldiers may heare triends, and not be heard of ene- 
mies, as well in watch, ward, ambuſh, canuiſado, orafy 
otherexploit : in which point conliſteth oftentimes the 
ſafety or perdition of the whole campe. 


OBEDIENCE. 


Such obedience muſt be vſed, that none regard the 
perſons butthe office tothem appointed, diligently ob- 
ſeruing the ſame : any offending to the contrary , run- 
ning into the danger of the law , for longer then obedi- 
ence is viedand maintained, there is no hope of good 
lucceile. | , 
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SunCRETNESSE. | 
Souldiersmuſt be ſecret, and haue regard that they 
diſcloſe nothing, though ſometimes they vnderſtand the 
pretence of the higher powers. The Diſcloſers of ſuch, 
merite moſk cruell puniſhment. 


SCoBklETY. 


£ In Sobriety conſiſteth great praiſe to the ſouldiers, 
Y whovſlngthe ſamearecuerin ſtare of preferment, ſuch 
regard their duties, and reproue the raſh Buli-bodies, 
Drunkards, &c. arecuer in danger of puniſhment.

The Captaines and ſouldiers that be hardy of courage, 
be much auaileable in feruice, ſpecially ſuch as will pon- 
der what may be the end of their enterpriſe. Some in 
times paſt haue hardly giuen the onſet, and after repented 
the ſame : but the praiſe of the aduiſed cannot bee ex- 
prefled,

How a Souldier may maintaine obedience , and keepe himſelfe 
in the fauour and good prace of hu Captaine. 


A Gogd Souldier ought to haue conſideration , that 
liace-due orders and lawes are the aſſured founda- 
tion and ſtay of euery ftite : and contrariwiſe, diſcord 
and diſobedience the ruine of all Realmes: ſo that aboue 
all things a well gouerned Generall , and a carefull Cap- 
taine, ought prudently to fore-ſee that their Campe and 
Souldiers be paid and puniſhed with equall execution of 
iuſtice, not reſpeting perſon : yeelding tothe Offenders 
puniſhment, and reward to the vertuous : deprefling 
vice, and exalting vertue : viing commendation to the 
good, and correttion to theeuill,ioyned with admonith- 
ments of magnanimitie, the which it they preuaile nor, 
to chaſtiſethem : and as the good huſband doth plucke 
the weedes out of the good corne, to the intent that 
they by their wicked and pernicious example, do not in- 
te& the reft,and conſequently doth prouide that no faulr 
paſle vnpunithed, nor no valorous a&-vnrewarded : by 
which meanes he becomes feared, fauoured,obeyed, and 
beloued of all the armie : euen ſo on the other lide, the 
good natured ſouldier muſt ever haue reſpe& to keepe the 
| bondes 
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bondes of modeſty towards his Superiour, and yeeide 
many thankes to God, that he hath giuen him ſoiuit and 
vertuous a Captaine and Generali:, rowards whom hee 
multalwaics yeeld like obedience, that the ſonne doth ro 
the tathcr, being bound {oro doe by the diune law,with= 
out ſhewing himſelfe oppollte to the order of gznerail 
iuſtice, nor vngratctull tor his receiued benefits, but Con- 
tinually by his good guiding in the one and the ocher, 
give his Captainc iuſt cauſeto loue and like well of him. 

Souldiers beeuer bound to obey the iuſtice and co:n- 
mandements of their Superiours : and the Superiour 
likewiſe to embrace the obedience of his Sou!diers, 
whilſt he doth ſee himſelfe honoured and obeyed of 
them, either in deedes or words, in carneſt or diſlembling. 

Although the Generall or Captaine were a right Sar- 
danapalus, {o that his lawes be obeyed all things tall out 
well : whereforea Souldier ought with all his indeauour 
to be obedient tothe law, with his whole heart loue his 
Capratne, and feare him with all his force. 

Cyr#s being cruel, couctous, miſerable,and an ExaGer 
of taxes, through iuftice was belouedand obeyd. 

Cambyſes, Marcus Cato, and Marcus Antonius , the two 
firft being ſenere and cruell, yet amongſt the Souldiers 
were maruellouſly tauoured : and the third, although hee 
was drownedin the deepe and gaping gulte of Lechery, 
Glattony, and riotous gaming, yet was he ſo beloued of 
hisarmie, that his Souldiers would haue ſuffered them- 
ſcluesto be crucified, to haue done any thing grateful 

vnto him, and that cheifly through his juſtice: and there- 
_ foreit behoues a Souldier to keepe inuiolate the Martiall 
lawes of the field. But to touch the cheifeſt meanes 
whereby a Souldier may be drawneto obey,to feare, and 
G 3 loue 
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| louethe Capraine, and altogether paine his good liking 
and fauour, carie in minde what inſueth. 

Firſt, a Souldier muſt preſume and perſwade himſelte; 
that whatſoeuer he doth in ſecret, that it ſhall come to 
the knowledge of the Captaine , whether it be good or 
euill : which feareif he be wiſe, will reftraine him from 
doing any thing pernicious , er againſt the Marſhall law, 
or the mifliking ofthe Captaine, and fo ought to reſt in 
continuall doubt, leſt his euill deedes come to light, and 
to the cares of the ſuperiour Officers, that with the ſword 
of.1uſtice, the rod of reuenge, and the ſcepter of rule, 
may and will chaſtice him. If he remember this, no 
doubt he will line modeſtly, in obſeruing thoſe lawes 
which are commanded by the Captaine and General! : 
forit behoues a ſouldier till ro liue in ſuſpeR] that ſpials 
and intelligencers be eyer preſentar his elbow, whichno 
doubt will accuſe him for his euill behaujour : of which 
forta Captaine and Generall haue great ſtore to keepe 
the Campe and Souldiers in continuall ſuſpicion and 
feare. 

A Souldier muft euer ſhew himſelfe gratefull to his 
Captainein words and deeds, by remaining patient in his 
a&ions, and not to vie complaints in his ſpeeches ſuffer- 
ing with quiet contentation the penurie of viduals , if 
the Campe {hould want, cither through fault of the Ge- 
nerall, barcneſle of the Countrey, or otherwiſe by his 
negligence, or through the malignitic of fortune, that 
neither by water nor land corne and vituals can be 
brought to-them in ſafetic : wherefure we muſt weare out 
this want patiently, and not with a melancholike coun- 
tenance, make appearance of a wrathtull and furious per- 
ſon, by charging of the Chiefetaine openly with thoſe 

wants: 


wants: for which proceeding,let him aſſure himſelfe that 
Eefhall be efteemed of euery man an inl{olent, ſeditious, 
and impatient {ouldier. Murmure not againft thy Cap- 
taine with thy tongue, but rather }amenr in thy heart thy 
euill torcune, reſting content with that portion of victuals 
his Sergeant {hall giue thee tor that day. Seeme ioytull 
whilit thy Captaineis merry, and ſorrowtull when he is 
grieued, ycelding comfort and conſolation , together 
with faithftull counſel, as the caufe requireth. | 

Shew not thy ſelfe tull of wrath and malcontent, for 
want of thy wonted pay, although: thou maniteſtly per- 
ceiuethe ſame to proceed of the couetouſneſle of thy 
Capraine : but diſſemble and ſhew him ſo gratefull a 
countenance, thathe thereby may be mouecd to pay the 
band, ifnotall, at the leaſt part. It theſe delayes proceed 
not by his fault, and that therefore hee laments thy lin- 
gring want : make free offer vnto him to ſuffer all lacke 
and diſcommoditie to pleaſure him withall : whereby he 
{hall be maruellonily moued, and much more bound to 
loue a curteous ſouldicr, | 

Doe not moleſt him with demaunding more ſuccour 
and preſt-money, then thou haſt need of, yea and that 
when needy force conſtraines. | 

Report not any thing but that which is profitable and 
beneficial for the publike State: for otherwiſe thou ſhalt 
be accounted a malicious DetraQtour, inſolent, and in- 
ſupportable, making rekearſall of every little trifle, wher- 
by hatredis gained in exchange of gaining fauour. Faile 
neuer in the diligent execution of thy duty , and make 
ſhew of thy forwardneſſe, euen purpoſely with the firit, 
cuen in thoſethings that appertaine not tothy charge. | 


Diſobey not the Captaines or Generals precepts , nor 
withſtand 
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withſtand the martiall lawes : neither affirme that any 
thing is cuill wrought which is done, for it appertaies 
not to a ſouldierto reprehend : but to a Councellora 
admoniſh. Do not importune thy Captaine to reward 
thy trauell and feruice , but attend his liberalitte * for if 
thou become importunate, he will likewiſe become Aar- 
£45 Craſſus,who at the firſt viing great liberality, being 
continually and ouermuch craued, became at the laſt 
- extreame couetous. | 

Preſent him neuer with any thing, ſpecially with any 
thing of value: for thy capraine which hath no necde 
of that which is thine, and perceiuing thee to preſent him 
that which is not correſpondentto the merite of his wor- 
thinefle will efteeme the ſame to be done in manner of 
merchandiſe, as proceeding of craft: butit thy Captaine 
demaund any thing vnder ſhew of praiſing and com- 
mending the ſame, or the beautic thereof, it 15 then re- 
quiitte that the ſame be liberally beftowed vpon him, it 
being a curteous demaund , which hee commonly will 
- magnificently recempence, as did Artaxerves. 

Accept neuer any thing of thy enemy ſouldier, net- 
ther recemeany letter, yea if it ſhould be rom thy father, 
without licence of thy Captaine General], as a thing 
which enly appertaines to Councellors and Chieftaines : 
for thy Captaine would becomeicalous ouer thy fideli- 


tie, ſuſpeRing that thou wert corrupted. T here is ano-_ 


ther note, ſpecially to aduerrtiſe all ſouldiers of, that they 
doe not rafhly, neither ot purpoſe diſdaineto be gouern- 
edand commaunded of a Captaine, which is pErchaunce 
of no auncient houſe, as an infinite number of fond and 
preſumptuons fellowes doe now adaies : who being rude 
and ruſticall Clownes , diſdaine to be guided by Cap- 

47 Falnes, 
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taines, whoſevalour and vertue, and not whoſe auncieny 
ſtocke, hath giuen them that degree, being aſcended to 
ſo high honour by the ſteps of vertue : for I haue ſeene 
ſome thar but lately haue [ef their nedles, theirhammers, 
and their ſpades, hauing ſcarce ſeenea ſmall skirmiſh, but 
that they preſume themlelues to be experr Souldiers, and 
will ay, what is my Captaines valour more then mine ? 
Is not he of baſe degree as well as I ? not conſidering that 
we beall ſprung our of one ſtocke, but that our valour 
and vertue hath made vs noble, as hath beene verified in 
diners Princes, Kingsand Emperours , as Caizs Maris, 
Lucie Dumtus Cincinatus, Attilins Collatinus, Valentinia- 
nus, Maximinians, Franciſco Carmoguuolo,Julian Romers, 
and Mondragon, belides divers others moe, which at this 
day doc liue, being exalted by the degrees and way of 
vertuc, to the tippe of ſuch praiſe as is moſt conucnient 
to worthy Capraines : and thereforeno ſouldierought ro 
diſdaine to be gouerned by ſuch,whoſe vertue hath made 
noble their mindes. 

And moreouer, if any ſuch a one that is become Cap- 
taine, cither by meanes of fauour or vertue, bee blotted 
with ſome vice or defe&t, yet wee ought not to dilobey 
him : for Ceſar was ambitious, great Alexandera Drun- 
kard ; Hanmball vnfaithtull, cruell , and withour religion; 
Fabirs Maximms by lingring eſteemed a Coward ; Marcel- 
ls ralh and vnaduiſed: And thereforealthough thy Cap- 
taine be accounted moſt vicious yet if he know how to 
gouerne and guide his charge, a ſouldier muſt obey him, 
and neither calumniouſly reprehend him, nor corruptly 
Imitate and obſcrue his vices, but duely and direQly tul- 
| fill his precepts : ſo that ne ſouldicr or Gentleman, of - 
what Great-houſe ſocuer, og to diſdaine to be com- 

| manded 
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manded of ſuchas haueriſfen by-vertue, tothe height of 
honour, neither any man, how great of linage ſocucr he - 
be, todiſdaine to accept lefle degrees then a Capraine. 
For thoſe be the ſteps by the which he muſt aſcend vnto 
higher dignirie, as many auncient and noble-perſonages 
haue done, who from inferiour degrees by little and lirrle 
haue come to ſuperiour, whereot the great Emperour 
Caims Iulit Ceſar may be example: who being borne of 
a noble houſe amongſt the Remanes, was firft cholen 
Pretor in Spaine ( a baſe office in reſpe& of his worthy 
-—Widad ) as being reputed vaworthy of any greater 
office. |

abandon the place, for words or letters of the enemie, 
neither atthe (ight of the invironing campe: for it is not 
lawfull for the Caftellane to leaue his Caſtle, it he haue 
victuals, men, and munition,or-doth hope for ſaccours. 
Therefore reſpe&is to be had , which muſt be holden as 
a Maxime, that where the place may be defended by af- 
fault without batterie, that'at leaſt one aflaulr js to bea- 
bidden, and mo to be aſpected if itbe pofhble : andit ir 
can 
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can ſuffer batterie, they muſt abide at the leaſt a volee of 
Canons: and if the place be ſo weake that it cannot ſu- 
ſine, neither the one. nor the other, and thatit be farre 
diſtant from ſuccours:to yeeld doth merit neither pu- 
niſhment of the Prince,nor of the enemie : but otherwiſe 
being of force, able to ſuſtaine the enemies furie, and 
cowardly or traiterouſly to deliuer the ſame, merites 
death of the oneand the other. 

88 tem, if there be any citie , caſtle or other fort, 
yeelded vp by the enemie, without expugnation : there 
{hall no man be ſo bold to enter into the ſaid place, to 
ſpoile or otherwiſeto kill or doe any outrage , without 
leaue of the Generall, vpon paine of thelofle of his lite. 

89 1tem, there{hall no man depart out fromthe pre- 
cin&t of the campe, with any bootie or ſpoile, without 
leaue of the chicfeſt Officers or head Capraine, vpon the 
paine of the lofle of his life. | 

90 tem, it any man for teare forſaketh the place ap» 
pointed him to tight in, and for feare throweth downe 
his weapon, the Officers or Souldiers may killhim with- 
out any danger. 

91 lic, it any man ſaying that he hath done ſome 
wrothy thing in fight, and it be proued contrary, hee 
{hall be punithed. ; 

92 /tem, if a Regiment, or Band, ſhall by mutinies 
or otherwiſe incurre the lawes of the field , it is requiſite 
and neceſlary , for thatall (hall nor be put to death , that 
eu.ry mans name be taken and pur into a bagge, and that 
the tenth Lot thould be executed : The which although |} 
eucry man doe not feele, yet neuerthelefle he ſhall feare | 
the cuent. 

93 Item, at ſuch times as the Generall or Captaine 
| K 2 : doth 
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doth muſter, traine, or faine-any batraile, skirmiſh , a(- 
fault, or other warlike encounter, if*ahy ſouldier doth 
either negligently or wittingly , hurt, maime , or kill his 
companion with pouder, bullet , or by what meancs (o- 
euer, ſuch a one{hall ſenerely, and exemplarly be punith- 
ed accordingly. 

94 tem, that each Corporall, and other Officer, 
ſhall haue cither in written hand or print, theſe Martiall 
lawes, andthis booke, wherein a priuare Souldier is in- 
firuted , bought and prouided at the charges of the 
whole ſquadron out of their pay, to the end that ir being | 
continually repeated tothe Souldiers, no man may plead 
ignorance, but receiue condigne punithment according 
to his offence. 

95 tem, that euery Captaine, Lieutenant, Enligne- 
bearer, Sergeant or Corporall, ſo often as their bands, 
ſquadrons, and ſouldiers enter into ward, ſhall appoint 
the Clarke of the band or ſame one that can read, once 
in the day or in the night, to read vnto the company 
(that muſt attentiuely giue eare ) not onely theſe Marriall 
lawes here ſet downe, but alſo all the courſe of theſe 
directions velonging to a private ſouldier, Corporal), &c. 
contained 1n this booke, tor their initruttions , vader 
paine of open puniſhment by the Generall, or Marſhall. 

96 tem, thatthe foreſaid Officers after one rwelue 
monthes ſeruice, wherein the ſouldier hath had ſufhcient 
expertence,and is inured in theſe precepts and dire&tions, 
they (haileuen as the Schooie-maſter doth the children, 
call euery.one particularly to account , and examine 
them ſeuerely herein, and to cſteeme thole for old and 
perfc& ſouldiers, that know theſe lawes and their dutie 
by heart, andat their fingers ends, and the reſt Biſonian -

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and freſh warer-ſouldiers, that are ignorant, although 
they haue ſerued ſeuen yeares, yea and to ptace them in- 
the molt ſcruile ſeruices. And 1t there be any that mali- 
ciouily or di{dainfully perſiſt in their blunt ignorance, 
either to difarme them, and diſcharge them,orelſeto pu- 
nith them with open [hame and intamie. 

97 tem, it there be any man that ſhall infring, and 
not maintaine, confirme, and to his power diligently 
and dutitully keepeand obſerue theſe articles 'aforeſaid, 
ſuch {hall as periured perſons with all ſcuericie be punilh- 
ed : Andit any ſouldicr or ſouldiers {hall offend in any 
manner of thing that doth belong and appertaine to the 
ducie of a ſouidier, whereof there is no mention made 
iathele articles, ſuch an Ofender ſhall be puniſhed at the 
diſcretion of the Marlhall of the field and Generall, 

Theſearticles muſt be openly read in the preſence of 
the chiefe Captaines , by the Notary or Scribe of the 
Court, and atrer that they be read, the Oath {hill be mi- 
niſtred vnto euery man by the Pretor in this wiſe, or the 
like words, to the ſame end and purpole : ſpeaking vnto 
the whole company, and ſaying ; my brethren and 
friends, thatare heere preſent,you haue heard the articles 
of our Soueraigne, containing the chiete and principall 
points of ourrightsand laves of the fielde, and of the 
Oath, and the manner thereof, which euery Souldier 
ought to take. All you that doe meane faithfully and 
valtantly to obſerue, maintaine, fulfill, confirme , and 
keepe the foreſiid Articles, let him heere now either 0- 
peniy retuſe to be a Souldier, or with mee hold vp his 
finger, and ſay after me. 

All theſe Articles which haye beene openly red vnto 
VS, we hold and allow as ſacred and good, and thoſe will 
K 3 we 
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wee truely and ſtoutly confirme , fulfill , maintaine , 


and keepe ſo helpe vs G O D, and his diuine word, 


Amen. : 

Theſe Articles with others, which for tediouſnefle I 
omit, would be publiſhed, ſome vpon paine of death, 
{o ne with greater, and ſome with lefſe puniſhment, to 
euery one that doth offend, without any remifkon or for- 
giueneſle, or regard of bloud, degree, kindred, or friend- 
{hip : ſpecially at the beginning to lie in campe, whereby 
the armie may the better be ſet in good order, and to 
make it fearefull of God, of iuſtice, and of the Generall, 
wich loue and feare. | | 

The execution hereof only appertaineth to the maſter 
of the Campe, tor the hearing , ordering, and determi- 
ning of the cauſes of iuſtice vnder the Generall, as the 
Lieutenant of a city or towne, Deputie for the Prince. 
Forthe maſter of the campe is the chicfe of the orders, 
who hath place inthe fielde in many things as principall 
nextto the Generall who hath the chiefe gouernmentin 
pitching the campe, and dillodging. 

Briefly from the Generall downward, it is the greateſt 
charge and burden thatis in the armie , and therefore ir is 
requiiite that hee haue good knowledge and remem- 
brance of all the Orders whereby the warres is to be go- 


uerned, and that he be of good practiſe and. experience, . 


and duely obeyed. 

But ſuch caſes as are capitall and of great importance, 
ſhould be heard and determined by the Generall and his 
Judges : It fuffceth that God is the knower and deter- 
miner, of all things, and next vnto him his Deputies 


vponearth : who failing to doe iultice, either for loue, 


or hatred , ſhall yeelde account thereot before the di- 


uine 
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uine Iudge, and this law cannot be auoided by vs, but we 
{hall be cited and called without appeale.

ID: ummes and Fifes muſt be choſen of able qualities 
and perſonage, ſecret and ingenious, skilfull. in the 
ſound _ viing of their inftruments, which muſt warne 
as the mouth of a man to all intents of ſeruice, diligent in 
times conuenient to inftru&t Souldiers in the ſame, that 
none by ignorance negle& their duties. Theſe be often- 
times ſent on meflages, importing charge, which of ne- 
ceſhrie require languages , ſomtimes to ſummon or com- 
mand the enemies to render, ſometimes carie ranſomes, 
or redeeme, or condu Priſoners. Many. other things 
to them doe appertaine, as before is rehearſed &c. 

A Chyrurgion is neceſſarie to be had in euery band, 
who ought ro be an honeſt man, ſober, and of good 
counſell, skill in his ſcience, able to heale and cure all kind 
of ſores, wounds, and-griefes : torakea bullet out of the 
fleſh and bone, and to (lake the fire of the ſame, and that 
he haue all his cooles and inſtruments with other neceſ- 
fary ſtuffe, as oyles, balmes; ſalues, ſtepres, roulers, bol- 
ſters, ſplenters, and all other things to the ſcience belong- 
ing, whichalſo ought to hane courage for his patient, and 
allowed ſtuffe, he hall readily imploy his induſtrievpon 
the ſore and wounded, and not intermedling with others, 
tohis owne charge noiſome. Such be placed with the. 

| Enliigne,y 
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Enfigne, and lodged neere to-the Captaine, and neere 
their baldrickes in time of fight, which by law of the 
field is their charter. 

The Clarke of a band would be a man choſen of a diſ- 
creete behauiour, ſucha oneas hath the vſe of his penne 
- and skilfull in Arichmetike, who muſt haue a booke in the 
which he muſt writeall the names of the Souldiers apper- 

raining to the band, diuiding euery weapon by. them- 
ſelues, that they may be the fteadier to be muſtred, and 
otherwiſe to be placed in order of march , at watch and 
ward the clarke muſt be attentiue with his booke, to call 

uery mans name, to ſee who is abſent, and that certi- 
ficate thereof be made vnto the Captaine , who muſt as 
before is rehearſed, without ficknefle or ſome licence of 
the head Officers ſee him or them puniſhed to the exam- 
pic of all others. He muſt ſometimes in the watch and 
v-ard read vnto the ſouldiers, the Military lawes and di- 
re&tions, cauſing firſt a ſolewne lilence to be made, and 
then proceed in reading, examining, and conferring with 
euery particular and common ſouldier, touching his me- 
morie of theſe things, for his full inſtrution. Alſo the 
Clarkeis to take charge of the Captaines munition, who 
ſeeing it deliuered vnto the ſouldiers,muſt take note how 
much 1s delivered, vnto whom, and what day of the 
moneth itis deliuered, with the priſe. Likewiſe he muſt 
repairetothe Clarke ofthe vituals,and by the Captaines 
warrant receiue ſuch bread, beere and other vituals, as is 
to be had, and to deliueritto thoſe that ſhallbe thought 
by the Captaine to be of credit, to vituall the band by 
the Princes price, and to taketickets of them as well for 
that it is delivered vnto them, as what they doe deliuer 
vnto ſouldiers, Alſo he nuſt in the Captalnes;name and 
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by his warrant repaire vnto the Merchants and other A r 
tificers, and take ſuch wares as the Officers and ſouldiers 


| hauenecedof, who muftat the pay day by the Captaine 


be anſwered. Alfo prouided that the Vidtuailer allowerh 
but the Souldier {ix-pence a day, the ouerplus goeth ta 
their paiment of furniture and apparell. 

The Clarke muſt oft peruſe the tickets to ſee that no 
more be delivered then their wages come to, that the 
Captaines thereby receiue no loſle. The Clatke oughtto 
inquire when any be departed this world, alſo when any 
be \laine, and diſcharged the band, and to make a juſt 
note thereof, whereby certificate may be made to the 
Mufter-maſter, that the Prince in no wates may be hin- 
dered, neither the Captaines by the Vituallers receiue 
any detriment or lofle. —_—_ he muſt vpon the report 
of the Corporals or other Officers , findeand procure of 
the Captaines, reliefe for the {icke , and wounded Soul- 
dicrs and Priſoners , which ought to be redeemed out of 
the enemies hand |

whole companie, muſt inſtru them to be penitent and 
to reſtore to cuery man his right : to communicate in 
Catholike and Chriſtian minner, ſo often as they can, 
chicfly at ſpeciall times appointed by the Church,and be- 
fore any dangerous artemprt, to feede them with hoie- 
ſome foode of learned inſtrutions, wherein they may 
learne how to liue, and fo conſequently te teach their 
companies their duties. towards God and their Prince, 
and to giue ghoſtly counſell and fpirituall reliete vatothe 
ficke wounded, weake in body or in conſcience, and that 
ſuch be well armed with ſpiriruall armoar, that is, with 
good knowledge and gogd liuing , ready to perſwade 
them maniully co withitand theirenemies , the fi-th, the 
deuill, the world and deſperation , putting them in ſure 
hope throvgh the equitie of their cauſe, their conformi- 
tie tothe Church, and their tirme faith in our Sauiour Te- 
ſus Chriſt, to enter into the campe of euerlalling life, 
where they ſhall ride amongſt the Souldiers on white 
Horſes, clothed in white and pure fitke , crowned with 
bright criumphant garlands, as the Scriptures doe witnes. 
This and ſuch like belongs vnto ſuch perſonapes as take 
care of the ſouldiers ina warlike band. 

Now then to conclude, and to make an end of my 
firſt diſcourſe, I would wiſh all valiant minded ſouldiers, 
Carefully to carrie in minde thoſe precepts which are pro- 
per and due vnto a priuate Souldier, which I partly hauz 
colle&ed and fer downe in this ſhort pamphler, that 
when he ſhall be called vntoan hier office, he may deſer- 
uedly aſcend thethird ſep of Martiall office, and fo by 
degrees riſe tathe height of ſupreame gouernmenc.

45 that are appointed to carie Pikes in aray of 
rankes orbaite'], muſt know that Pikes amongſt all 
other weapons that belongs to Souldiers, is of greateft 
honour and credite : and truely, whoſoeuer doth carie 
and managethe ſame weapon well and with good grace, 
doth make a very beautifull and pleaſant ſhew to the Be- 
holders, and chic fiy when it is caried vpon the ſhoulder, 
ſuftained and ſupported with a good grace, and the hand 
tha: doth {uftaine ir be on thar (ide the ſhoulder where is 
Is piaced, and with zl Gombedoalto. 

\ They muſt likewiſe be aduertiſed which march in the 
formalt rankes, ifthey be vpon the righr ſide, to hold 
their Pikes continually in marching in the right hand, and 
vpon the right ſhoulder without cuer changing it: and ſo 
likewiſe being vpon the left {ide of the ranke, to hold it 
alwaies vpon the left ſhoulder: thoſe that be inthe midſt 
of the rankes haue libertie to vſe that fide that is beſt for 
their commoditie, either ypon the right or left hand, and 
to moue their Pikes from ſhoulder to ſhoulder at their 
choiſeand pleaſure : Iris true that theiuſt carying of the 
Pike of thoſe that march in the midſt of the rankes, is to 
hold it vpon the left ſhoulder, and to carie their right 
hand behind vpon their dagger, or vpon their (ide, and 
ſogenerallyall, as well they that be in the midſt , as thoſe 


that be in the head of the rankes are to obſerue this or-

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der, to carie that hand which is at libertie behinde them, : 
or vpon their {ides, Let him' march then-with a good 
grace, holding vp his head gallantly , his pace full 
* of grauitie and ſtate, and ſuch as is fit for his per- 
fon, and let his body bee ftraight and as much vp- 
right as is poſſible, and that which moſt imports, is 
that they haue alwaies theireies vpon their compan.ons 
which are in ranke with'them , and: before them going 
juſt one with the other, and keeping perhic diſtance with- 
out committing errorin the leaſt pace or ſtep, and euery 

pace and motion with one accord and conſent, ' they 
oughtto makeat one inſtant time. And in this ſort all 
the rankes entirely areto go, ſometimes ſoftly, ſomtimes 
faſt, according to the ſtroke 'of the drumme.

Firſt of all iris very requilite that he haue moſt perfitly 
in memorie, the number of all the ſouldiers of the band, 
and diſtin&tly with what weapons they are armed, what 
quantity of Corſlets and Pikes, how many armed and 
dilarmed carie ſhort weapons, what number of Harga- 
buliers with murrians and withont, how many musket- 
eares, how many light armed pikes and targets of proote, 
thac the berter and more readily vpon a fodaine, hee may 
put the companyin order. | | 

He muſt euer plant the beſtarmed in places moſt nece(- 
farie, as at che front and backe, the right and lett {ide uf a 
ſquare. Thefirſtranke in ordinarie-long marching, the 
targets of proofe muſt go in as a ready coter and bul- 
warke againſt the enemies ſhot: next to them the musker- 
eares, then the Hargabuli:rs, and after them thearmed 
and lighc pikes : amidſt whoſe rankes he muſt at all cimes 
Place the Enligne ,.garded with Halberds or bils, and 
then againe the light armed and armed pikes, hargavuſe 
and musker-cares, and laſt of all targets of proote :.by 
this equaiiry of dwilion, the whole band ar one inſtant 
ſhall beready to receive any ſuddaine ſurpriſe ofthe ene- 
mie.

He muſt neuer worke vnwarily , of at all aduentures, 


3$ and tendingrto no determined purpoſe, as thoſe that doe 


not remember the perfit rules and reckonings of their 
| office ,, whereof there be now adaies ouer many, for 
when itis neceſſary for themto alter their order, and that 
perforce they mutt quite change the forme and faſhion 
that then they obſerue, they know not which way to be- 

ginne, Therefore to the end his orderand rankes ma 
be to the purpoſe duely and direRly changed, and with 
facilitie difpoſed : let him euer difſener and dinide one 
_. partof his weapons from an other, cauſing euery one to 
turne and enter into their rankes and order by them- 
ſelues, ſo ſhall hee proceed in taking away, ſetting for- 
ward, and intermixing one ſort of rankes within ano- 
ther very orderly. And thereby the full proportion of 
his band {hall be framed, as he hath determined,or as it is 
deuiſed by him that commands, either in marching for- 
ward and backward , or in turning without diſorder, 
by 3. 5. 7- or 9. inaranke, as the Lieutenant, Captaine, 

or Sergeant malor appoints. | | 

He ought euer to bewarethat in ordering the rankes, 
andappointing the ſoldiers their places, that they begin 
not to make debate,or tomacke one another for dignitie 
of place; the which doth oftentimes fall our te their 
great annoy and damage, and the Officers tedious toile : 
For inenterpriſes-of great importance, euen in the pre- 
ſence ofthe tavading enemy, ſome vaine-glorious fel- 
lowes are accuftomed to ſtriue for the chiefeſt places : 
the which roomes by all reaſon, andof dutic appertaine 
to 
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to the beft armed, and not to any others, whoſe vnruly 
rathnes may be the ruine of the whole band, Theretore 
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fit and conuenient places areto be obſerued with hurat- 


litie,the naked in their places, and the armed in theirs : 
But to touch one point, which we hauecalready ſpoken 


of, I iudge it moſt conuenient that the armed (thoſe tor . } 


$kirmiſh excepted) mult remaine in maine ſtands and 
battailes,as ſome ſay, to abide by the ſtake, who ought to 
be ſo well armed, as they may bcare and ſupport the 
blowes of their enemies, and reliſtany furious charge, ei- 
ther of horſemen or foo:men : whereas belide their well 
ordered. ranks, by reaſon they be armed , they make a 
more gallant ſhow; giuing courage to thy owne people, 
and diſcourage to the enemie', and in proofe are more 
*profitable than the diſarmed , who remaining in their 
roomes,the contrary ſucceeds. 

The Sargeant of che Company muſt haue ſpeciall res 
gard when victuals cannot be had for money,by forrage 
or otherwiſe,to make repaire togither with the Clarke of 
the Band, to-the principall munitions, that his company 
taſte not of famine z and frem thence procure to haue {o 
much as he well can, oras is conuenient, and according 
to his receiued order,ſo muſt he depart and diſtribute all ' 
manner of munitions amongſt the Corporals, that euery 
one of them may piae to their ſoldiers their portions. 

The like ought he to vie , touching powder for the 
Harquebulicrs and musketiers, lead for bullets, match 
for them co burne, and ech thing elfe whereof they haue 
neede, to the end they may alwaies remaine in order, 
and be very well prouidedand ftored,as neereas is poſh- 
ble,and as 1s moſt conuenient; and to perſwade the ſol- 
dier chat to gaine a place of more account, he will ſpare 


bis 
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his pay to arme himſelfe the more brauely. He muſt 
likewiſe haue diligent eye, that the ſaid munirion of 
match and powder be conſerued warily from wetting, 
and kept with a ſpeciall ſpare from vntimely ſpending : 
for this prouident preceprt doth import very much in all 
enterpriſes,by reaſon that the negligence of the Sargeant, 
touching this neceſlarie fore-light and care, hath bin the 
cauſe that the ſhot haue not bin able readily to performe 
their duties according to the appointed determinations, 
oras necefſitie did require,by reaſon of their vnwary kee- 
ping their munition in wet weather, cr their generall 
want through vaine miſpence, by which meanes many 
and moſt notable errors haue ſucceeded of great loſle & 
momentr, and to the hinderance, ſhame, and totall ruine 
of a whole company or campe. | 
Therefore it is molt expedient that the Sargeant,togi- 
ther with the ſeuerall Corporals, do diligently and nar- 
rowly examine, vilit,ſearch,and view the proper flaskes, 
tuch-boxes, pockets, and other places where the ſoldiers 
are accuſtomed to carry and keepe their powder and 
match , and peruſe diligently all thoſe things withour 
 negligence,fayning, or fauouring : divers haue receiued 
great ignominie and ſhame in their office, for want of 
the performance thereof : whereas by carrying a contrary 
care, they haue bin vniuerſally well thought of,and com- 
mended of all good ſoldiers and valiant Captaincs. 
Therefore as occaſion doth ferue and offer, he may ad- 
monilh,put in minde, and reprehend- with dexteritie the 
ſoldiers vnder his charge and guiding. To him it apper- 
raines to lay his helping hands abcutall things neceffarie 
for his company,as well in prouiding forthem,as diſpen- 
cing, or deterring neceflary charges, except for the - 
uilton 
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uiſion and diuiding of lodgings, which is the office of 
the Furrier or Harbinger, who ought to be very traQta- 
ble, diligent, and altogether ofcious, not being partiall 
to any one for peculiar profit or pleaſure, and therefore 
it is neceflary a Sargeant ſhould know how to write, for 
it is hard by memory to diſcharge his charge, 

The Sargeant muſt be caretulltoaccompanie, at the 
houre appointed, the guard to the place of the watch, in 
going vp and downe alongſt their flanks when he hath 
placed them in order, to ſee them keepe due diſtance, 
make the Laumband, march in ſtraight line with their 
ranks, carry their armes in conformable proportion; and 
if vpon pleaſure they giue a volee of {hot in paſſing, to 
aduertiſe them to doe it orderly with due forme, one 
ranke after another, as they hoy”. ouer againſt the Gene- 
rall, or other great officer or perſcnage.and not in a con- 
fuſed ſort altogither,or by peeces. When he is arriued 
at the Corps of guard, and hath placed euery one in ot- 
der, and prouided for all things neceſfarie forthe watch 
of that night, ke muſt then giue his aduife and counſell 
to the Corporalls, that they keepe good order in their 
Sentinels; yea ſometimes and very often, it is good that 
he hizaſclfe aide them to choſe out the moſt fit places for 
them to ſtand in, to the end that the circuit of ground, 
which fora!l their ſafeties is to be kept, may be conuent- 
ently guarded. | 

Artthe ioyning of the day and the night, or ſomwhat 
later, he ſhall ſecretly giue the Corporalls the watch- 
word, with the which they are to gouerne the guard as 
well by night as day : the which word by the command- 
ment of his Captaine, hee muſt procure the Sargeant 
maior to giue him, or of ſome other that ſhall have the 
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charge to giue the ſame for want of his preſence, or in 
place of this great ofhcer. 

He muſt arme himſelfe in ſuch ſort, that he be no leſſe 
apt than any other ſoldier to be able at time of neede, 
both to detend himſelfe, and ofend the enemie: touch- 
ing which effe&t, Duke 0anio Farneſe in the expedition 
of 12000 footmen, and 609 horſemen, which Paul the 
third, Pope of Rome, ſent into Germanic againſt the Re- 
ligion, did diſpoſe that all the Sargeants of his bands 
ſhould arme themſclues with Harquebuſes and murri- 
ans ; ſaying, that ſo great a number of valiant men being 
Sargeants, as was in ſo great an allembly and expedition 
of {uch importance, it was neither good nor commen- 
dable, that they ſhould onely be armed with their Hal- 
berds, and therefore he ought to haue his page or Mu- 
chacho ſecond him with thole furnitures : neither ſeems 
it inconuenient, but hauing placed in order al! things 
pertaining to his ofhce, that he place himſelfe in ranke 
with the reſt of the ſoldiers, yetin ſuch a place as he may 
ealily depart from thence when neceflirie cals him away, 
to retorme or vie remedie to. any diſorder he vnder- 
Ftands of, , | 

 Hemuſt with dexteritie proceed in reprekending and 
exhorting the ſoldiersto keep their due. order, and not 
to dilbandand ſtray abroad,but vpon neeetull and law- 
full occaſions, and to take order in all other particular 
points, which are requilite to be obſerned for the honor 
and profit of the Company, which things are chiefly to 
be prrnanng and ob{erucd by other officers. 
ethim beware and abftaine from beating of ſoldiers 
' at any time, that thereby he grow not odious: foritis 
not conuenient nor come!y for an officer to ſtrike a = 
| er, 


dier, for thereby he ſo off:nds, that he doth incurre the 
paine to receiue puniſhment for ſo doing,ot his Captaine 
or the Maſter of the Campe. 

He muſt be diligent, carefull, and vigilantin all his af. - 
faires; for in this office, diligence and dexteritie is both 
tothe purpoſe and moſt neceſſarie, 

Ir is neceſlarie he be alwaies conformable vnto the 
Sargeant maior, by imitation.and obedience in ation, and 
like his ſhadow, to ſecond him in all his doings ; of 
whom he may alwaies receiue information and order of 
all ſuch things as be neceſlarie for ſeruice of his band : 
and of him he may learne to proceed by conformitie, in 
That which is conuenient for his office. For he that is in 
company with men of vertue and valour,that be of more 
excellent qualitie than he himſclfe, ſhall euer reape ſome 
profit; and the rather for that heis bound to bein the 
{ight, and ncere about the Sargeant major, at all ſuch 
Times as any thing is to be done, where he'ought with a 
good care, and diligent eye, giue ready attendance, to 
execute ſuch commithon as ſhall be giuen him z eſpect- 
ally choſe which apperraines to the ordering of the 
rankes, and euery thing elſe whatſocuer, without doing 
any thing vpon his owne judgment, but conferre with 
that great officer, towards whom he muſt alwaies be 
' Court2zous and conformable ;z and with an obedient and 
beneuolent minde diligently 1mitate him. 

I ſuppoſe it moreouer neceflarie, as I faid before, that 
he be able to write-and read, con{idering the infinite 
number of things which are to pall: through his hands, 
and which he ought to execute tor ths benefit of his 
company, which cannot be alwaies ordered, diſpoſed, 


and guided only by memory : So conſequently the Sar- 
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Beant is to take diligent heed and care of all the foreſaid 
things to execute the points of his ofhce ſpeedily,and to 
rebuke and teach ſuch as do amiſle with lenitie; and: al- 
though he cannot violently ſtrike and hurt any man, yet 
neucrtheleſle no man can reſiſt his authoritie, but ob- 
ſerue the ſame as to the Captaines owne perſon, if he 
were preſent. 

He is not to heare any mutinous or rebellious words 
amongſt the company, but immediatly to reuecale the 
ſame, that ſpeedy reformation may be had, and faults 
amended. And thus muſt he be ſtill occupied to reform 
mens manners,miſpence of munition,broken araies, and 
to be ready day and night to ſervice, by the Captaine or 
Lientenants commandment, and to inſtru the Com- 
pany, to march, traine, and trauaile, as well by lignes 
from him framed, as otherwiſe by words ſpoken, and to 
haue ſpeciall regard to the company, to ſee that their ar- 
mour and weapons be in a readinefſe alwaies for ſeruice: 
for the diligent and skilfull vſage of this office, is of no 
{mall moment toany good order throughout the whole 
band; no lefle than the Centurion amongſt the Ro- 
manes, who was Captaine ouera hundreth ; and fo like- 


wiſe euery hundreth in each band ought to hauea ſeueral 
Sargeant todire& and gouerne. 


Cray. II. 
The Office of an Alfierus or Enſigne-bearer. 


: |Þ it be a thing moſt requiſite that a priuate ſoldier 
ſhould haue a ſpeciall zeale ouerhis properhonor and 
credit; how much moreis the ſame neceſlarie for _ 
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liant AIfieris or Enligne-bearer. Therefore hemuſt with 
all caretull diligence,due diſcretion,aſcend the 4h degree 
of this honorable diſcipline, being already trained vp it 
the three firſt degrees, which is, of a priuate ſoldier, a 
Corporall,and a Sargeanr, whereby to his great commen- 
dation he may ſuthciently merit the ſway.of this office. 

Hauing folemnly receiued the/Enſigne of his Cap- 
taine, like a novle andexpert ſoidier, he onghr'carefully 
to keepe the ſame, and bearea certaine reuerent reſpect 
to it,zs to a holy thing, yea &to be icalous ouer the lafe- 
tic thereof; no leſſe than an amorous perſon ouer his lo- 
uving miſtreſle: ſince that onely with thefſacred ſhade of 
the Enligne, being well guided, the generall reputation 
of all the band and company is conſerued. 

"Therefore the' Alfeerws ought: to be endowed with 
ſuch cuſtome,and vie himſelfe with ſuch curteſie and ci- 
uilitie, that he may not only procure the loue of his con- 
tederates,and frieads,but of all the entire company, 

Betides,it is neceſ{arie to haue neere vnto him a couple 
ofaſhiſtints at rhe leaſt, that be praiſed and good ſol- 
diers, which may be of the number of the Halberdiers 
thar go next his Entigne, to the end that when he is con- 
ſtrained to abſent himſelfe from the ſame,through ſome 
vrgent and neceſlarie occaſion (tor otherwiſe it is not to 
be permitted) he- may c2uſe one of them rake care and 
charge of his Enſigne, in what accident ſocuer might 
fall out during that time : for that thing ought neuerto 
be left aioneor abandoned to a ſlender and looſe guard, 
which is of ſucha great importance, whereupon euery' 
mans honor and eſtimation dependeth ; wherefore it 
ought of all to be carefully kept,and well accompanied. 


Note that the Alfierws,to defend his Enligne and m_ 
| CLIC: 
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ſelfe at one inftant, muſt haue in his one hand his drawne 
ſfyord, and in the other the Enſigne: which thing is 
conuenient of him particularly to be performed, when it 
is time to aflault the enemies vpon a wall, I rench, Sca- 
lade, Bulwarke, Breach, or in any ſtrait paſlage or enter- 
priſc, {ince that with the point of yron of the Enſligne 
ſtaffe ſmall defence can be made, as well for the weaknes 
of the ſtaffe,as through the trouble and continuall wauc- 
ring of the {ilke which is about it, ſo that in bearing the 
fame diſplayed he ought rather to haue regard where he . 
ſhall ſer his foote, than to the top of the ttaffe , or any 
other place leſle neceſlarie, as well thereby to tite afleAa- 
tion, which in carying thereof is made manifeR, as alſo to 
condutt the ſame with more aſſured courage. 
Moreouer, note that the moſt honorable place of the 
thredeorranke is the right hand, and the ſecond the jeft 
band ; which degrees likewiſe be obſerued in all the 
rankes of other ſoldiers, aſwell as when diuers LE n{ignes 
| do march togither in one ranke : for amongſt the bands 
and ſquares of ſoldiers, the flanks do alwaies refiſt the 
afſaulrs and furie of the enemie as the {ides which be 
neereſt to them, be alwaies guarded of thoſe that be moſt 
practiſed, and the middle part not, only except the firſt 
and laſt ranke of the ordinance or battaile, where the 
middeſt is the place of greateſt eſtimation ; for the head 
or backe of the ſquare being aſlaulted, they then with- 
ſtand the greateſt turic. And by good*realon, for this 
place of the midſt is euer much more broken and endo- 
maged of the enemies armes and force, 'than any other 
part : wherefore amongſt expert and valiant ſoldiers, 
this roome is of greateſt honor, and of moſt eſtimation, 
as the place that hath greateſt neede ot defence, _ 
ing 
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being ſubie& to niore open and manifeſt perill than the } 
reſt be, is of greateſt dignitie. For Captaines are accuſto- 
med to ſhew notable and {ingular fauor to chat ſoldier, 
which they prefer to an enterpriſe of perill and danger, 
ſo that it be capable of iſſue and altogither deſperate. 

Neither is this to be accounted for a maruell; for as 
this profeſſion is altogither different from others,ſo like- 
wiſe the orders, and ceremonies are diuer{ly managed, 
it a man may terme thoſe things ceremonies, which ot ne- 
ceffitie ought with diligence to be gouerned with grear 
care,arte,and induſtry:It behoues the Alfreeris,while!t he 
doth march in ordinance amid(t the band, to go with a 
graue and ſtately pace, aduiſedly and couragioully ioy- 
ned with modeſtie, and without afteation or vaine bra- 
uery : neither ought he to bow or decline his body at any 
_ time to any perſon, that thereby he may repreſent and 
maintaine the reputation and excellencie of armes, and 
_ the Enligne betore his Prince, chiefe Ruler, Lord Gene- 
rall, Coronell,Captaine,Gouernor &c. As he paſleth be- 
fore them, he ought to abaſe the points and tip of the En- 
figne, or rather with his arme bow downeneere-hand all 
the ſtaffe of the Enligne, and ſo much more, by how 
much he is of greater dignitie and authoritie. In this ſort 
ſhall he make {igne of reuerence,and not pull oft his cap 
or hat, neither bend his knee, nor moue any one part of . 
his perſon, thereby to retaine that dignitie due to the = 
Enſigne and his rr” tha 

The 4lfierws being in ſquare, ranke,or ordinance, with 
the Enſigne difplaid , doth change (almoſt neuer) the 
' place where he is planted to march, which is in the midit 
of the footmen, as a place moſt ſafe and beſt defended. 
Therefore thoſe that otherwiſe would ve it, do gr 

N * their 
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their opinion vpon ſome ancient order ofthe Romanes 
or Grecians, wherein they are deceined, becauſe at this 
day we are conſtrained to varie our order, conſidering 
our armes be varied, which do now fetch and wound 
much more and further of, and are more piercing than 
thoſe of ancienttime. 

Neither is itexpedient to put this officer, which is of 
ſuch great reſpeR, alwaies in hazard, as well for the good 
qual:rie of his perſon, the which we mult alwates preſup- 
poſe him to be of, asallo for the office of great impor- 
tance he ſupplies, {ince he doth ſuſtaine the diſplaid En- 
{igne, wherein the reputation and honor of all the com- 
pany con{iits. Bur ar ſuch time as he ſhail march to a 
Scalade, breach and battery, the valiant Aifeers with his 


Enfigne in one hand, and his (word in another, as is be- 


fore ſaid, ought to enforce himſelte to be the firſt, and by 
all meanes to mount vp, to enter amongſt the enemies, 
and to aduance and inuite the reſt forward, both his infe- 
riors, companions, and betters: for in effe&ar ſuch times 
the particular guiding of the band appertaines to him. 
Now to the intent thar the ſoldiersat the inſtanttime of 
a dangerous enterpriſe, an4 in a 'comberſome and peril- 
lous rime and place,may be invited, and feruently fiirred 
vpto follow the Eniigne: He mult therefore vie ſuch- 
curteiie toall men, that inall hazards and great exploits, 
he being veloued of the ſoldiers,may be very much aided 
and detendcd by them ; whereas otherwiſe they do either 
{ufter open ignominie, or danger of death, when as they 
be either abandoned at the point of extremitie, or traite- 
rouſly {laine or wounded by their owne companions and 
followers, as at the aflaulr of Dalahani, and a skirmilh of 
brauery at Loaaipe, chanced vntotwo ſeucrall Enfigne-

bearers of the Baron of Sheveran, Coronel!l ouer ten En- 
ſignes of thot : therefore ſince he is the ſhadow ofthe 
valour and good condition of his Captaine and compa- 
nie,let him be carefull of his dutie. | 

The Enfigne-bearer may of his diſcretion and antho- 
ritie, eſpying the company trauaile,or follow enemies to 
their diſcommoditie and perill,loofing the winde, hill, or 
ground of aduantage, diſordering the aray,mny. itand till, 
and cauſe the drums and fifes to ſtand and ſound the re- 
treat, that the company may reſort and come to the En- 
ligne, and order the aray by the aduantage ofthe ground, 
rather than abide the comming of the enemie. | 

He ought alwaies to haue about him, and tolodge 
where he doth himſelfe, ſo many good drums, as there 
be hundreths in his band ; thacatall times he may make - 
Raccolte, and gather his ſoldiers togither, and for ſuch 
like neceſlarie reſpects. : 

He ought neuercraue licence to go to any enterpriſe 
wharſoeuer, for any deſire he hath to make himſelfe 
knowne, or to win fame, but ought to remaine ſtedfaſt 
and firme, when his turne of ſeruice comes, in reſpect of 
.. the great charge he doth catry in the manage of the 
Enſigne. 

Itis neceſlarie to haue a horſe for his owne vie, the 
which whileſt he marcheth ought to go neere the En- 
ſigne,whether he be in ſquare batraile or long march: for 
by taking his eaſe on horſebacke, he may keep himſelte 
continually luſtie and freſh,and therewithall may accom- 
modate his cariage, or baggage; as ſome ſoldiers may 
likewiſe do among the ordinatic cariage, prouided for 
by the Captaine. 


Note that the Enſigne which he receiued of his Cap- 
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taine, muſt by him be reſtored againe atſuch times as he 
is diſcharged out ofthe company ; if during the time of 
his ſernice, there hath not chanced a bartaile, aſſault, or 
other enterpriſe , wherein the Alfierws being preſent, 
hath made manifeſt apparance, that he hath merited 
and deſerued the ſame. Forin ſuch caſes it is to be vn- 
derſtood, that he hath wonne and gained the ſame, and 
not otherwiſe, vnlefle the Captaine of his free will doth 
give it him, which is a very ancient cuſtome, eſpeci- 
aily amongſt the [ralians. 

Ir is very requilite the 4lfrerus haue beſides his two 
Aſſiſtants, a valiantand couragious ſeruant, whois a pra- 
Riſed ſoldier, and not a nouice, or yoongling, as ſome 
very fondly and vnaduiſedly do entertaine now a-dayes, 
that continually being neere him, as well inthe maine 
ſquare batraile,or elſewhere, to ſecond him witha peece, 
pike, or target of proofe; and may haue in ſuch a one 
that entire faith and aſſured credit, thathe ſhould haue of 
a faithfull companion, whom he muſt not keepe, as an 
abiect ſeruant, bur he .ought to maintaine him, apparell 
him, and arme him with conuenient armes of defence ; 
for ſometimes it (hall tall out in the day ofg fought bar- 
taile ofa whole armie, that thoſe deputed Fruants may 
haue the cuſtodie of all the Enſignes in He maine ſquare 
battaile, and the Alfrerizs ofech compatſy, as men well ar- 
med be placed in the head of the battaile, or in ſome 0- 
ther principall or neceſlarie places, whichare to be gouer- 
ned and defended by pra&tiſed and valiant ſoldiers; as 
particularly fell ont at ſuch time as the Marqueſi of Vaſt, 
tought at Creſola in Lombardie againſt the Frenchmen, 
which tourney was loſt by the Emperialiſts,although thar 
day they fought valiantly ; and beſides in other enter- 
os priſes, 
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priſes, ſach men haue executed gallant ſeruice. 

He muſt alwates proutde a ſuthcient corps de guard 
about his Enligne, as well by day as night, in waar place 
ſoeuer he (hall be, although no ſuſpicion were to be had 
of the enenue, that thereby he may remaine ſafe from all * 
ſudden furpriſes,or vnprouided caſualcies, and the rather 
ro maintaine the honor and reputation due to the En- 
ſigne, whereby all finiſter inconuenience may be auoy- 
ded, and the maieftie and office of the ſame generally 
well reſpected ; eſpecially when time and place of fuſpe&t 
miniſters occalion. The A4lfeer:* muſt march to the 
guard, either armed with a Curaſe of proofe, or ſome 
other conuentent garment of defence, being ſtill ſecon- 
ded with his ſeruant,who isto carry either target,halberd, 
peece, or- pike, or ſuch weapon as he doth delight in, 
which at the (cat of the guard, taking his Eniigne in his 
hand, he muſt let reſt inthe keeping ot his ſergant, Nei- 
theris it requitite in going or marching,that he vnloſe and 
diſplay the Enligne, without ſome ſpeciall occa{ion, but 
ought co reſerue the aduancing, and dilplaying of the 
ſame art full, vntill he come in.the (ight of the Cheiftaine 
or Prince, or in the ſight of the enemie, or other places 
of: ſeruice. 

Ir is neceflarie his Enſigne haue certaine ſpeciall coun- 
eerſignes and markes, that it may eaſiiy be knowne of his 
ſouldiers, both neere hand and farre off, to the intent 
that in all exploits, and at vnknowne ſuddaines, his ſoui- 
diers may perfitly perceiue the ſame amongſt the other 
Enfignes, different from the reſt , wherein the Alfierus 
muſt v{e an exquiſite manage, that by his wiſe and va[o- 
rous actions without any other mans reiation , may be 


diſcerned his vertuous ations and forward proceedings, 
NY. which 
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which he onght to make apparant by ſame notable en- 
terpriſe. | 
The Alfierus muſt be a man of pood account, of a 
good race, honeſtand vertuous, braue in apparell, there- 
by to honour his office, and continually armegdas well 
when no perillis feared, as in time of danger, to giue ex- 
ample tothercſt of rhe ſouldiers not to thinke their ar- 
mour burthenous, but by viſe to make it as familiarto him 
_ as his skinne. Finally, he muſt be a man skilfull , bardy, 
and couragious, of able courage to aduance and beare 
 vptheEnlſignein all extremities, ſecret, {ilent, and zea- 
lous, able often to comfort, animate and encourage 
 thecompany to take in hand, & maintaine ſuch extremi- 
. ties, & enterpriſes, as they areappointed vnto, and neuer 
to retire, but when of noble policie, the higher Officers 
commaund the ſame. Vnto this Officer there thould be 
certaine ceremonies vſed in deliuery of the Enligne , re- 
eciuing it by oath in the preſence of his band , at which 
time h2muſt make vow and profeſle the ſame rather to 
be his winding ſheete, and therein to lofe bis life , rhen 
through his default to loſe the ſame : whereunto euery 
priuate ſouldier ſhould likewiſe be ſworne, as among the 
Romanes it was vied, when he was notaccounted a ſoul- 
dier, butatheefe, orrobber, till hee had taken his oath. 
And therefore their watre was called Militia Sacrata.

- T Hat perſon vpon whom any charge doth depend, _ 
IJ and doth deſeruedly manage any aſfaire , mult 
frame himſelfe to vie due diligence, and with dexteritie 
ſuffer ſuch tedious toile, as in theſe ſerious affaires ſuc- 
ceed, {ince that charge (as I haue already ſaid) fignifierh 
nothing elſe buta burthen of affaires. | 
Therefore thata ſouldier may deſeruedly mountvp to. 
this degree of worthy honour and martiail dignitie, he 
muſt vie all circumſpe& care to performe his office like 
anexpert Lieutenant, that che company be welt gouern- 
ed, which he muſt accompliſh with a Growd and wil- 
ling minde.( though of dutie hee is bound to performe 
the ſame) aſwell ro content the minde of his Captaine, 
as to angment his owne honourand reputation. He muſt 
neuer appropriate vnto hiraſclte any one point of autho- 
ritie, but diligently diſcipher and vnderltand allthings, 
and makerelation thereof to his Captaine, of whom it is 
neceſſarie he take all his commiſſions and dire&tions. His 
partis to giue willingly and readily counſell and aduiſe 
to his Capraine, as often as he is demanded, and other- 
wiſe neuer, vnleſle he ſee that the ſame may doe maniteſt 
good, or in cale of preſent perill. 

The Lieutenant ought to carie with him a diligent care 
of concord, for thar particularly the pacification of dif- 
cords and difference amongſt the ſouldiers of his com- 
pany, appertaines vnto him,which muſt be done without 
choler or paſſion, and mult till handle them very indifte- 
_ rently 
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rently and curteouſly. For his indifferencie, beſides the 
gaining of him truſtie credite, doth make ealie the deſci- 
ding of any difference or diſagreement, and is one point 
which of neceffity. is moſt conuenient to an honourable 
Peace-maker, altnough it be a-very difficile thing to pro- 
cure peace in points of honour, ſpecially amongſt ſoul- 
dicrs that ſtand much vpon their pan&os, and tor that 
reſpect is it very hardto vie a iuſt balance. Therefore in 
ſuch caſes it is moft requilite that euery one of thein- 
tereſled, ſhew at the full his entire cauſe, the which is a 
thing not vulgar, neither of ſmall importance. And al- 
chough thePacifier ought neuer to hang more vpon the 
one {ide then the other, yetit is. conuenient he haue ſome 
{ſmall reſpe&to him that is wronged againſt reaſon, ra- 
ther then to him that is the vnlawtull worker of the inu- 
rie. But if he finde any difficultie in reſoluing theſe dif 
ferences, let him conferre with the Captaine, to the end 
that he, who is knowne to be the occalion, and will not 
agree to an honeſt end, may be immediately diſcharged : 
but if it berhought good that he remaine to ſeruea time, 
forthe execution of ſome ſpeciall enterpriſe, then the 
word both of the oneand the other ought to be taken, 
vnrill the ſame be performed or the pay paſt, and then 
may diſcharge him, as is ſaid, to ſhuna greaterſcandale: 
for to enter into vnquiet quarrelling and diſcord, one e- 
- quallwith an other, and with one that receiues the like 
{tipend, is notthe part and qualitie of a ſubie& Souldier, | 
bur of a free careleſſe Cutter, and band-Buckler, and of 
an infolent and importunate perſon, whoſe naturedoth 
argue in him that his doings tend to an otherend, then to 
become excellent in the honourable exerciſe of armes. 
Putthe caſe that one ofthem ſhould valiantly -_— 
the 
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the other, yet vnto the Captaine doth ariſeno otherthen + - 


want, lofle, and euill fatistation : for when firſt hee did 
 receiue them into his ſeruice , hee did pceſume that they 
were both of them equally ro be eſteemed, men of good 
credite and behauiour , and that for ſuch they were con- 
duRed and receiued ſtipend. So that quarre!ling and kil- 
ling onethe other, as otien it falls out in reſolute perſons, 
or putting him toa dithonour or open toile+ ſuch a one - 
doth not onely depriue the Captaine of a Souldicr , but 
alſo of himlelte likewiſe : for the law of reaſon doth 
binde the Captaine not to maintaine an importunare per: 
ſon, a maleta&tour, and an homicide, in one band no lefl: 
thena well ordered citie : Coniidering it is requiſite and 
conuenient his Souldiers , rather then to imploy them- 
{clues in ſuch quarrels, ſhould indeauourand aduenture 
their bodies to ouerthrow and kijl the enemie, thereby to 
procure his owne proper praiſeand peculiar profite. Al-. 
waies prouided, that the occalion of the warres be con- 
cluded and publilhed to be lawtull and honeſt, which 
eaſily in this reſpe& doth remoue all difculties, whilſt a 
man doth place himſelte in the {cruice of a Prince that is 
religious, prudent, and iuſt, and thar haue expreſle and 
lawfull power to leuigarmes , and not with thoſe which 
are of ſmall authoricie, or tiranous Vſurpers of other 
mens ſtates, and wicked bloud ſuckers. 

Theretore wnen the Licurtenant cannot by his owne 
dealings ſupply theſe wants, or pacthe and ac-ord them, 
in ſuch cauſes he may remit the care thereo! vnto his Su- 
periour and Captaine. And thus let him haue ſpecial 
care that by his meanes no quarreis do grow, neirt.er that 
heſufterany ta&tion cr giſcention, to rake deepe rote, 
tor-feare of banding and murinies. Fo 

| ®, He 
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{-  Heoughttohaue ſpeciall reſpe& that the Corporals 
and Sergeants be able duly to execure their othce with 
du- diligence forthe better performance of ſeruice , and 
perſonally aidethemin ſetting the watch. 

Lixewiſe, to the intent thar the. _—_— not 
ignorantly, or taile in any one point of his office : it be- 
heues the Lieutenantin many particular points to aide 
him, both in reſpe& of his owne credite, and for the 
generall benefit of the whole band: as in vſing diners di- 
re&ions, diſciplines, inuentions, putting the band in or- 
der, ranke, {quare, inaccompanying them to the watch, 
and in executing ſuch like enterpriſes which commonly 
are to be performed, 

So ought he likewiſe to delight himſelfe extraordinari- 
| ly ( belides the other neceſſary parts of his office ) in 
taking view of the Corps de gard, and the Sentinels of 
his proper company,to the intent they may remains con- 
tinually vigilant and ready, and each mans duty dueiy 
executed, the martiall lawes read and examined, anda 
ſolemne lilence generally maintained. 

He muſt obſeruegrear affabilitie and fraternitie with 
the Alherus, and friendly conſult with him ( ſpecially if 
the Lieutenant doth nor manage b6th the one and the.g- 
ther office, asthe Spaniards and other nations doe vſe,. 
and might very well be vicd of vs, if the Gencerall or Co- 
ronell thinke good, both tor auoiding of emulation and 
charge of pay) but if they be two particular Officers,and 
beate diſtin& ſway in the band, then ler the Lieucenant 
be very carefull (as hethar is the chiete ) to auoide all 
ſtomaking and ſtrite that might ariſe betwixt him and the 
Alfterus, for thereby oftentimes great ſcandales haue 
falne out, and thediuilion ofthe company, athing aboue 


all 
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all other to. be carefully foreſeene and ſhunned, Hee 
oughtto vie a gratious geſture, and a curteous entertain- 
' ment to all his ſouldiers , countenance euery one ioyful- 
ly, and ſolicite their cauſes carefully towards the Cap- 
raine and the other Officers, as the Treaſurers , Pay- 
maſters, Commillaries and ſuch like , yet ener by the 
Captaines conſent, yeaand to the Captaine himſzlte, by 
whole friendly fauour inferiour Othcers may be relieued 
for their pay or other wants. Beſides he ought to giue or- 
der and direction toall the company, diuidingand diftri- 
buting the ſquadres indiffterently and diſcretly, to the 
intent the Corporalsand other Officers may be obeyed, 
and thateach enterpriſe may be performed without re- 
ply or contradi&ion. 

It is neceſſarie that he put in euery Squadrean equall 
| number of euery ſort of armes, and that each weapon be 
ſorted inareadineſle, to the intent thatin what place and 
time ſocuer occaſion doth require, euery one of them 
may to his great aduantage, proceedand front the inua- 
ding enemie with a forceable (trength. | 

Likewiſe it is good ſometimes not to ſuffer a ſquadre 
or rathera whole Corps de gard to conlift of ſouldiers 
all of one Countrey and nation, but ought rather to bee 
artificially mixed, and to ſeparate them, thereby to auoid 
x #49 generalitie of tations, which by reaſon of 
their being together may the rather ariſe amongſt con- 
ſorts of one natiue Countrie, and that more commo- 
diouſly then if they were ſeparated. 

The Captaine being abſent , the Lieutenant poſſeferh 
the principall and chiefe place, and ought to be obeyed 
as Captaine. Neuertheleſle in his preſence, it is requilite 
he vic a certaine brotherly friend{hip and familiaritie to- 
O 2 _ wards 
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wards all, yet that notwithſtanding, he muſt proceede in 
all things with ſuch modeſtie and grauity, as he may re- 
taine ſuch authoritie and reputation, as the office he doth 
hold, doth moſt worthily inueſt him withall, . 

There ought to be in him a reaſonable good knowledge 
and facilitie in exprefſing his conceit and meaning ſen(1- 
bly, thar the ſouldiers may vnderſtand whar they haue to 
doe, to the intent he may the more ealily imprint in the 
hearts and mindes of his Souldiers all ſuch things as hee 
derermines.and that be neceſlarie forthe better ſeruice of 
his Prince, and the benefic of his Countrey and com- 
pany, whereunto hee ought to apply himſeife with all 
poſſible diligence, {incethar of the Prince he is liberally 
paid, hath his being of his Countrey, and is diligently 
obeyed of his Band, where he {waies his preſent office 
and charge , which is truely of great credit and nolefle 
commoditie. | 

Let him prouide himſelfe of a horſe to beare him , to 
theinrenr he may beliſfty and treſh in all enterpriſes, and 
that he may continvally take the view and diligently ſur- 
ney the order which they are to keepe in marching, or in 

- making Alta, and ar all other times belides in whaten- 

terpriſe foeuct. | 

- Hemufttake order that his baggage or carriage, which 
ought to be as little as may be ( which rulethe common ' 
Souldiers onght likewiſe obſerue) be borne and conuaide 
amongſt che commaqn cariage, which the. Captaine hath 
ordained and prouided for the vſe of the whole band. 

He muſttaxediligent tire to the redeeming of-preſt or 
lent money, which the Captaine ſhall make according to 
occiltan or heede amonglt the company, and to diftri- 
-bute the ſame cdnuchiently amongſt the Souldiers, and 
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thereof to render and. yeeld good account tothe Cap- 
taine, by doing whereof he {hall pleaſure the Souldiers 
much, in which time of pay, he hath very good oportu- 
nitie to put the Souldiers in minde, and to teach them to 
proceed in well doing, and to deliit tromeuill. 

It appertaines generally to eyery Lieutenant of a. band 
to be of great experience and ripenellg of ſeruice, whoſe 
authoritie in the abſence of the Captaine_(_as partly I 
touched before) extendeth to.examine,trie,reforme, cor- 
re&, and amend any, oftence committed within the band, 
and alſo day and, night to bring the;company with the 
Enſigneto the place of afſembly , there in order traine 
and exerciſe the ſame, as to the neceſſity of ſeruice doth 
appertaine,and being commanded by the. higher powers 
to march towards the enemie, muſt encounter and fighr 
with them, as if the Capraine were in preſence, who vypon 
impediment, muſt ſometimes be abſent. ' 

Finally , ir appertaines to the Lieutenant to watch, 
. ward, approach, condu&t, aduance againſt the enemies, 
and to encounter, animate, comfort ,. and alſo to encou- 
rage the company by word and deed as need ſerueth : to 
retire continually maintaining skirmiſh, vntillhe haue re- 
couered ſome place of ſafegard.

The office and dutie that appertaines to Lanze-ſpeLzate , Vo+ 
luntarie Lieutenants., the Gentlemen of 4 Bapd,, or Ca: 
walliers of $. Georges ſquadrons. . 

He ſundry degrees. whereunto valiant Souldicrs 

: A. with aſpiring mindes —_ toaſcend, tor that _

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be many,and for that thoſe which haue attained and ſer- 
ued in thoſe roomes and other great offices, by diuers (i- 


niſtzr meanes and accidents, be now and then difleuered 
and made fruſtrate from their charge, as experience hath 


made many times apparant, who yet neuertheleſſe being 


naturally defirousto continue in {eruice, and perchance 
through torraine necefſitie are driven to remaine in pay, 
in attending further preferment : Therefore this place 


was firſt invented for ſuch perſons, as a ſpeciall ſeat - 


wherein the flower of warlike ſoldiers do (ir, likea greene 
Lawrell garland thar doth environ the martia!l head of a 
mighty Armie, whoſe order for warlike force or fame, 
giues not place tothe Grecian Phalanges, the chiefeſt of 
the Romane Legions, orto the knightly conſtitution or 


couragious enterpriſes of thoſe of Arthurs round table;., 


For there neither hath bin, nor can be found any place 
of honor or reputation, as to bea Gentleman of a Band, 
whether we ſerue for pleaſure or for profit, or haue attai- 
ned thereunto by merit : or whether we haue bin Corpo- 
rall, Sargeant, Alfierus, or Lieutenant, wherein Captaines 
ſomerimesdo plant themfelues, ſpecially in the Colonels 


Squadre, and temporiſe the time, vntill preferment doe 


fall: for thereby their former reputation is nothing dif- 
graced,nor their charge had,in or of any other company, 
nothing derogated : Conſidering that thoſe in thele 
Squadrons, either are or ought to be ſoldiers of ſuch po- 
licle and pertit experience, that they be capable of any 
office vnder the degree of a Colonell, and may ſupply 
| any of thoſe foreſaid offices, or performe any other en- 
terpriſe of great importance commanded by the Cap- 
taine,Colonell,or Generall. | ; 

And for that many youths of noble parentage, and 
F | o | Gentlemen 
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Gentlemen of ancient houſes doe likewiſe follow the 
warres, I would that vpon due tryall of their merit, they 
ſhould enter into theſe Squadrons, which the Prince or 
Generall is to confirme, and make a diſtin& order of va- 
liant aduentrous ſoldiers, and call them Caualliers of 
F. Georges Squadrons, or ſome ſuch other.title ; arwhoſe 
entrance thereinto, they ſhall take a ſolemne oath apper- 
rayning to their order, and their Corporal! ſhall 11veſt 
them with ſome Bandroll, Medall or Scarte, whereupon 
is pourtrayed S. George his armes, which they mult be 
bound to weare openly at all times, and inall places, en- 
terpriſes, skirmiſhes,batrailes,and afſaulrs. Ido not put 
this title for a generall rule, bur only as an example for 
inſtance,thetitle may be as authoritie (hall. thinke fit. 

It is requilite that a {ingular good ſoldier, being the 
Gentleman ofa band,and Cauallier of S. George his {qua- 
dron, if he meane to gaine the grace and fauour of his 
| Captaineand Colonell, that not onely he be lufhciently 
_ valiantand wiſe, as of necefhrie is required at his hands : 
but it is alſo conuenienrt for him to be reaſonable well 
horſed, and to haue in ſtore all ſorts of armes, as a Hal- 
berd, Harquebuſe for the match or fire-locke, Armour 
and Target of proofe, his Lanceand cale of Piſtolers, 
his Pike, kis Pertifan or Epien to go the Round witha]l, 
that he may both day and night varie and change his 
armes at the offer ot all enterprites, and as change of fer- 
uice doth call hun :orth. 

He mutt alwaies of nece{litie haue more than one ſer- 
uant, and ought to apparell him in gallant order : theſe 
are to be ncere his elbow to follow him with his armes. 
He ought alwaies to lodge himſelfe as neereas is potlible, 
to the lodging of his Colonell or Caprtaine, to the intenr 
that 


that cither armed, or without armes, he may alwayes,ac- 


cording as the cauſe doth require, be abour his perſea, 


either on horſeback or on foot; forthat the principall 
cuard of this {ingular perſonage, that is to ſay,the Colo- 
nell or Captaine,doth conliſt in the diligence and cuftody 
of the Caualliers:of 8. George his ſquadrons : for ſo I 
wi!l be bold to call them,though the tile be to be varied. 
Theſe things notwithſtanding, day and night when it fals 
to his lot, or that he ſhall be commanded by his Corpo- 
rall to watch,he muſt diſpoſe himſelfeto be able to make 
particular guard, and thar after a moſt exquiſite order : 
wherein he muſt haue ſpeciall care (without making retfu- 
fail ar any time) to performe that which {hall be appoin- 
ted him by his Corporall,or by any otter that ſhall com- 
mand in the name of his Colonell or Capraine. His ofce 
in time of watch, tor the moſt part, conliſts in going the 
Round, ſearching the watch, keeping good order in the 


Corps of Guard, in being a Coadiutor to the officer that = 


guides the company, or rules the watch, and is for the 


molt part exempted from ſtanding Sentinell, and ſuch | 


like duties of a common ſoldier, vnlefle great neceſhtie 
or ſpecial ſernice conſtraine. It apperraines to him to 
haue good experience in going the Round, that in per- 
forming the ſame, he may diſcreetly gouernein the ouer- 
ttht ot the watch, calied the Sopragrarara : for in this 
' point doth very much conliſt the prouident good order 
and formethar is te be obſerued, in avoyding the ſtrata- 
gems, ſurpriſes, ſallies,and deceits of the enemie. Ap- 
proching neere to the Sentinell, he muſt giue eye and di- 
ltgent regard in what order and forthe doth finde him 
_ vigilant, how ready he is in.demanding and taking the 
word, and after comming neerer him, he muſt examine

all that hath paſſed or fallen out whileſt he hath bin in 


Sentinel], and the order he doth obſerue, and what hath 


bin appointed him to doe : the which it it be goud he 
muſt confirme, and when he doth tinde it to be other- 
wiſe, he mult reherſe and refer the ſame tothe Corpo- 
rall of the Sentinell, that he may vſe diligent redreſſe. 

Arriuing in any Corps de guard, he mult aboue all 
things aduertiſe them, that they alwaies keepe fire light 
for the neceſlarie commoditie of the Harquebulters, and 
for light in the night, taking order with the ſoldiers that 
they and their armes may remaine in a forcible readines: 
through which his good inſtruction, there may grow to 
be no want, and ſo conſequent]y he muſt in like caſes 
proceed with like prouident diligence. 

Afﬀeer this he muſt with great coniideration and mo- 


deſtie, examine euery particular thing, carrying a minde 
' with himſelfe to continue and increaſe the ſame from 


better to better, and both in himſelfe and to them vie ne- 
ceſlarie aduertiſements, and in ſuch ſort ſhall he paſle 
through all the Corps de guards,and Sentinels. 

If it chance him to incounter another Sopraguaraija or 
Round, to ſhun the occaſion of dangerous difference, 
which ſometimes is accuſtomed to follow : or for po- 
licie, in fearing to giue the watch-word to him that pnr- 


| 'polely comes to rob the ſame, that comming from the 


enemy ſecretly, counterfeits the Sentinel, or by ſome” * 
other praiſe, as it ſometimes hath cauſed damage to 
the grieuous loſle and totall preiudice of the Armie : to 
preuent ſuch inconuenience, let that Sopraguardie which 
ſhall be neereſt to the next adioyning Sentinell, turne 
backe, giving the word after a due accuſtomed fort vnto 
the ſaid Sentinell, to the intent the foreſaid Sopraguardia 

oo | P may 
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may dothe like, and when they are of accord, every one 
may follow his ownepath; bur if otherwife they doe 
diſagree, the deceit remaines diſcovered, not only in that 
eounterfeir Reun }, but alſo in the fained Sentinel], 
whom the Sopraguardia muſtexamine, and demand at his 
hand ſome ſpecia!l counteriigne or double word, that 


thereby he may know him for an aſſured friend, or finde 


him an enemy or negligent perſon, the which of all men 
is very well knowne to merit ſharpe and extreame cha- 
ſiſement, which at no time, ſo neere as is poſhble,is to be 
omitted. 

' This formerrule is tobe obſcrued of thoſe ſoldiers 
that be of one ſelfe nation : bur when the Rounds or 
Sopraguards be many and of ſundry Nations, and the 
Corps of guards likewiſe ; then the Sopraguard com- 
ming intoaquarter that is ſtranger vnto him, is bound to 
give the word tothe Sopraguard of that nation, and of 
that quarter ; ſo that by ſuch meanes as well the ſuſpition 
of deceit, as the occaſion of diſcord {hall end. 


And if in caſe the ſaid ordinarte Round or Sopra-' 


guard,do incounterin their owne quarter,with the extra- 
ordinary, thoſe that be ordinary ſhall indeuour them- 
ſelues to take the word of thoſe that be extraordinarie: 
for ſo it is conueniEnt, and moſt conformable to that or- 
der before-ſaid, wherein I haue ſer downe what is neceſ(- 
farie for a-Sopraguard or Round to do ina ſtrange quar- 
ter. And for that itis requiſite, as I haue already touch- 
ed, that the Caualliers be alwaies about rheperſon of his 
_ Chiefe Captaine, . withouteither being bound' to. Stan- 

derd, Guidon, or other Enſigne whatſoever, he muſt in- 
deuour himſelfe, when any enterpriſe or warlike affaires 
1 committed to his charge, to' be apt and ready to vie 


practiſed: 
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praCtiſed experience in direRing and guiding a skirmiſh, 
in taking the view of a battery , in diſcouering of the 
- enemy, in marching or making Alta, in Paſla pardein the 
valiant repulſe of a ſodaine inuading enemie by Bawl er 
_ bathe, in taking view of the (ituation of a place, in gui- - 
ding a Roade,or troupe of horſemen,in giuing alarme to 
the enemie, in plucking aduertiſements fromthe enemy, 
in placing Imbaſcades, in giuing Canvaſadoes, and to 
know very well how to execute with ſoutd iudgement 
theſe and ſuch like important affaires, the which tor the 
moft part appertaine to the Caualliers of this Squadron 
ro performe. As likewiſe it hath bin the cuſtome to gine 
them the charge for to plant Gabzores for the defence of 
the Arrillery, to batter and endomage the walles, the 
trenches,the lodgings,and the enemies Squadrons. 

Let him remember when he hath bin at any exploit, to 
bring backe againe into his quarter,thoſe ſoldiers he hath 
led forth to any enterpriſe,vnited and in ranke, marching 
togither behind him, and neuer ſuffer them to returne 
dilbanded one by one out of order, which is an occalion 
of great confulion,and brings but ſmall reputation to the 
Captaine and conduttor of them. 

Moreouer, itis very neceſlarie he know how to make a 
roade and deſtroy the enemies country ; the which like- 
wiſe doth oftentimes appertaine to himto performe: in 
which exploit he muſt beware aboue all things, that no 
ſoldier in thoſe enterpriſes diſperſe or dilband them- 
ſclues, but with an aſſured good order, for the moſt part 
conformable to my following diſcourſe, wherein I ſet 
downe dire&ions, how to condud ſoldiers to the skir- 
miſh : and particularly where I declare that he ought 
to keepe and maintaine for his _— the ſtrongeſt _ 
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* _ of ſituation, wherein he muſtskirmiſh ; for chat com- 

- monly ſoldiers being in diſorder, wearied and laden with 
ſpoile, may becaſily pur to flight, broken and oppreſled 
of the enemies, vnleſſe they be ſeconded or thaded by 

- ſome forceable fuccour. | 

I ſuppoſe it likewiſe moſt neceſlarie, thar he indeuour 

: himſelte to be aptand ſufficientar all times,and in all pla- 
ces to lollicite and negotiate forhis Prince or Chiettaine, 
any cauſe of what weight or moment ſocuer,conlidering 
that moſt men are not tit to attempr the performance ot 
ſuch doubtfull and difficile cauſes: for although many 
make great eſtimation of themſelues, and preſume much 
by their daily reading and Theoricke of thoſe weighty 
atfaires, yer do they want and come far ſhort of that 
bold and ready practiſe, which plainely appeares,that the 
wotthy profetiors of Armes poſſ:iſe; and ſpecially in 
the preſence of great Princes, whoſe maieſtic and reue- 
rence for the moſt part, doth make cold and bring out of 
countenance the hotteſt & moſt reſolute derermunation : 
as Demoſthenes betore Philip of Macedone made apparent, 
when he was not able to pronounce three words of a 
long premedicated Oration,in behalfe of the Atheatars. 

This worthy Gentleman of a band, this Cauallier of 
S, Georges iquadre, and likewiſe all other profefors ot 
Warike armes, ought to carry in minde, thatof him and 
his equals the exerciſe of Armes is to be a pplicd, and di- 
ligenely, to practiſe the ſame, to the intent he be not for 
want of knowledge deſpiſed of others; and not igno- 
rantly to deſpiſe them that deſerue due commendarions, 
but racherto carry and vſe the countenance of authoritie 
tothoſe perſons that merit not to beare ſway and go- 
uernment, than towards forward ſoldiers: Yet for all 
| that 
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that towards the reſt in ſome other reſpe&s, he oughtto - 
gratifie them and-helpe them to his power , and ſo cour- 
tcouſly winne the goodwils and freindly fauour of all 
 fouldiers his equals,to inſtru and courteoully roadmo- 
- niſh euery Souldier priuately and apart,what appertaines 
to his dutie. T his Caualliere muſt be ablealſo to traine 
fouldiers, to make them march in orderly proportions, to 
caſt them in tinges, eſles, ſnailes, hearles, ſquadres, to re- 
ceiueand giue charge , to faine skirmiſhes, onſers , re- 
traites, and how to order any number of ſouldiers, from | 
a hundreth to fiue hundreth, for ſo many may be in a 
Band, and vnder one Enfigne, as the SwiFers and Ger- 
nanes yer vie at this day, and as in former ages our 
Countrimen haue vied, which in ſome reſpe&s may paſlle 
withoutreprehenlion. If a — be c iſpoſed to haue 
ſo many vnderhis Enſigne, when heis notableto bring 
the number vnto a whole Colloniſhip, rogethet with the 
knowledge of the orderhow to traine,he muſt indeauour 
himſelfe to be perfit in drawing platformes, in the Ma- 
thematikes, in the martiall Lawes,in belteging oftownes, 
barreries, mines, aid each thing elſe belonging to mar- 
tiall diſcipline. 

Let this worthy Cauallier of Saint Georges ſquadre 
haue then before his eyes ſuch like precepts, and manage 
of marrtiall afaires, that he may encreaſchis owne credit, 
winne his countrey fame, fauour of his Prince, and ho- 
nour of his houſe and friends, rather then for the regard 
of riches, ſtately houſes, liuings, and ſuch like, but rather 
preferre prudent policie, courage, valour and approued. 
experience before ſuch baſe benefits, whereby hee may 
attaine to the Lawrell crowne, wherewith diuers mighty 
Conquerors haue their heads adorned : that hee may ve

an example to the reproach of ſuch as lewdly. ſpend 
their daiesin idleneſle, prodigalitie, luſt and obloquie.

| hands, vnder whoſe condu& it any quaile through rafh- . 
nefle or want of knowledge , he is bound to render ac- 
count before God : and thereforc he ought to be of no- 
table capacitie , experience, and exemplarin all his aQi- 
ons and enterpriſes, ſince it is a generall note that the 
eyes of all thoſe that be ſubies, be turned towards their 
principall head and chiefe, in whom as it were in aglaſle, 
they retaine an aſſured hope to behold moſt ready rules 
and perfitexamples, whereby they may guide and go- 

uerne themnſelues. wo 
In this particular charge of a Captaine, the qualitie of 
his Officers, make almoft a manifeſt {ſhew of his valour 
and experience : Therefore like an old andexpert Soul- 
dier, as onethat hath paſt through all thoſe degrees and 
offices ſet downe in my two former bookes, hemuſt vic 
acircumſpe& carein leuying and making choiſe of his 
company, that is, to make cle&ion of a politike and pra- 
Aiſed Licutenant, of a conragious Alfierus, of a carefull 
Sergeant, of gallant and valiant Caualliers of his ſquadre, 
of valiant Corporals, ofa diligent Chancellour, Secreta- 
| by (on 
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rie, or Clarke of the Band, of a faithfull Furrier or Har- - 
binger, being of good iudgementand conlideration,and 
of a Surgion prouided of all things neceſlarie to miniſter 
according to his arte. But aboue all things let him pro- 
uide to retaine in his Band a Preacher, or ſuch a perſon 
which may take care'to miniſter the Communion to the 
Souldiers, and fpecially ro roote obedience in their 
hearts : who likewiſe enery day may celebrate diuine ſer- 
uice, which even fromthe beginning hath b2ene vſed of 
the Church. And finally muſt hane for every hundrech 
apraQtiſed Drummer of good vnderſtanding. 
Whenhe hath:gathered and vnited his:-companie, the 
whole Band being preſent, his Miniſter muſt deuoutly 
read certaine praters, andafterward the Enſigne ſhall be 
_ publikelyplaced in thehands, and'recommended tothe 
cuſtodieof the Alfierus, and as in ry former diſcourſe 
ofthis point, command himtohaueas much care there- 
oh, asof his proper life, honour and credite, which hee 
ouphr couragiouſly to aduanceand diſplay to prefer his 
party fm4-rightfull quarrell , according to my: ſpeech 
where I'ſet dewnehisduty. This done hemuſt priuate- 
Iy makeeleRtion amongſt his chiefeftSonldiers of loma- 
ny Caualiiers'or Lancia Spezzata, that isto ſay, Gentle- 
meref his Band; as may amount tothenumber of two 
outof cuery ſquadre. Some nationsvie' 50. to a ſqua- 
dre,as the Suitzers and Germaines, ſome others lefle, ac- 
cording to their diſcretion : but in my opinion 25.'is a 
more conuenient number, both: fortharthe Corporall 
may the: more: often and-with- preater diligent care in- 
'ftru& and ſeeto his charge, then if they were yo. Beſides 
25: ſouldiers diuided into/5. rankes:makes ainfi{quare, 


ſothatby cheſameaccount 300. may containe 12, _ 
&Sz 
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dres, and euery one haue a Corporall of the fame num- 
ber : whereof 10. Corporalls haue. the kading of mixer 
weapons, the 11. charge ouer the Halberdiers, and the 
12. to conſiſt of Gentlemen, old and expert Souldiers, 
amongſt whom the targers ofproofe ought tobe in num- 
ber. The Captaineatthe ſame time, when he appoints 
his Enſigne, muſt likewiſe ſolemnly. conſtituteand con- 
firme a Corporall ouer the Caualliers of his ſquadre, 
which he may entitle of Saint George, and enroll their 
names by this title, the Goiparatl and Cayalliers of 


of S. George his {quadre. He may. inueſt and beſtow -

on the Corporall a ſcare of red and white farſnet, an 

Medall or tewell of gold or {tJuer double gilt, wherein 
 theportrature of S. George is lively wrought, to hang a- 
bout his necke,athis ſcarfe or otherwiſe + and moreouer 
to him and all the reft of the ſquadre he may gine alittle 
Phane orPenonof filke vpon a wire, whereot the Crofle 
muſt beof red, andthereſt of the ſquare white, the other 
part of the ſarſenet' of the Captaines coulors, or with 
what words, ordeuile therein ſhall pleaſe him beſt : They 
muſt wearethis behind , either vpon their burganets , or 


vpon their hats if they will in a plume of red and white. 


feathers, ſpecially inall enterpriſes and warlike attempts: 
| Belidesthis vpontheircaſſockes or mandillions towards 
their right breſt a red croſle of veluet, ſatten or ſcarler, 
mmbrothered'oor comely ſtitched, that they may appeare 
manifeſtly and be knowne from the reſt of the Souldiers, 
like worthy Guidesand Leaders, whoſe courage and va- 
bor may incite others. to aſcend to their dignitie and 
Ce... WY ; 0: . 

Fey muſt ſolemnly promiſe, vow and ſweare totheir 
poſlibilitic, notonely to bethe firſt to forcethebreacliof 
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abattered towne, trench, ot fortreſſe,to giue the firſt cou- 
ragious onſet ypon the maine batraile, or the enemies 
ſquadrons, to peircea paſlage, and gallantly, guide the 
Souldiers to the skirmith, to ſuddaine (allies, ſurpriſes, 
eſcalados, canuaſados, and ſuch like, buralſoto oblerue, 
maintaine, and inſtru&the ignorant in all milicarie dire- 
| Qions, obſcruations, and martiall lawes of the field. 

In reſpe& hereof thoſe that be Caualliers and Gentle. 
men of this {quadre,, mult be intertained wichaſlipend 
and greater pay then the common Souldier , and with 0- 
ther notable ſignes of manifeſt difference, by reaſon 
they either are of oughtto be rhe beſt and moſt praQiſed 
Souldiers in his whole band : for this word Lancia ſpez- 
zata amongſt the 7taliaxs, is of no other {ignification, 
thena tried experience in the warres. To which Caual- : 
liers he may freely and faithfully with great confidence 
and truſt, commit the charge of any ofiien in his compa- 
ne tharis vacant, or the performanceof any otherenter- 
prile or accident, and may if he will tearmethem extra- 
ordinary Lieutenants, which he muſt alwaies haue about 
him vpon any ſodaine to execute his commandemeat, 
and ſupply other offices when time {hall ſerve. 

A ine ought to haue ſpeciall and particular 
knowledge of all thoſe things that appertaine to the of- 
fice of a GC —_ and the office of an Alfierus, which 
if he thinke good he may linke both in one,, for amongſt 
divers nations nowa dates, one man commonly ſupplies 
both their offices. 

The officeand dutie of the Sergeants of the Caual- 
liers of S. Georges ſquadre, whom he muſt eſteeme as ex- 
traordinarie Lieutenants of the Corporals, Clarke of the 
Band, Harbinger, Drummes and Fites : and finally, the 
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dutie of euery particular and common Souldier, that 
he may preſently redrefle any thing amitffe, and vpon 
any new accident to inſtru chem either in marching, 
encamping, or fighting, ſo that he may be able tocom- 
mand them, according as time, place, and reaſon doth 
require, without contradiionor appointing that to be 
done of one Officer, which ought to be done of an o- 
ther : or that he doth command them to doe things nor 
conuenient, and much leflethat which is nor Jawtull or 
not honourable. W hich order of proceeding doth ve- 
ry much diſpleaſe and bring men ot warre in miſlike of 
uch vndire& dealings. Since the principall point and 
praQiſe whereunto their exerciſe in armes doth tend, is 
to attaine reputation, honour, and credite , he muſt con- 
_ tinually court his Collonell and Cheiftaine, forcing him- 
ſelfe to be one of the firſt that doth ſalute himin the mor- ' 
ning, and of the laſt fo depart from him in theeuening, 
that thereby hee may be ſufficiently inſtrued and in- 
formed in euery particular a&t and prattiſe, which is to 


be pur in execution, touching the performance of any I 


enterpriſe or warlike a&t, ſince that in thoſe caſes a wary 
man may befttake hold of occalion , whereof he ought 
to make trial! in time of warre, the which heis likewiſe to 
accompliſh, afwell for the ſeruice of his cheife and 
Prince, as alfo for his owne fatisfation , and the honour, 
benefit, and reputation of his Souldiers. 

Let him in ſome ſort prouide with as much aduantage 
and commodity ashe can, that his ſouldiers baggage be 
alwaies condutted from place to place, alwaies prohibi- 
ring ſuperfluitie, and in long voiages their ies and 
armes of heauie burthen : prouided that he march notin 
fu ſpeed places, andin the enemies countrie, but not 
otherwile. EN i ICs Let 
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Lethim take order that his Souldiers be lightin ap” 
parell, ſo thatit be warme, and haue as little baggageand 
otherwiſe loadenas may be, to the intentthey may vſeall 
their diligence about their weapons, and not to hale 
| backe for feareof looſing the fame, but rather haue re- 
ſpe&to the warie keeping of their armes, and that they 
may rather be more bent and determined to fight, in hope 
of gaine and honour, then ſuſpected thorough the doubt 
of looſing that which they already poſleſte. + - 

- He muſt not be conetous, neither retaine one penie of 
pay from his Sonldiers, but rather diftribute amongſt 
them, all the aduantages, dead paies, and capifoldi : to the 
intent they may be well paied and rewarded which merite 
the ſame,ſo ſhall-he gaine honour and make them aſſured 

in perillous ſeruice. 

| et him reſtraine ſouldiers from hauing horſes,thereby 
to auoide confulion, for that commonly euery one muſt 
march about the Enſigne, to the intent the rankes be not 
brokenand diſturbed by horſes : And that Souldiers be 
not occupied in going abroad for forrage for their hor- 
ſes, as of necethtiethey muſt, which is proper to Horle- 
men and not to footmen , but onely thoſe which are to 
be permitted with the Lieutenant, the Alfierns, and ſome 
of the Caualliers of Saizt Georges ſquadre,that are Gentle- 
men of greateſt experience, for that they may ſerue in 
ſteed and place of light horſemen, to view, diſcouer, con- 
duQand cariea meſſage or eommandement with: great 
ſpeed, when and where need doth require. 

Itis neceſſary for him to haue ſome knowledge and 
-Lightin making bulwarkes, trenches, platformes, skon- 
ces, fortreſſes, and ſuch like, and :to know the nature and 
qualitie of them, aſwell that with aduantage he may bee

| ableto know how to aſſault, as alſo ro makethem with 
facilitic, intimes and places moſt neceſſarie : which vn- 
derſtanding and Arr, is particularly conuenient for him, 
conlidering the defence of menot warre in the field, for 
the moſt part conſiſts aſwell in trenches, bulwarkes, and 
perfect lm as1n good and well gouerned {qua- 
dre and in maine batraile. | 
He muſt haue with him a paire of lanthornes for the. 
campe, ſome creſlers, linkes, or torches that blow not 
out with the winde,and ſuch liketo vie in the night,” and 
in ſtormes and rempelſts for ſeruice of the company, as in 
roundes, alarmes &c. And for his proper commoditie 
and ornamenta pauillion or tent of ſufficient capacitie, 
_ veſſels to accommodate his vicuals,and furniment for 
the fire and kirchin, of ſmall weight and diſturbance in 
cariage, and certaine houſhold ſtuffe neceſlarie for him- 
{fe and his traine, to the intenthe may ſonecreasis pol. 
fible commodioufly make ſupplie to the continuation of 
things requiſite for victuals. He ought alwaies to lodge 
with his Band, and remaine with the ſame both in good 
and euill, and continually ſhew himſclte louing and cour- 
reous, and take ſuch-part as the Souldiers doe : for con- 
trariwile, taking his eaſe, and ſuffering them to be lodged 
or fedde miſerably, breedeth him hacred or contempr. 
Neither ozghrt hee to ſhunne toile and trauaile , but 
carefully rake delight and liking to be alwaies the firſt, 
that with prouident prudence doth lay his hand to any - 
worke, or performeany enterpriſe which is conuenient to 
bedone : for that for rhe maſt parr the rude ſtubborne 
- multitude of Souldiers is not conſtrained and forced fo 
much, to doe his dutie by compullion, as they bevolun- 
tarie moucd thereunto through ſhame, and 2 reuerent

reſpe& they haue to the example of their Superiour. 
Neither let the practiſe of the ſame bepainefull vnto him, 
for thar to liue at eaſe and to be curious ofhis owne com- 
modious being, and-ſuffer his Souldiers taſt thetoiles of 
trauaile, israther the order of a delicate Prince, then of a 
carefull and cauragious Captaine, | 

Let him not faile euery night that he is of the watch, to 
ſend his Sergeant to take the word ſecretly of the Ser- 
geant maior, ( wherewith the watch of that night oughe 
co be gouerned) or of fome other that ſhall beappointed 
ro giue it, which hee muſt vie wiſely and warily , fince 
that negligence in like caſes may be the ruine of him and 
his company, and conſequently of a whole armie. Hee 
muſt haue tried experience, and full practiſe in all the 
points noted of men my firſt booke, and beperfit in the 
condutt of martiall affaires, that with great facilitie hee 
may be able to know, and with great aduiſe to deale in 
all the particulars belonging toall the degrees of ſouldiers 
vnder his eſtate, and of leſſe eſtimation then a Cap- 
taine. 

It behoues him to cariea valiant and conragious heart, 
that vponall ſuddaines he may beablero execute allen- 
terpriles, and that hauing ouer-viewed; ordered and dil- 
poled thoſe things that be neceſſary , he may be able to 
execute the fame with ſuch prompt and ready dexteritie, 
as appertaines to the terrible and bloudy accidents of 
armes. . And although there be very: few who haue ſuch 
bappy ſucceſle, as they may be accounted fortunate and 
politike both together : Nenerthcl:fle it is requiſire he be 
prudent; and diſcipher 2nd-looke before hand into ſuch 
thingsas are like to fall our, that be may with diſcreete 
modeſty. vie either pood or euill fortune, whether facuer 
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ſhall ariſe: for the life of manis to be compared to the 
play at Tables, in the which the player may deſire and 
. deuiſe which is the beſt caſt, but yet which way ſocuer 
thedice turne, either good or cuill,he ought with as great 
diſcretion and arte as he can, accommodate himſelfe and 
ſerue his turne withall. He ſhould poſlefle and be in- 
dued with a noble minde, that he may alwaies haue the 
| Game inclined to diſcreet liberalitie, and not to nigardly 
couetouſnes, by which vice we ſee many incurre and fall 
into moſt opprobrious chances, into treaſons and perni- 
cious rebellions, which are men worthy of moſt ſhame- 

full corretions. | 
I iadge it likewiſe-very neceſlarie for him to be elo- 
vent, fince that qualitie hath great eficacie in perſwa- 
dns of mens mindes,which oftentimes haue much need 
to be wakened and pricked forward with a ſpurre, ſpeci- 
ally in thoſeterrible accidents that fall out in the exerciſe 
of armes,whichin painfull perilous ations would other- 
wiſe languiſh,faint,and become fearefull. Therefore let 
the loue towards God, the care of their Country, theit 
preſent perill, the example ofmagnanimitiein their fore- 
fathers, thequarrell, cauſe, and benefits to ſoule & body, 
be meanes to make them valiantly accompliſh their aQs. 
He ought neuer to make conference, concerning that 
which he is to putin execution;neitherof any one thoght 
imagination, or inuention appertaining'to the ſtate of 
choſe warlike attempts and affaires, but with thoſe per- 
ſons, of whom he may afſuredly reſerue faichfull and 
friendly counſell; - fot thatthe importance of fuch and 
ſo great dealings,oughteuer to be had in ſuſpition of diſ- 
couerie. : Therefore a wiſe.and carefull man will eyer 
hauea waric andicalous eye ouer fachweighty _— 
c | NOW 


' Now the order for him to punithhis ſoldiers in caſes 
wherein they are net guilty of death, I thinke the moſt 
important puniſhment which appertaines to the Cap- 
caine to giue them, is openly amidſt the whole company 
and band, ſhamefullyco diſarme them,to rake away their 
moneyand chiefeft garments, and fo to baniſh them and 
' ſendthempacking: for to put them to death, or furiou- 

fly to beat them, belongs to the office of the Maiter of 
the Campe and Marſhall of the field, and not to the Cap- 
taine; for if he ſhould beat his ſoldiers, he-{ſnould make 
himſelfe hated and embalſe himſelte, and bring his ſoldt- 
ers either to- become mutinous or abiets. Note, that it 
isnot ſufficient onely fora Captaine to haue ordained his 
Company diſcreetly, and therein to haue great numbers 
of good men, which is to ſay,in warlike affaires valiant 
men : butaboueall things it is very necefſarie when he 
ſhall come to blowes and fight,he ſhould aduenture and 
performethe ſame to his manifeſt aduantage, orelſe con- 
ſtrained thereunto by pure neceſhitie, although he ought 
to flie the laſt ſo much as heis able, obſeruing this for a 
generall rule, not to fight either by chance, either. for 
pleaſure; or for ambition, as many times we ſee done by 
ralh and ambitious Chiefes and Captaines. » 
 Morevuer,he muſt worke in ſuch ſort, that his ſoldiers 
haue very good occalion and aptmeans to win the vidto- 
ry, andthat they be frefh and luſtie, to the intent that in 
fighting they may ouercome : for without theſe and like 
aduertiſements by-tempting fortune , men for the mo 
part both looſe,and are onerthrowne. | 
It is very conuenient he procure the hauing of an am- 
ple and autentike Patent of his Colonel}, with as large 


words of fauour as may be, wherein muſt be declared « 
| | | the 
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the inſtance and appointment of what Prince the exped i- 

tion is made, and fo with modeſtie and prudence he hall 
vie the authoritie that is given him, bor neuertheleſſe 
' there,as it behoues him ſo ro doe. 

It is not requiſite that in all places he ſufferhis Enſigne 
to bediſplayed ; the mannerand doing whereof ſhewes 
force and authoritie, the which many times is not to be 
vſcd, neither in each place : when a man is inferior to 0- 
thers,he ought to vic great dexteritie and modeſtie, which 
euer fals out both ro be commodious and commendable, 

And moreoner according to the order of Paſ/a parole, 
of aduertiſements from mouth to mouth, he ougkteuer 
to obſerne a filent and aſſured plaine informarionto his 
whole band, whereby they may vpon the ſodaine alter 
aray, make alts , march {low or faſt, cloſe or in wide 
ranks, or prepare their peece, match and bullet for a ſud- 
daine Alarme,inuaſion,skirmiſh, or defence. 

A Captaine thar muſt leuie a band is to make his ele- 
Rion and choiſe of his officers and ſoldiers,not only ap- 
proued and ſufficiently experienced, but alſo vſe ſuch 
ſpeedy march in his expedition and journey, that hemay 
10yne his company to the reſt of the Armie, at or before 
the appointed. day and place. 

When he may march by land with his company, let 
him nener deſire to-goe by ſea, hoping to ſpare coft and 
ſhortentime; for by becomming ſubieR ro the indiſcre- 
tion of the winde,cither through long abode, or ſome 
accident by ſhipwrack or tem e hath riſen many 

times great diſturbance and ruine without remedic, ſince 
| by thisdefe& many good occaſions, and of greatimpot- 
trance haue bin loſt and made fruſtrate. 

He ought ncuer to take journey in hand wow 2 

gud, 


guide, the which he muſt procure to be giuen him by the 
Chiefe that doth command him, to the intent he may al- 

waies remaine excuſed and faultleſle from thole errors, 

that by ſuch defects may or do commonly ariſe ; which 

diligence is not onely particularly to be vſed, when any 

journey of ſmall length is to be guided, but iFany long 
journey is to be made (not being able to do better) he 

muſt circumſpeRly haue him alwaies by his (ide, neither 

ought ro haue him {lipaway from him or abſent, fince 

that cuery ſmall error or going out of the way in aiour- 

ney and marching, doth diſpleaſe ſoldiers and warlike 

perſons, and yeelds eſte reputation to the Captaine, who 

ought a!waies to march with them , and to prouide and 

procure through his auttoritie all things neceſſarie, with 

the grearclt {auourand aduantage polhible. 

He ought alwaies to keepe his ſoldiers exerciſed, by 
often view and muſter of them, marching ſometimes 
along in rankes by 3.5.7.and 9.&c.ina ranke : ſometime 
in trayning them in Rings, Eſles, Dees, Battailes, Squa- 
drons,turning one rank throughan other,in leading them 
to skirmiſh,& in ſuch fortpraRiſe them daily. And alſo 
he muſt cauſe his ſoldiers to ſhoot vollees of ſhot, ſome- 
times all at once, ſometimes by rankes, and ſometimes 
mixed : the which vollees vpon the ſigne or ſound of 
drum, or word of month by the Captaine muſt be ac- 
_— with celeritie, and cloſely rogither and cun- 
ningly, and not ont of diſorder or by peeces, a great 
while one after another, but vpontheir diſcharge,ioynely 
togither z without rumor, noiſe or tumult they muſt all 
charge againe, and vpon a ligne giuen by the Captaine, 
giuea freſh vollee &c, 

R He 
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He muſt likewiſe delightto ſee them well armed with 
all ſorcs of armes, euery one according tothe weapon he 
beares: and ſometimes likewiſe exerciſe them in run- 
ning, leaping, wraſtling, throwing the barre, and ordina- 
rily cauſ{> them to be wakened in the morning berimes, 
charging the drums to ſtrike the Dianathroughout the 
whole quatter. 

A Caprtaine may at all times accompanie his band with 
the ſound of drum and fife, which muſt giue order to 
their continuall march, and dire&s all their other enter- 
priſes, vnleſſe to accompany priſoners,to entrench,make 

laine the way, to make and carry tagots, baskets,or ga- 
rn, from the wood, and ſuch like ſeruile and peſantly 
ſeruice, hardly digeſted of honorable ſoldiers. 

Heto the intent he may be both loued and obeyed of 
his ſoldiers, muſt apply himſelt to be prouident and po- 
litt:e in pacitying diſcordg,and all ſuch difference as ihall 
ariſe amongit them, wherein ihe findeayy obſtinate, ſo 
ſooneas he hath pertormed his indeuour, and that there- 
by they will not agree and become friands, ſo ſoone as 
their pay is ended,he oughtto diſcharge them. In times 
paſt it hath bin vſed of notable Colonels to permit, the 
combat, and cauſe them to fight ir out,thereby to extin- 
guiſh their obſtinarion, to bridle their furie, and gine no- 
table example to the reſt: the which order although ir 
hath bin tryed to auaile very much for their good go- 
uernment, yet it is not to bz vſed amongſt Chriſtians, 
Councells of Diuines hauing forbidden the ſame; vn- 
kefle to feare the parties he faigne that the ſame ſhall be 
performed of them to the yttermoſt, and.atthe ioyning 
in fightto cauſe them ſtay, and take othey order of pu- 
nilhmenc,except they accord,and go dilcharge them. 


A Captaine oughtto vſe all art and induſtry to invade, 
endomage,and ouerthrow the enemie, ſpecially infidels: 
and aboue all things to be franke of minde, and to teare 
nothing bur diſhoneſt fame : lixewiſe that he purchaſe 
authoritie amongſt his ſoldiers by meanes of vertue and 
valour ; Jer him procure by praftiſe and efteuall expe- 
rience to be accounted a wile and a worthy valiant Cap- 
.. taine, rather than to beare the name of a imple, weake, 
and vndiſcreer Colonell: for the name of a Captaiae is 
a type andltitle of ſpeciall honor. 

He muſt likewiſe in reſpe& ofa certaine inward deſire 
of emulation, not cariea baſe and abie&t minde, bur ſtill 
aſpiring with great ſubtiltie, by good inuention and in- 
duftry, of a firme and faichfull diſpolition, and neuer 
ſubie& ro forgettulncs, to the intent he may retaine in 
memory thoſe things that be well done,and all commen- 
dable enterpriſes, the which do marucilouſly and incre- 
dib!y delight and feede mens mindes and diſpoſitions. 

A Captaine multcuer take care that his whole charge 
be ſtill furnithed with men,armour, weapons and muniti- 
ons, with all things needtull, and diſtri»uted at conueni- 
_ entrimes. 

He muſt ſuffer none through idleneſſe to negle& bis 
armour, weapons and other furniture, whereby he {hall 
grow vnready to ſeruice at neede, but giue his officers 
commandment circumſpeRly to looketo the ſame. 

Soldiers ſhould be prohibited from ouer-much liberty, 
neither to vie whore-hunting, drunkenneflſe, common 
ſwearing, quarrelling,fighting,couſening,or ſuch Iike,but 
ſpeedy correftion to be vſed. | 

Prouiſion of victuals,armour & munition being made,

#. that the vituallers and other artificers, lending vnto ſol-

be truely ſatisfied. | 

If any ſoldiers be taken priſoners, to be ranfomed 
home in que time, that his bands remaine not vnfur- 
niſhed. 

Diners points of ſeruice are committed to the Cap- 
taine, wherein great diſcretion and ſeruice is to be vied, 
as in a Conuoy,Canuiſado, Ambuſh, Skirmilh, Approch, 
Aſſault, rerreit,ſurpriſe,paſſape of riuers,ſtreights, ſodaine 
fortifications, diſcoueries,&c. As in theſe and ſuch like 
occurrences, it is neceſlarie ro vſe the aduiſe of expert 
ſoldiers, whoſe opinions are worthy to be obſerucd, gra- 
tifying and rewarding them according to the value of 
their counſels. So likewiſe a Captaine muſt ſomerimes 
proue, and circumſpealy try by fained pretences, afhr- 
ming that he meanes to performe certaine exploits, and 
will march to ſome place, nothing intending the ſame, 
tothe intent to diſcipher thoſe that be buſie-bodies, raſh 
and vnſecret in counſell, and ſuch as preſume without 
— or experience; afterward reuealing the ſame, 
may try the truth and puniſh the offenders,as to his dutie 
and office is conuenient. | 
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ARE and worthy Colonell, after he bath a Jawfull 
difpatch of his Prince, and hath obtained his patent 
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charge andexpedition ſhall containe,with all conuenient - } 
diligence,and according as he is appointed,he muſt make 
eleion of as many Captaines as be needfull,diſtributing 
to euery one 309 for a band, which number is of moſt 
conuenient quantitie: for by reducing companies toa 
lefle number, as in our time is vſed, ſpecially amongſt the = 
Spaniards and Italians, and followed by the French and 
Engliſh, they may rather carry the name of Lieutenants 
_ Centurions,than beare the title of Captaines.Beſides 
a band being made of a ſmall-number, the Treaſurers _ 
conſume much more money amongſtthe great ſtore of 
officers, the which ought to be. by. all meanes poſhble 
auoyded of a politike Generall, and of aprudent Prince, 
to auoide extraordinarie-expenceand confulton, which 
doth ealily ariſe amongftthe.mvltitude of | 
He muſt be prouident toentertaine thoſe that be old 
Captaines,practiſed,and bearing a good port,and that be 
loued and delired of the foldiers, whom he ought to ac- 
companie and prefer with the greateft authoritie he can 
giue, with ample, ſealed, and autentike Patents, thereby 
more ſpeedily and more eaſily he may accompliſh his 
afkaires. FO Erint 
It is requiſite he equally impart to every. one,the quan-_ 
titie of tha preſt ds he hah onda the face the 
Captaine and the officers ariſe not tobe burdened,taxed, 
and conſumed by ordinarie and extraordinarie'meanes, 
and other manifeſt wayes about thoſe affaires; and to 
the intent the ſoldiers may taſte ofbenevolence of their 
Colonell : tor by that meanes credit is ſuſtained, and his 
traine augmenited, a thing moſt neceſarie to perſonages 
that ſupply ſogreata place. For'it is requiſite that men 
inthe beginning benot diſcouraged for want of neceſlary 
R 3 prouiition, 
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prouiſion, yea rather tolend of his owne ( conſidering 
be isto be paid againe ) then his ſouldiers {hould: bee 
brought to any extremity. MO 
The diſtribution of the preſt- money ought to be pre- 
ferred with great prudence , foratterwardsa:thebanke, 
the ſame otherwiſe may be retained, and ſubftration 
made of all the whole money , either in the frft-pay or 
thoſe that follow, moreorletle as it ſeemes exp<di:nt, 


principally for the vie and commoditie of the ſouldiers, / 


conl{idering {thataccording to theProuerb) -a-man can 
hardly atanyrime ſerue two maſters, and therefore hee 
muſtand vpon this ſpeciall point, to be more caretull 
netto doe any thing preiudiciallro the honourable exer- 
Cile of armes, then to pleaſe rhe couetousand inſatiable 
humour of:ſome Captaines, whom in effect it pleaſures 
bur lirtle, in reſpe& their greedy delire is neuer ſatisfied : 


Neuettheleſle it falls out to bee a maruc!lous loſſe and 


hinderance tothe enterpriſe, ſpecially ro men of valour 
and ſouldiers, without whoſe aide: a_Collonell_is bur of 
ſmall forceand value: And to canclude, money muſt al 
waies be procured, diſperſed and ſpent with great diſcre- 
tion, order, and conſideration ; {incethe ſame is ſo ne- 
ceſlarietoman, as itis called the ſinewes ot warres, 

Itisathing moſt requiſite that he carrie with him at 
the leaſt, one Miniſter, a man of good lite, who may ex- 
emplarly attend about the care ot Eccleliafticall matters, 
wherein aboue all other things we ought thorowly to be 
ſtaidand inſtruted, | IEGE 

He muſt likewiſe haue in his regiment beſides the or- 
dinary Surgeons, an exce!lent and tried Philition , well 
prouided of all drugs and fpiceries, and of other things 
. neceſlaric to be miniſtred to thoſe thar be {icke. x

His Lieatenant for his regiment muſt be of a fingular 
qualitie and excellent experience, who not onely muſt 
particularly gouerne his owne band and company, but 
allo with great prudence and policie take care and charge 
oucr all the people which are in the bands vnder his Co- 
lonell, wherein the Lieutenant muſt proceed according 
to my rules forthe Lieutenant of a priuate band, and the 
notes in my ſecond and third booke. His ewne Alfierus 
as General] and Superiour to the reſt of th? Enligne- 
bearers vnder his Collonnel{hip, muſt bee gaided and 
gouerned by a {ingular and ſubltanciall ſouldier , a Gen- 
tleman of an auncient houſe, courteous, wile and en- 
dowed with good conditions. | 

The ſame order he ought likewiſe to obſerue, in the e- 
letion of his Caualliers of the (quadre, of his Sergeants, 
of his Corporalls, of his Drummers, and euery other 
Ofhcer. Icisathing moſt neceſſary and conuenient, as 
in my ſecond booke, and the office of a Captaine I haue 
touched, that a Collonell ſhould retaine in bis regiment, 
and ſpeciaJly in his owne band about him, a number of 
wileand worthy ſouldiers, to be the Gentlemen of his 
company, Lance Spezzate, or ſerue for extraordinarie 
Lieurenants,whom the Collonell muſt noronely vie and 
entreat well with an aduantage intheir pay, burallo feaſt 
them, cherilh them, and ſer them oftentimes by courſe at 
his ownetable,and alwaies ſhew them acourteous coun- 
tenance, with which ſhew of friendly courtelie, ſouldiers 
be incredibly fedde, and contrariwiſe maruellouſly dil- 
pleaſed with rhe haurie lookes of proud diſdaine. For all 
thoſe' that make profeſſion of this worthy Arrt, are of 
great curiolitie and courage, and therefore men of warre 


ought never ( againſt righr) be villanouſly handled Sms 
| tner 
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© therin word, deed or countenance. 
"He muſt create a Sergeant Maior, that is a ſouldier of 


reat.experience, and that particularly is a profeſſour of 
- - hs the end he <2 preciſely © is t6 bee 
preferred n euery pratiſe : ſuch a one as can yeeld there- 
of a perte&accountand diſcourſe, and that conſequent- 
ly cat much better by deed then by word execute any 
enterpriſe. And for that in bis ofhce it is neceſlarie for 
him to vary and change purpoſe, with infinite aduertiſe- 
ments and conſiderations, as the ſhortneſle of time now 
andthen rcuires, the diſcommoditie of the place and 
ſeat thereof doth inforce, the order of the enemies doth. 
conſtraine, or according to his owne proper pollicie, ot 
the prouident prudence of his Collonell : bur for that 
this place doth not permit to ſpeake particularly of cue- 
ry point, I will paſſe oner the fame, and onely referre all 


to the prouidence of his long and approued experience, 


which of neceffitieis required vnto him, which Ifurcher 
ons my fellowing diſcourſe of the Sergeant Maior 
nerall, DES, | 
eo He onght to make 2 Marſhall of his lodgings , who 
muſt be his principall Furrierand Harbinger, that mult 
attend with great diligence, to procure lodging for all, 
without pleaſing any one particular perſon for any pri- 
uate commoditie whatſocuer, but muſt equally dittri- 
bute, and depart the quarters and lodgingsaccording as 
neede requires : neitheris it to be borne withall, that hee 
doe make free any houſes or lodgings, neither go about 
any ſuch like gaine, a moſt dilhoneft and vnlawfull rob- 
berie,which ofrentimes doth cauſe greatlofle & diſcom- 
moditie to men of warre , ſmall reputation to their Con- 
dufour, and great vexation and y> erage to the poore 


people, 


people, who for the moſt partare innocent. The Collo® 
nels Harbinger having allotred our lodgings to eyery 


band he mult prefer the particular diſtribution to the vis" . 


der Harbingers. 
A generall Drummer ought likewiſe to be created and 


appointed, who may take charge and care ouerall the reſt 
of the Drummers , whoſe office and cuſtome amongſt 
themis to conſerue and keepe orders, tothe intent they 
may be obeyed, and that euery one performe his dutte 
appertaiting to his office, as to ſtrike the batgerie in mar= 
ching in batraile, or difleuered , to make genterall bands 
and cries, in the morning, in the enening at the cloling 
of the night, and in ſounding the march, the call , the 
charge, the battel], the rerrait, wich ſuch other like obſer- 
uations and neceſ{arie things to be done. 
| Hemuſtprocureto haue part of enery munition for 
his regiment,out ofthe principall and generall munition, 
as corſets, pikes, halberds, hargabuſes with their furni- 
ture, match, lead, pouder, of all ſortof viftuall, andeach 
thing elſe as occaiion and neceſhtie requires, which hee 
muſt cauſe his Sergeant maior to diſtribute amongſt his 
bands, that his ſouldiers be not exaed ori the priſe. The 
like diuifion he muſt cauſe himto make by money it ſelfe, 
bur neuer morethen that which refts as due to them, as 
many very malicioufly haue accuſtomed to doe, making 
merchandiſe thereof tothe loſle and ruine of their ſoul- 
diers: towards whom they are bound continuaily to 
procmy manifeſt commodicie and profit. The like isto 
obſerued inall other things neceſſaric and comform- 
ableto this before ſaid , withour ſelling of furniture to 
them of exceſſive priſe, for nothing ismore diſhonoura- 
ble or more miſerable, then to extort vpon ſouldiers, 
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| _ Irisvery requilite that hee examine the elefion and - 
choiſe, that euery Captaine hath made of his Othcers in 
euery band, and whether they doe thorowly poſlctle or 
approach very neere to the perfit experience they ought 
to doe, of whom and not otherwiſe he ſhall like and ab 
low. Note that theſeaduertiſements , make manifeſt ap- 
parence, and ſets forth to the viewof the world, the 1n- 
ward valourof the ConduQtourand Collonell: tor it he 
negle& theſe obſeruations, the contrarie doth ealily en- 
ſue, I iudgeitathing notout of ſquare, but rather moſt 
expedient that the one halte of the Caualliers of the 
choiſe fquadre ſhould be Hargabufiers on horſe-backe, 
ſpecially when warres be madein large and open coun- 
tries, or elſe howſocuer it be ſituate: for being men of va- 
lour, they may both on hor{backe and foote doe great 
ſeruice, as often hath beene tried by manifeſt experience 
1n our time, ſpecially in the late warres of Flaunders, vt- 
der my Collonell the Baron of Shexeran, in ſeruice of 
Don 1ohn of Aaſfria, and the Prince of Parma, where I 
being of the number of the Gentlemen of his owne 
band, haue ſeene daily excellent good ſeruice done by 
them, as well by diſcouering the enemies ambuſcades, as 
to draw them into the danger of our footemen. And 
likewiſe in the ſpecdy taking and keeping a paſſage ofim- 
portance, in winning aduertiſements = the watch- 


word from the enemy,in taking Priſoners,in breaking the 
way tor free paſſage, in clearing and beating the high- 
waties, and ſcouring them free from the enemie and Free- 
booters, in making roades, courſes and incurſions, in dif- 
couering the Countrey and taking view thereof like to 
light horſemen, ſpecially in the abſence of the Cauallery 
of the campe. And therefore I conclude thar they _ 
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be found to bea knot and kinde of neceſſary fouldiers, 
rouided that they be praQiſed, and aboue all full of va- 
ourand aſpiring mindes, and not to be common ſoul- 
dicrs, taken at vnawares out of ordinary bands of toot- 
men, neither ſuch as carry a dull, baſe and abie& minde 
or diſpolition. | 
It the Colonell had the authority to be able to keepe 
togethera band with a Standerd or Guidon, &a trumpet 
to them, they would doe ſingular good ſeruice, which 
neuertheleſſe when ſeruice on foote did call them forth, 
mightdelwer vp their horſes, lances, and hargabulhes 
with fire-lockes vnto their ſeruants, kept and maintained 
for that purpoſe, and enterinto ranke or battaile amongſt 
the reſt of the Caualliers ſquadre, and ſo ſhould the or- 
dinarie and common cuſtome of hauing horſes amongft 
priuate ſouldiers be auoided, ſaue ſuch as are permitted 
and granted to ſome Officers,as in my former diſcourſes 
I haue already declared. The which obſeruation ſhall 
bring to paſſe that the ſouldiers in marching and in orher 
| enterpriſes ſhall go together, and be vnited about the 
Enligne, which is a thing moſt conuenient and neceſlarie, 
and ought greatly to, be ſhunned, for that horſes by ouer- 
_ thwarctrauerſing are accuſtomed to deface the {quares, 
and breake the rankes of the footmens battailes , which 
truely is very odious and of great diſturbance and diſ- 
commodity : but that which I ſpeake of this extraordina- 
rie band is to be vnderſtoud and taken , when there is no 
ordinarie bands of horſemen ioyned to a Collonells re- 
giment. He oughtto take vigilant care thar the Gentle- 
men of his band and Caualliers of his ſquadre, being 
continually about his perſon doe diligently pertorme, 
that which chey are appointed of him to doe by c_ 
Sy 2 on 


 fionorotherwiſe, andthat they make fairhfull and true 


relation to him of euery particular thing, that he may be 
euer fully informed of all things , and chiefly of that 
which doth paſſe in the watch worthy and neceſſary to 
benoted, as well by day as by night, ſince that by going 
the round, which doth appertaine principally to theſe 
Caualliers, many things of moment and importance 
may very well be obſerued,; being able to execute any of 
theinferiour offices, and both quickly conceiue and ſenſi- 
bly vtter any new accident. | 
The Collonell muſt moſt carefully with humble conr- 
telie court his Captaine generall, vſe great reſpe& to-. 
wards him, obey him, and giue him faithfull counſell : 
and to the end he may performe this thorow well, hee 
muſt neuer refule toile or trauell, {incethatto take paine 
about matters of like importance, is agreeable and con- 
uenient to honourable perſonages his equals, whereas 
eaſte delicacie and curiolitie appertaines to women, or 0- 
ther effeminate perſons , who cfteeme more of belly- 
cheere, gallant attire and riches, then of the peereleſſe 
priſe of valourand vertue, and that prefera fraile body 
before an immortall foule.. 
_ Some haldopinion thata.Collone!lhauing to allor out 
what number of pikes, ſhort weapons, and ſhotis to be 
incuery band, that it isfarre better to haue but one ſort of 
weapons,:ſ{o-fhall the Captaineeuer accompany his own 
ſouldiers, whereas otherwiſe. they being diſſeuered ina 
ftand-battaile., he muſt either loſe the company of his 
{hot or pikes, the one of them being committed to a Se- 
cond, and the ſhort weapons to a Third, which doth no- 
thing ſo much encourage the Souldier, as to ſee his Ca 
taine companionof his perils, and.the. contrarie no lelle 
| : | | _ diſmaieth 
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diſmaieth him : but for that foughten fields chance ſel- 
dome in ourtime, I ceaſe to wade turthertherein; onely 
aduertiſing that amongſt the reſt of his ſouldiers, the 
armed pikes mult be gently vſed, ſhewing them a cheere- 
ftulland good countenance, who muſt bee choſen men, 
very hardy and valiant. | 


He muſt procure thathis Officers diligently performe © _ 


his commifions, and that faichfully they make relation 
of euery particular thing, that he may be enformed of all, 
and eſpecially rhat which happens inwards, as well in 
the day as inthe night, for they going in circuit, as ap- 
pertaines vnto them, may well percetue what chanceth 
of any great importance. So that by obſeruing theſe ad- 
uertiſements, the induſftrie of the Leader doth appeare, 
whereas not being well looked vnto great ruine doth 
ariſe. 

To conclude, when his regiment is diſcharged, ei- 
theratthe end of rhe warres or otherwiſe, hee ought to 
take carethat heinany wiſe procure, that they may bee 
conducted wholy together, and afterwards diſband them 
in ſuch a place, as from thence enery ſouldier may eafily 
and without feare tranſport himfelte into his owne coun- 

_ rrie,andif itbe poſſible, hauing his health, his armes, 
and his apparell entire : for otherwiſe if ſouldiers be'dif 
ſenered in far countries, they ſuffer great inconuenience, 
 Inhardanddifficile paſſages, in victuals and lodgings, 
the which doth caule their deſtruction, the diſcredite and 
diſhonour of their ConduRtour;and isa great blot in the 
fame of our nation, as thoſe that have ſeene Holandand 
the Low-countries can witnes : wherfore it is a thing to be 
reformed for the increaſe of our credite and old naturall 


valour. |

Moreouer, they are 
very vnprolizable tor (cruice, for they will greatly trouble 
each other, and eſpecially. the huge and long pikes, and 
therefore are to be refuſed. Likewiſea ſhor: pike is not

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Caray. III. 
A Rnle to ſet Souldiers in aray. 
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T> Footmen being aſſembled at the place where 
they are to be ſet in aray: Firſt, you mult foreſee, 
that the ground be fir and capable for the purpoſe, that 
the aray may commodiouſlly turne to the right or left 
hand, as much as may be neuertheleſle, according to the 
number of ſoldiers you haue, you are to proceed in this 
Ort as followeth. 

Firſt, to wit that all the ſoldiers of a band of foot- 
men are bound by the law of Armes, forthwith and as: 
ſoone as they ſhall heare the Drum beat a Call to repaire 
ro the Colours, vnder paine &c. except that ſicknes be 
the cauſe thereof; or that hauing a licence or forelofe 
they may thereby excuſe themſelues. Bur to returne; 
you are to begin 1n this order fo;lowing : Firſt, you are 
to draw the pikes by themſelues on the one (ide, togither 
with the Enligne : and vpon the other {ideall the muske- 
tiers, ſumewhar aloofe diſtant from the pikes, beginning 
to make the muskeriers march ſo many in arankeas you 
liſt, parting them neuertheleſle according to their num- 
ber: you may purthem from 3 to 12 in aranke; foritis 
not often ſcene that more than 1 1 is put in aranke, how 
great ſocuerthe number ofthe footmen be: neither in 
troth oughr they to be any morethan 11 in a ranke: 
for when they paſle r 1 or 62 they are nor to be accoun- * 
ted an array,but rather a batraile: I haue omitted to write 
herein of the placing ofmy officers belonging to a com- 
pany of footmen, you thall finde it plainely ſer downe 
In the march, aud at the beginning of the exerciſe of 
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training : ſoto returne , hauing then placed the number 
Of musketiers you ſhall thinke good of to bein a ranke, 
you ſhall cauſe them to march in good proportion, ſen- 
ding forth one ranke after an other; the Sargeant ſtand- 
ing ſtill on the one (ide, cauling them to paſſe before 
him, iudging by the eye-ſight from Ranke to Ranke of 
all the ſoldiers, one by one, whether they be rightin line, 
obſcruing true diſtance: and alſo that they carry their 
Armes in warlike order ; for this is the beauty of an aray. 
Moreouer the Sargeant hauing ſpeciall reſpe&toaccom- 
modate and place atthe head of thearray,the Gentlemen 
of the company, and alſo the Corporals which carry 
musckets ; placing next vnto them the beſt men, and the 
beſt ſurniſhed foldiers ; and placing alſo at the Reare of 
the battell your beſt men, and the reſt of your beſt ar- 
\ med; to the intent the aray may (hew the better : foraſ- 
much as when they are diuided into aray, the musketiers 
from the pikemen, and that they rurnetheir faces; then 
the backe part or Reare is made the front : therefore the 
Reare ought to beas well fturnithed as the front,as I haue 
faid becorein the dutie of a Sargeant: the which if you 
delire to doe, it is neceſlarie you put in the mid(t of the 
Rankes the weakeſt and worit furniſhed ; adaertiiing the 
Sargeant that the ſoldiers are belt furnithed, when they 
haue all ſorts of Armes and furniture that be neceſſarie 
for them : and there appertaines to a musketicr good 
match,fire-cole, powderand buller,and moreouer /afi7no,

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Here next is demonſtrated the diſtance obſerued betwixt 


Ranke and Ranke, man and man, both in 


marching, and alſo in maine_ j 


battaile_. 


PE both pikes and muskets are to be ordered into 
files of 10 deepe, the musketiers in marching are 
ſometimes placed in the front, ſometimes in the tront 
and ſometimes in the Reare of the pikes, but moſt com- 
monly being in ſingle aray they arero march both in the 
Front and Reare : 'In maine battell the ſoldiers are pla- 
ced ſometimes in the right flanke, ſometimes in both the 
flankes; and ſometimes it will be commanded that they 
be brought in the Front of the baitaile, and alſo in the 
Reare. | l 

In exerciling the motions there are two diſtances to 
be kept. 

The firſt is when euery one is diſtant from his fel/ow 
6 1oote ſquare; that is,in File and Ranke 6 foote. 

The ſecond is when euery ſoldier is 3 foote diftant 
one from another, as well in File as in Ranke: And in 
reſpe& the meaſure of ſuch diſtances cannot alwaies be 
taken evenly by the racke of theeye; the diſtance of 
6 foote betweenethe files is meaſured, when the ſoldiers 
ſtrerching out their armes, doe touch one anothers 
hands: and betwixtthe Rankes, when thartthe ends of 
their pikes come very neere to the hams of them that 
march before them : And the diſtance of 3 foot betwixt 
the Files is when their clbowes touch one another : and 
berwixt their Rankes when they come to touch theends 
of one anothers Rapiers or ſwords. In marching w_

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field the diſtance of 3 foote from File to File is kept, 
and of 6 foote from Kanke to Ranke, when the ſoldiers 
order themſelues in battell ; and alſo when they march 
towards the enemie, the diſtance of 3 foote both in File 
and Ranke is to be obſerued. And likewiſe in conuer- 
fion or wheeling. The musketiers making ready to 
ſhoote by rankes keepe the ſame diſtance of 3 foote, 
but . going to skirmiſh they goe 4 a diſabande, that is, 
out ot order. 

There is alſo vſed another order of diſtance ; which 
is ſeldome obſerued but for to receiue the enemie with 
a firme ſtand, and ſerueth for the pikes onely: for the 
musketiers cannot ſtand ſo cloſe in files, becauſe they 

- muſt haue their armes ar liberty, and that is,when euery 
diſtance from file to file is a foote and a halfe,and:3 foote 
from Ranke to Ranke : and this laſt diſtance is thus com- 
manded : Cloſe your ſelues throughly, But it is 
not to be taught the ſoldiers : for that when necefhrie 
ſhall require it, they will cloſe themſelues too much of 
their owneaccord without command. | 


How Pikes are tobe raiſed wp and abaſedin cloſing 
and opening of a battaile, 


wn not omit to: put in. memorie vnto them: that 
L know not of the particulars of thoſe things and'order 
that are required in making a battell of footmen. There- 
fore thoſe which would makea battell of footmen, muſt 
be aduertiſed that in ſhutting vp the faid'battell,the ranks 
of pikes as well armed as vnarmed, muſt not raiſe vp 
confuledly, but with: order ; thatis,when the Sargeant 
maior, Captaine, or Lieutenant ſhall: ſay :.

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| Raiſe or right. wp your Pikes, | 
then it is: requilite that the firit and formoſt Ranke muſt 
begin to reile vp it felfe : and; that. the: ſecond doe not 
moue to raile vp it ſeltecill the firſt beraiſed vp: and. ſo 
the third and fourth : the ſame order is to be obferued 1n 
all the other Rankes,from oneRanke to an other. 
The like Rule ts ro be_oblerued by them in laying 
downe of' their pikes vpon their ſhoulders : forſo much 
as Ranke by Ranke, in orderand without ccnfulion they 
ought-to ler fall their pikes ; appointing the firſt Ranke 
'to fall after the ſecond, the third after the fourth : and 
ſo is all the reſt of the Rankes to follow the ſame order,. 
eill the hindermoſt Ranke of all: Andby obſeruing thar 
order, they cannot commir diſorder, bur rather make a 
gallant ſhew,and preuent many confulions. 


How Pikes are to be carried in aray,march,or battell, 
with alſo other neceſſarie notes. 


Yþ 7m that are appointed to carry pikes in array of 
| Rankes or batrell, muſt know that pikes amongſt 
all other weapons that belong to ſoldiers is of greateit 
honor and credit: And truely whoſocuer doth carry 
and managethe ſame weapon well,and.with good grace. 
doth. make a very beautifull and pleaſant ſhew to the 
beholders;. and chiefly. when it 1s caried with a good 
orace,.as 1 haue ſaid before., and with i combedo alts. 
And as touching the obſeruation of ſhouldring of pikes, 
to wit, that there js a new order obſerued- in the Low 
Countries now of late ; the Commanders there will haue. 
the pikes to be carried vpon the right ſhoulder, and not 
to-remoue or change to the left ſhoulder at all. 

| =: Note. 
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Notealfo that the Pike-man doe march then with a 
good grace holding vp his head gallantly : his pace full 
of grauitic andeſtare, and.ſuch as is fit tor his perſon: 
And lethis body be ſtraight and as much vprighr as is 
poſſible : And that which moſt imports is that they haue 
alwaies their eyes vpon their companions which arein 
ranke with them ; and before them : going iuſt one with 
 theother : and keeping perfit diſtance without commit- 
tingerror in the leaſt pace or ſtep : and enery pace and 
motion with one accord and conſent ; they ought to 
makeat one inſtanttime : And. in this ſortall the rankes 
intirely are to march ſometimes ſoftly ſomerimes faſt 
' according to the ſtrokes of the drumme : the heele and 
the tippe oftheir pikes would be <qually holden : both 
of length and height as neere as is poſſible : to auoid that 
they fall not outto be ſeeme by bearing them otherwiſe 
like vato Organ-pipes ſome long ſome ihort. T he mea- 
ſure and propertie thereof : to hold the heele of the pike 
is this; it is neceſlarie for him to haue an cie to the ranke 
that doth march before him : and fo carrie the Butt-end 
or heele of his pike that it may be iuſt ouer againſt the 
ioyot of the hamme of the ſouldier that in march ſhall be 
ſtraight before him : And ſo euery one from hand to 
hand mult obſerve theproportion of that height : And 
thatis, rightbehind vpon the ioynt of the knee : for by 
doing ſorhey cannot commit errour z carying in their 
wh that legge that is vnder that arme thar ſuſtaines 
and caries the Pike of iuſt and enen proportion : by mou- 
ing their pace right-vnderthe ſtaffe of & pike : goingin 
their march as I haue ſaid before : juſt and euen with a 
ſtately and ſumptuous pace, forby doing ſo they ſhall be 
efteemed, honoured and commended of all the Lookers 


on, 


on, and they will rake wonderfull delight to behold them 
march in that order: And whereas Þ haue faid before that 
the Souldiers ſhould march forward wich one conſent : 
I meanenot onely that the Pike- men ought to obſerue 
that order : but alſo .that the musketeares are to follow 
the ſame rule of order : becauſe that the who/e company 
muſt beready to march forward at one inſtant time ob- 
ſeruing the true ſtrokes or battery of the dramme, which 
atiue obſeruation may well be compared to a Dancer; 
for the one by hearing his mulicke is prepared totread 


the meaſure anſwerable tothe time : And the other by 


hearing the warlike and comfortable ſtroke of the drum: 
is ready to aduance his pace and march forward. 

The Officer is to pace towards his people, ſoto giue 
the word, and ſoto lead march, and alſo obſeruing the 
ſtrokes of the drum, the firſt ranke being the file leaders 
itto follow their Leader : The ſecond ranke euery one 
to follow his pile-leader alſo: Thethird, fourth and fitt 
rankes; and ſo the reft with one conſent. 

I hold ic therefore both conuenient and needfull for all 
men that follow the warres, to learne all the warlike 
ſounds that the Drummer beates , as the call, the march, 
to draw-vp maine-battell, the charge,the retire,to troupe, 
to wheele about which is alſo a. charge, then and laſtly 
the diana. And whereas euery nation doe diter the one 
from the other in the batterie of their drummes, and 
chiefly in the ſound of their march euery nation or Pro- 
uince doe alſo differin the marke of their colours,for that 
they beare in thcir colours the proper Armes or Scutchi- 
on of the Nation vnder which they doe ſerue. Butto 
returne, let a ſouldier be gilipent to learne , as I ſaid. be- 
fore, the ſtrokes of the drumme : And. chiefly to vnder- 


ſtand 
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' Rand the vſuall ſtrokes of march whickr the drumme 
beatin the regiment wherein he bearcth armes : he muſt 
alſo take notice of the markes that are vpon the colours; 
eſpecially of the Enligne which hee ſeructh vnder, the 
knowledge whereof may ſerue his turne fo well that it 
may ſauc his life, for by night being in fight with theene- 
mie, and being alſo ignorant of the ſound of drumme, 
he may aſwell fall into the hands of his enemies as other- 
wiſe, which may coſt him his life : Then as rouching his 
Enſigne the ſouldier being ſcattered from his company 
in marching, or otherwiſe in fight, and if it be by day- 
light he may perceiue his owne colours farre off, To wit, 
that both drummes and fifes were firſt inuented by the 
Switzers, wherewith they will even live and die in all 
manner of fight. The Almaines alſo inuented a pipe 
which is called by them Sehalmeyen. Somenations when 
they doe fighta pitched held by reaſon of the tumult,and 
rumour that will grow amongſt the ſouldiers , they 
have trumpets to give the charge,which yeelderhy great 
comfort to the ſouldiers in regard that they heare the 
eccho and foynd of the trumpets fo plaine, thar in all 
diftreſſethey doe not onely kees together, but alſo know 
their charge. Therefore in forraine Countries the foot- 
menareas well acquainted inall points of warre which 


the laid trumpets doe vſero ſound that they know their | 


charge euen as well as horfemen doe. But to returneto 
the matter aforeſaid : the Turke when he doth either ex- 
pe& the charge giuen him by his enemies, or when he 
will giue a charge &c. it will bee commanded that a 
Drummer ſhall ride from ranke toranke to giuethe ſoul- 
diers noticeby a ſoft ſound : And as touching marching, 
it isto be vnderitood that ſome kinde of march isa right 
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induction ; other ſome a deduction on the right or left 
hand ; andthatin ſingle, double, treble, or quadruple 
ſided battell: ina lingle when one encmie is feared ; ina 
double when two ; inatreble when three ; and inaqua- 
druble when the enemie purpoſeth toinuade on all ſides : 
Therefore the march is vndertaken ſometimes ina lingle 
challenge, and ſometimes in a twofold challenge, or 
elſe in a threefold challenge, orina fourefold challenge. 
The ſouldiers, both Pikemen and Musketeares are to-be 
diuided into companies, and euery company is to conlilt 
halfe of pikes, and halfe of musketeares. 

The companies happen and fall out ſometimes to be - 
morein number, and ſometimes lefle ; ſome extend to 
109. men, ſome 209. ſome 3oo. ſome 400. and ſo forth 
till 890. men or more. Euery company ought to haue 
theſe Officers following: a Captaine, a Lieutenant, an 
Enſigne, two Sergeants, three Corporalls, two Drums; 
but by the opinion of many worthy ſouldiers, euery 
hundreth men ought to haue a Drumme z the reaſon 
whereof I omit to ſpeake thereof in this place, and re- 
turneto the matter : it will be needfull fora Captaine to 
haue in his company for neceſlarie vſcs a Clarke, a Sur- 
geon, anda Prouoſt. Companies are drawne into Regi- 
ments, and the Regiments are euer to be commanded 
by Coronells: Regiments doe ſometimes likewiſe differ 
in the number of companies, ſome conliſt of 6. ſome 
of 7. ſome of 8. or 10. ſome 15. &c. In the ordering, 
and managing of euery regiment is to be required a Co- 
ronell &c. |
